Civil  Justice. 

The  tendency  of  the  Court  Fees  Regulation  which,  came 
into  force  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  has  evidently- 
been  to  diminish  litigation,  as  there  has  been  a  tailing  off, 
of  2,790  in  the  number  of  original  suits  filed  in  the  Zillah 
and  Munsiffs’  Courts.  The  amount  of.  fees  collected  has 
however  been  greater  as  will  be  seen  from  para:  25. 

2.  The  following  report  furnished  by  the  Appeal 
Court  exhibits  the  working  of  the  Judicial  Department 
during  the  year  under  review. 

3.  The  subjoined  statement  shows  the  number  of 
original  Civil  Suits  received,  decided  and  pending  in  the 
Zillah'  and  Munsiffs’  Courts  during  the  year  under  review 
as  compared  with  that  of  the  preceding  year : — 
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4-  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  that 
the  aggregate  number  of  original  Civil  suits  pending  at 
thj  commencement  of  the  year  together  with  those  filed 
during  the  year  amounts  to  7,637  or  2,086  less  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

5.  Of  these,  6,606  wefe  disposed  of  leaving  a  balance 
of  1031  for  the  current  year. 

6.  Of  the  6,606  cases  disposed  of  6,07 5  were  decided 
by  the  Munsiffs.  Of  these  1,321  were  contested  and 
decided  on  the  merits,  3,122  decided  ex-parte,  781  decreed 
on  admission,  721  on  compromise  and  130  were  struck- off 
for  default  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

7.  Of  the  531  suits  decided  by  the  Zillah  Courts 
266  or  50  per  cent  were  contested.  Of  the  remaining  265 
cases  162  were  decided  ex-parte  32  were  decreed  on  ad¬ 
mission,  61  on  compromise  and  10  struck  off  for  default 
or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

8.  The  total  number  of  decisions  in  contested  caBes 
amounted  to  1,587  against  1,701  in  the  preceding  year. 
These  were  distributed  among  the  several  Courts  as

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9-  Of  these,  985  cases  were  decided  wholly  in  favor 
of  Plaintiffs,  464  wholly  in  favor  of  Defendants  and  13^ 
were  decisions  partly  in  favor  of  both. 

10.  The  average  duration  of  the  contested  original 
suits  in  the  Zillah  Courts  was  12  months  and  5  days 
against  9  months  and  17  days,  and  that  in  the  MunsiSs’ 
Courts  was  5  months  against  4  months  and  8  days. 

11.  The  total  number  of  original  Civil  suits  undis¬ 
posed  of  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  1,031  against  1,972  in 
the  previous  year.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  greater 
part  of  this  balance  was  in  the  two  Zillah  Courts  and  the 
Munsifl’s  Court  of  Trichoor.  As  regards  the  Trichoor 
Munsiff,  however,  it  must-,  be  noted  that  the  work  done 
in  this  Court  is  greater  and  that  the  balance  itself  is  con¬ 
siderably  smaller  than  in  the  previous  year.

22-  The  average  duration  of  the  Regular  and  Special 
Appeals  decided  during  the  year  was  8  months  and  26 
days  against  6  months  and  16  days  in  the  previous  year. 
The  average  duration  of  cases  in  the  year  1056  compares 
unfavorably  with  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  this  en¬ 
hancement  in  the  period  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that 
many  Appeals  which  had  to  he  sent  back  to  the  Zillah 
Courts  for  further  evidence  and  for  the  determination  of 
fresh  issues  were  unduly  delayed  in  those  Courts.  It  is 
partly  also  the  result  of  the  efforts  made  to  reduce  the 
arrears,  the  old  cases  contributing  to  swell  the  average. 
The  balance  on  the  file  of  both  Regular  and  Special 
Appeals  at  the  end  of  1056  was  brought  down  to  83  being 
50  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  Judges  have  taken 
steps  to  reduce  the  duration  in  the  Appeal  Court  and  in  the 
Courts  subordinate  to  it,  and  the  improvement  will  appear 
only  in  the  next  year. 

23;.  The  Zillah  Courts  executed  wholly  and  partly 
764  and  the  Munsiffs’  Courts  1,994  decrees,  making  a  total 
of  2,758  against  2,714  in  the  previous  year. 
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24.  At  the  close  of  the  year  under  report  there  re¬ 
mained  407  decrees  unexecuted  in  the  Zillah  Courts  and 
1,177  in  the  Munsiffs’  Courts.  Thus  the  total  number  of 
decrees  pending  execution  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  1,584 
or  1,009  less  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

25-  The  institution  fees  collected  by  the  original 
and  Appellate  Courts  during  the  year  amounted  to  Es. 
52,191 — 12 — 2  against  Bs.  46,677 — 5 — 3  in  the  previous 
year.  The  Stamp  penalties  collected  by  the  several  Courts 
during  the  year  amounted  to  Bs.  13,131 — 7 — 1  or  Us. 
4,611-10-4  less  than  in  the  previous  year. ,  On  the  whole 
the  receipts  in  the  year  amounted  to  Bs.  65,323— tB*-® 
against  Bs.  64,420 — 6 — 8  in  the  preceding  year. 


C'ri/minal  Justice. 

26*  The  Total  number  of  cases  committed  by  the 
Police  and  the  Magistracy  during  the  year  under  review 
was  47  against  67  in  the  preceding  year. 

27-  The  number  of  commitments  according  to 
the  Police  Beturns  was  44  or  3  less  than  that  given  by 
the  Court.  This  discrepancy  is  probably  owing  to  the 
original  indictments  being  divided  by  the  Courts  and 
the  prisoners  tried  on  separate  charges. 

28-  The  cases  shewn  in  para :  26  were  divided 
between  the  two  Criminal  Courts  as  follows

29-  There  were  two  cases  left  undisposed  of  in 
the  Trichoor  Criminal  Court  at  the  commencement  df 
the  year.  These  together  with  the  18  cases  committed 
during  the  year  amounted  to  20. 
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30.  Of  these  the  Trichoor  Criminal  Court  referred 
10  cases  to  the  Appeal  Court  and  lease -was  transferred 
to  the  Anjikaimal  Criminal  Court.  The  remaining  9  cases 
involving  15  persons  were  disposed  of  by  the  Trichoor 
Criminal  Court. 

31.  The  total  number  of  cases  committed  to  the 
Anjikaimal  Criminal  Court  during  the  year  was  29 
which  together  with  the  1  case  transferred  from  the 
Trichoor  Criminal  Court  makes  a  total  of  30. 

32.  Of  these  30  cases  the  Anjikaimal  Criminal 
Court  referred  3  cases  to  the  Appeal  Court  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  27.  cases,  25  cases  involving  66  persons  were  disposed 
of  by  the  Criminal  Court  during  the  year,  and  2  remained 
undisposed  of  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

33.  The  total  number  of  cases  referred  by  the  Cri¬ 
minal  Courts  to  the  Appeal  Court  during  the  year  was  13 
which  together  with  4  cases  left  undisposed  of  at  the  end 
of  the  previous  year  gives  a  total  of  17. 

34-  Of  these  17  cases  involving  41  persons,  13  cases 
involving  32  persons,  were  disposed  of  during  the  year 
1056  leaving  a  balance  of  4  cases  for  the  current  year. 
These  4  cases  were  received  at  the  close  of  the  year  1056 
and  they  could  pot  be  conveniently  disposed  of  during 
that  year. 


35-  The  total  number  of  persons  on  whom  judgments 
were  passed  during  the  year  under  report,  was  123;  of  which 
75  were  acquitted  and  48  convicted.  The  ratio  of  acquittals 
during  the  year  reported  on  was  60'9  per  cent  as  against 
61'9  per  cent  during  the  preceding  year.

37-  There  were  7  appeals  preferred  to  the  Appeal 
Court  against  the  judgments  of  the  Criminal  Courts  during 
the  year,  which  together  with  the  one  left  undisposed  of 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1055  makes  the  total  of  8. 

38-  These  appeals  were  disposed  of  as  follows  :  in  1 
case  the  senteuee  was  confirmed,  in  4  modified  and  in  3 
reversed. 

39-  The  average  duration  of  each  case  in  the 
Criminal  Courts  was  8  days  as  against  9  in  the  previous 
year.  In  referred  trials  the  time  taken  up  by  the  Appeal 
Court  averaged  14  days,  which  is  an  improvement  upon 
the  result  of  the  previous  year  when  the  average  duration 
was  26  days.

The  average  daily  number  in  Jail  during  the 
year  was  134'25.  There  are  no  manufactures  on  which 
the  convicts  are  engaged;  they  are  employed  principally 
in  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  public  roads. 

43-  The  charges  incurred  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Jails,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  Medical  esta¬ 
blishment  and  European  Medicines,  amounted  to  Rs„ 
13,814 — 1 — 4  against  Bs.  12,639 — 2 — 3,  the  expenditure

50/  Of  the  grave  crimes  that  came  under  enquiry 
during  the  year  there  were  7  cases  of  murder  in  which 
20  persons  were  implicated.:  Ten  of  the  accused  were 
discharged  and  ten  committed  to  the  Criminal  Courts. 
There  were  83  cases  of  grievous  hurt  involving  228 
persons  of  whom  153  were  acquitted,  9  ordered  to  find 
security,  19  convicted,  28  committed  to  the  Criminal 
Courts  and  19  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
eases  of  robbery  accompanied  with  personal’  violence 
were  319  involving  724  persons,  of  whom  606  were 
acquitted,  70  convicted,  15  committed  to  the  Criminal 
Courts  and  33  remained  for  the  succeeding  year..  There 
were  <63  cases  of  house  breaking  involving  115  persons 
of  whom  76  were  acquitted,.  13  convicted,,  12,  committed 
to  the  Criminal  Courts-  and  14  remained  undisposed  of. 
The  cases  off  simple  theft  were  213  in  which  SSO  persons 
were  accused-;  of  these,  268  were  acquitted,  4’  ordered  to 
find  security,  65i  convicted*., .8  committed  and  5  remained 
atthncloanofthayeat. 
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51.  Twenty  three  persons  in  11  cases  were  sur¬ 
rendered  and  brought  to  trial  in  the  Courts  of  this 
country  during  the  year,  under  warrants  issued  by  the 
British  Resident.

53.  Three  certificates  were  issued  by  the  British 
Resident  Under  Section  9  of  Act  XXI  of  1879  for  the 
trial  of  thirteen  British  Subjects  in  British  India. 

54.  It  may  he  remarked  that  the  large  number  of 
persons  discharged  or  acquitted,  or  in  other  words  the 
disproportion  between  the  number,  of  those  originally 
accused  and  those  convicted  is  due  to  the  peculiar  police 
system  obtaining  in  this  State  rather  than  to  the  de¬ 
fective  working  of  the'  Department  or  the  inefficiency 
©f  its  staff.  Unlike  the  system  obtaining  in  British 
India,  the  functions  of  the  Polic'e  and  Magistracy  are 
here  combined  in  a  single  Official  who  having  to  deal 
with  the  detective  branch,  of  his  duties  in  his  Polio© 
capacity,  is  often  as  a  natural  consequence  obliged,  on 
entering  on  his  higher  and  magisterial  duties,  to  un¬ 
necessarily  encumber  his  register  with  names  of  persons 
whom  a  Police  Officer,  as  the  result  of  his  enquiries  in  the 
first  instance,  may  find  it  advisable  to  discharge  and  with

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whom  a  Magistrate  will  not  have  to  deal.  The  periodical 
Returns  which  supply  the  figures  for  the  annual  Reports 
are  invariably  prepared  from  the  aforesaid  Police-Magis¬ 
terial  Register,  (so  to  speak)  which  far  from  giving  a 
correct  notion  of  the  working  of  the  Department,  is 
somewhat  misleading.  This  Government  is  fully  alive 
to  the  importance  of  this  evil,  which  can  only  be  re¬ 
medied  by  the  introduction  of  a  properly  organised 
Police  system,  and  by  the  separation  of  the  Police  from 
the  Magistracy. 

55.  The  reorganization  of  the  Police  has  long 
engaged  the  attention  of  this  Government,  hut  local  cir¬ 
cumstances  have  presented  difficulties  that  have  hitherto 
prevented  its  accomplishment.  A  well  considered  measure 
is  however  about  to  be  initiated  and  the  result  will  be 
noticed,  in  the  next  report. 

56*  If  is  to  be  observed  that  the  remarks  of  the 
Madras  Government  on  this  subject  recorded  in  their 
review  of  the  Administration  Report  for  1054  m.  e. 
(G.  O.  5th  July  1880,  No.  295)  were,  by  some  oversight, 
not  communicated  to  this  Government  at  the  time  and 
were  only  obtained  since  the  receipt  of  G.  0.  dated  8th 
August  1881  No.  393  reviewing  the  report  of  M.  e.  1055 
(1879-80). 


57.  The  cost  of  the  Police  Establishment  was 
Rs.  16,397—7 — 8  or  Rs.  1,457 — 7—8  more  than  that  of 
the  preceding  year.  This  increase  was  caused  by  the 
employment  of  additional  peons  and  of  a  temporary 
Preventive  Establishment  to  suppress  smuggling.

recovered  on  lands  aud  gardens  granted  on  moderate 
terms  for  a  limited  period  for  the  purpose  of  cultivation. 
The  increase  in  the  revenue  would  have  been  greater, 
but  the  dam  at  Yennamakel  not  having  been  rendered 
water-tight  by  the  British  authorities  of  Malabar  accord¬ 
ing  to  standing  arrangements,  the  crops  suffered  by  the 
influx  of  saltwater  and  a  considerable  amount  of  tax  had 
to  be  written  off  in  the  way  of  remissions,

An  analysis  of  the  new  admissions  stews  that 
47  were  from  Ernacollum,  17  from  Sirkar  District  Schools,. 
2  from  Schools  in  British  Cochin  and  17  from  distant 
Schools.  The  supply  from  the  District  Schools  is  not 
large  but  more  than  that  of  last  year;.  Two  of  these- 
send  none,  Chittoor  boys  naturally  preferring  to  gs*  to- 
Palghant  or  Calicut  which  are  much  nearer  of  access*  to. 
them  than  Ernacollum,  while  at  Kunnumkulam  there  are 
not  as  yet  any  boys  sufficiently  advanced  to  enter  the 
High  School,,  and  the  great  distance  will  always  be  a  bar 
to  many  coming  from  that  School. 

88-  The  half-yearly  examinations  were  held- as  usual 
during  the  year..  A  very  careful  examination  was  also' 
conducted  by  the  Head  Master  and  several  of  the  Upper 
Masters  to  test  the  hoys  fit  for  promotion  in  nearly  all 
the  classes  of  the- Middle  and  Lower  Schools;  It  was  as 
thorough  and  searching  as  it  could  be  made  and  none  was 
promoted  who-  did  not  gain  a  certain  standard  of  marks.

96-  The  Director  of  Education  reports  that  the 

number  of  students  in  these  Schools  is  gradually  becom¬ 
ing  -more  uniform  rendering  it  more  possible  to  compare 
the  work  done  in  each.  On  the  whole  more  work  has 
been  done  in  all  the  Schools  this  year  than  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  one;  but  of  all  the  Schools  Kunnunkulam  has 
made  the  most  decided  advance  as  all 'its  classes  are  of  a 
higher  standard  than  before.  - 

97-  In  every  School  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  students,  and  the  close  of  1056  shews 
a  total  of  580  instead  of  453  which  was  the  number  at 
the  end  of  1055, 

98.  The  following  particulars  as  to  the  condition 
of  each  School  separately  are  gathered  from  the  report 
of  the  Director : — 

Trichoor. — This  School  is  still  in  an  unsatisfactory 
state,  and  that  it  is  not  popular  is  evident  from  the  small 
attendance  and  the  unwillingness  of  the  older  boys  to 
remain  in  the  Upper  class.  Only  two  boys  came  from 
it  to  the  High  School.  The  results  of  the  Inspector’s 
examination  were  a  little  better  than  last  year,  but  still 
were  not  good  and  there  seems  to  be  a  general  lack  of 
energy  in  the  management  and  teaching  throughout  the 
School.  Class  I,  however,  has  decidedly  improved  since 
it  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  Matriculate  from  the  Prepa¬ 
ratory  class  and  it  has  shown  better  work.  The  present 
uncomfortable  School-room  may  have  somewhat  to  do 
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•with  the  low  attendance  and  it  is  hoped  that  during  the 
current  year  the  building  of  a  new  School-room  will  be 
begun.  Plans  for  the  work  are  already  in  the  hands  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  an  amount  has  been  sanctioned  by 
this  Government.  With  a  better  building  on  an  eligible 
site,  a  fresh  and  completely  re-organised  Establishment 
and  a  strong  and  energetic  staff  of  teachers,  there  is 
every  reason  to  hope  that  the  school  will  soon  be  popular 
in  Trichoor. 

Muttancheny. — This  School  shews  a  considerable 
increase  in  numbers,  and  its  work  and  progress  are  alike 
satisfactory.  About  the  commencement  of  the  year  a 
class  was  opened  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Baniyan 
Merchants  who  wished  their  sons  to  be  instructed.  The 
education  is  given  through  the  medium  of  Hindustani, 
The  class  though  small  appears  to  be  a  serviceable  one. 
During  the  current  year  the  number  of  pupils  continues 
to  increase  and  this  will  probably  require  an  augmenta¬ 
tion  to  the  existing  classes.  The  Head  Master  is  very 
earnest  and  energetic  and  seems  to  be  well  seconded  by 
his  Assistants. 

Chittoor. — This  School  shows  an  increase  of  14  boys 
and  the  work  throughout  the  year  has  been  satisfactory. 
On  the  occasion  of  the  Director’s  visit  he  noticed  a 
decided  improvement;  there  was  ample  evidence  of 
steady  work  and  a  general  increase  in  the  percentage  of 
marks  gained  by  the  boys.  A  plan  for  the  improve¬ 
ment,  of  the  old  Cutcherry  to  receive  the  School  is  now 
being  carried  out  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  school  will 
before  long  be  removed  to  a  building  more  commodious 
than  the  present  rooms. 

Irrinjalacoda. — This  year  the  Director  has  been  abfe 
to  record  an  increase  in  the  attendance  in  place  of  the’de- 
crease  last  year.  The  Acting  Head  Master  seems  to  have 


27 


worked  the  school  very  fairly.  It  sent  the  largest  number 
of  pupils  to  the  High  School  in  the  year,  of  all  the 
District  Schools.  At  the  inspections  the  three  Upper 
classes  showed  satisfactory  results,  but  the  Vernacular 
class  was  exceedingly  small  and  the  work  deficient.  It 
has  since  been  reported  that  matters  have  improved, 
that  the  Vernacular  Division  is  gaining  strength  and  the 
work  progressing. 

Kwmimkulam. — This  School  was  raised  from  a  second- 
class  to  a  first-class  District  School,  as  was  anticipated 
in  last  year’s  Report,  and  a  special  establishment  was 
sanctioned  for  it  which  came  into  effect  in  the  last  month 
of  the  year.  During  the  year  the  school  was  removed 
from  its  former  premises  to  the  new  and  handsome  build¬ 
ing  situated  just  out  of  the  Town  on  the  Trichoor  Road. 
This  School-house  is  capable  of  accommodating  200 
boys,  a  number  beyond  which  it  was  not  anticipated  that 
the  school  would  rise;  but  the  attendance  has  exceeded 
expectation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  208  hoys 
and  the  number  has  been  steadily  increasing'  since  the 
commencement  of  the  current  year  1057.  There'  is  reason 
to  believe  that  even  the  present  commodious  premises 
will  soon  be  found  insufficient  for  the  number  of  students 
enrolled  and  that  an  addition  will  have  to  be  made  to  meet 
the  growing  wants  of  this — the  youngest,  but  yet  the 
most  prosperous  of  the  District  Schools, 

99.  A  review  of  the  Vernacular  classes  in  all  the 
District  Schools  presents  encouraging  results  with  the 
single  exception  of  Trichoor.  The  number  of  boys  at 
the  Muttaneherry  School  rose  from  28  in  1055  to  54  at 
the  close  of  1056;  the  number  at  Chittoor  from  52  to  75; 
at  Irriujalacoda  from  9  to  22;  and  at  Kunnunkulam  the 
number  has  been  maintained  steadily  at  59.  At  Trichoor 
the  number  declined  from  33  to-  25  and  a  class  had  to  be 
abandoned  as  there  were  not  sufficient  boys  to  justify 
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the  keeping  up  of  three  Vernacular  classes.  At  Chittoor 
a  class  has  been  added  to  meet  the  wants  of  an  increased 
number,  while  at  Muttan cherry  and  Kunnunkulam  2 
additional  classes  have  been  formed  in  each. 

100-  There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
aggregate  number  of  students  under  instruction  in  all 
the  schools  of  this  State,  it  having  risen  from  727  at  the 
close  of  1055  to  864  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  report. 
A  classification  of  the  latter  number  under  the  four  chief

Decrease  Es.  2,985-3-4  pas  been  occasioned  by  a 
smaller  quantity  of  teak  having  been  received  at  the 
depfits  from  the  forests  than  in  the  previous  year. 

113-  The  amount  received  from  the  Chittoor  Teak 
Forest  was  Es.  16,695-10-9  against  Es.  11,345 — 6 — 10 
in  the  previous  year.  The  increase  of  Es.  5,350—3 — 11 
is  due  to  a  larger  quantity  of  teak  having  been  removed 
by  the  Contractor  during  the  year. 

114-  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nineteen 
Teak  logs  measuring  1,643-|  candies  were  received  at  the 
dep6ts  during  the  year  against  1,918  logs  and  2,740,1 
candies  in  the  preceding  year. 

115.  The  number  of  teak  logs  sold  during  the  year 
was  1,158  and  the  No.  of  black- wood  logs  478;  and  the 
total  amount  realized  was  Es,  33,385 — 12—4,  The  value 
of  timber  supplied  to  the  Public  Works  Department  was 
Es.  7,234—9 — 0  making  the  value  on  both  accounts 
Es.  40,620—5—4. 

116-  The  Eoyalties  derived  from  Jungle-wood, 
Bamboos  &c  amounted  to  Es.  11,008 — 11 — 9 ;  the  sale  of 
Cardamoms,  Bees’  wax  and  other  Forest  produce  realized 
Es.  4,890 — -13 — 1;  and  the  tax  collected  on  fuel  was 
Es.

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118.  The  forest  expenses  were  less  than  in  the 
previous  year  by  Bs.  6,407—10—11,  it  having  been  con- 
sidered  advisable  to  limit  operations  for  a  time  to  certain 
localities.  For  the  same  reason  the  charges  on  account 
of  the  Forest  Establishment  were  also  lower  than  in  the 
previous  year  by  Bs.  4,213—12—10.  The  permanent 
establishment  maintained  for  the  conservancy  of  the 
forests  has  moreover  been  curtailed  to  some  extent, 

119.  Only  one  elephant  was  caught  in  the  season  of 
1056,  but  it  is  described  as  a  fine  young  tusker  -which 
will  turn  out  in  time  a  first  class  elephant.  Two  elephants 
died  during  the  year  and  there  remained  at  the  end  of 
1056,  29  elephants  of  which  18  are  males  and  11  females, 

120-  Cardamom  Cultivation  — From  the  Superin¬ 
tendent’s  report  it  appears  that  153'2  acres  of  land  were 
under  culture  at  the  close  of  the  year  under  report.  The 
total  expenditure  incurred  in  this  Department  during  the 
year  was  Bs.  3,807-12-1  against  Bs,  5,079 — 14—8  in  the 
previous  year.  The  collections  of  produce  amounted  to 
1 ,745  lbs  of  an  approximate  market  value  of  Rs.  3,098-4-2 
against  1,400  ibs  valuing  Bs.  2,800  in  the  previous  year,; 
The  returns  from  Cardamom  growing  in  -  this  State  are 
still  exceedingly  incommensurate  with  the  outlay  .in¬ 
curred,  and  the  Sirkar  contemplates  the  adoption  at  an 
early  date  of  some  effective  scheme  for  preventing  the 
smuggling  which  has  been  a  serious  source  of  loss  and 
is  reported  to  preyail  extensively  notwithstanding  the 
offer  of  rewards  for  its  detection. 

121-  Teak  Plantations —From  the  report  of  the ; 
officer  in  charge  of  the  plantations  it  appears  that  83 
acres  were  cleared  and  prepared  for  planting  but  only  10 
acres  were  actually  planted  owing  to  the  failure  of  the 
Monsoon  at  the  commencement  of  the  planting  season  and: 
the  total  rain  fall  having  been  less  than  in  the  previous 


year.  Weeding  was  carried  on  over  an  area  of  836  acres 
and  pruning  over  367  acres.  The  total  cost  of  the 
operations  was  Rs.  5,439 — 11 — 5  against  Rs.  5,507-3-0 
in  1055  showing  a  difference  of  Rs.  67 — 7 — 7. 


MEDICAL. 

122-  There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  Medical 
Department  during  the  year. 

123*  The  hospital  buildings  at  Ernacollum  and 
Trichoor  are  in  good  order.  The  new  hospital  at  Erna- 
collmn  has  been  completed,  but  has  not  yet  been  handed 
over  to  the  Medical  Department. 

124-  Civil  Hospital  Emacollum- — There  have  been 
220  cases  treated  as  intern  patients  in  the  year  against 
211  in  the  preceding  year.  ,  Of  these  62  dieted  them¬ 
selves  and  the  rest  were  maintained  at  the  cost  of  the 
Sirkar.  The  deaths  in  hospital  were  18  in  number,  5 
from  dropsy,  3  from  dysentery,  4  from  diarrhoea,  4  after 
difficult  labour  and  2  from  syphilis.  The  out-patients 
numbered  3,487  against  3,418  in  1055,  showing  an  in¬ 
crease  of  69.  The  deaths  among  these  are  not  known. 
Eight  major,  174  minor  and  22  obstetric  operations  were 
performed  during  the  year  at  ErnacQllum. 

125-  Civil  Hospital  Trichoor-— There  were  264 
admissions  as  in-patients  during  the  year  against  238  in 
1055,  and  2,826  out-patients  against  2,559  in  the  previous 
year.  There  were  19  fatal  cases  among  the  intern,  and 
18  were  reported  among  the  out-patients.  Five  major, 
35  minor  and  10  obstetric  operations  were  performed 
during  the  year. 

126.  There  were  no  Epidemics  during  the  year. 
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127.  La, trine  accommodation  has  to  a  certain 
extent  been  supplied  along  the  Back-water.  But  tiff 
fish-drying  nuisance,  cannot  be  expected  to  end  till  the* 
fishermen’s  huts  along  the  Back-water  are  removed  and 
a  separate  place  provided  for  them.

129-  Reference  was  made  to  the  re-organization  of 
the  Yaccine  Department  in  last  year’s  report..  It  consists 
of  1  Deputy  Inspector,  I  Head  and  5  Talook  Vaccinators. 
The  talook  vaccinators  were  transferred  to  other  stations  - 
at  first  every  three  months,  and  latterly  every  six  months.  - 
On  the  appearance  of  small- pox  in  the  vicinity  of  Tri-; 
poontorah  the-  vaccinator  of  the  talook  was  ordered  fcoj 
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proceed  to  the  locality  and  endeavour  to  vaccinate  those 
who  were  unprotected.  It  would  appear  that  6,703  sub¬ 
jects  were  operated  on  in  1056  of  which  6,000  or  89‘5 
per  cent  were  reported  successful  and  698  unsuccessful. 
Dr.  Morgan,  the  Medical  Officer  is  of  opinion  that  the 
proportion  of  successful  cases  is  far'  too  large  to  be 
credible,  and  that  he  should  have  been  more  confident  of 
the  results  had  there  been  a  larger  return  of  unsuccessful 
operations.  Compared  with  the  year  1055  in  which  there 
were  8,376  operations  with  7,397  successful  cases  there  is 
a  falling  off  numerically  of  1,673  cases.  This  is  explained 
by  the  reduction  of  the  vaccine  staff  from  12'  operators 
to  7  during  the  year,  who  are  better  paid,  are  not  infirm 
like  some  of  the  older  vaccinators  and  from  whom  a 
better  quality  of  work  may  be  expected.  Among  the 
gratifying  facts  in  connection  with  vaccination  ■  during 
the  year  may  be  mentioned  that  two  of  the  Cochin  Prin¬ 
ces  had  the  operation  successfully  performed  and  it  is- 
hoped  that  their  good  example  will  be  followed  by  influ¬ 
ential  members  of  the  community.  Both  Ernacollnm  and 
Trichoor  as  well  as  British  Cochin  have  been  free  during' 
the  year  from  epidemic  Small-pox, 

130  *•  The- negotiations  entered  into*  with  the  Planters 
on  the  Nelliampathies  for'  the  Establishment  of  a  hospital 
at  Wallenghy,  for  the  benefit  of  the- coolies  on  the  Estates 
as  well  as  for  the  general  advantage-  of  the  inhabitants' 
of  the  surrounding  country,,  having  fallen  through  this* 
Government  contemplates  the-  early  construction  of  * 
hospital  in  the  Obittoor  District, 
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PORTS- 

131.  The  total  number  of  vessels  of  all  descriptions 
which  arrived  at  the  Ports  of  Mallipoorom  and  Narrakel 
during  the  year  was  82  or  45  less  than  in  the  previous 
yeari  Of  these  8  Sailing  Vessels  and  48  Steam  Ships 
being  subsidized  Mail  Steamers  of  the  British  India

143-  The  Beturns  of  the  Census  taken  on  the  17th 
February  1881  exhibit  no  increase  in  the  number  of 
population  but  on  the -contrary  a  decrease  of  836  souls; 
6,00,278  persons  having  been  enumerated  against  6,01,114 
on  the  20th  July  1875.  The  diminution  in  the  number  is 
ascribed  in  the  report  to  exceptional  causes  as  deaths 
from  Cholera  and  Small-pox  which  broke  out  in  1051 
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i(187'5— 7'6)  in  the  Districts  of' Cochin  and  Cannianore  and 
fever  which  prevailed  in  the  Chittoor  District  in  1055 
.(1879-60). 

143-  The  area  of  the  State  being  1,361-J-  square, 
miles  according  to  Messrs.  Ward  and  Connor,  the  density 
of  population  continues  to  be  441  persons  par  .square 
mile  as  found  by  the  Census  of  1875. ' 

144.  The  population  consists  of  4,29,324  Hindus, 
1,36,361  Christiana,  33,344  Mahometans  and  1,249  Jews. 
According  to  the  Census  of  1050  (1875)  the  Hindus 
numbered  4,26,922,  the  Christians  1,40,417.,  the  Maho¬ 
metans  32,497  and -the  Jews  1,278;  so  that  the  Hindus 
have  gained  in  numbers  by  2,402  and  the  Mahometans 
by  847,  while  the  Christians  and  the  Jews  have  lost  by 
4,056  and. 29  respectively. 

145-  The  Hindus  may  be  classified  as  Brahmins 
22,108;  Kshatryas,Muthadus  and  Elayadus  1,487,;  Sudras 
1, 52,8.71,  forming  about  one-third  of  the  Hindu  popu¬ 
lation  ;  and  the  masses  or lew  icastes  numbering  nearly 
2,53,0.00.  The  Brahmins  may  be  sub-divided  into  10,604 
Tamil  Brahmins.,  4,227  Numboories  .and  7,277  Kongany 
Brahmins. 

146.  ©f  the  Christians  who  constitute  '21  per  cent, 
of.  the  population,  there  are  1,20,919  -Roman  Catholics 
and  15,442  Protestants.  'They  may  he  further  divided 
into  23  Europeans,  346  Eurasians  and  1,35,992  Hative 
Christians.

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148.  The  causes  of  tlie  increase  or  decrease  in  the 
chief  sources  of  revenue  having  been  already  noticed 
under  their  respective  heads  it  remains  to  refer  to  the 
Miscellaneous  Revenue.  In  this  item  there  is  an  increase 
of  Rs.  4,353-14-7  which  is  chiefly  due  to  the  better  prices 
obtained  for  sundry  articles  of  forest  produce  and  to 
the  increased  sales  of  Cardamoms  and  Bees1  wax.  There 
has  also  been  an  increase  under  the  head  of  refunds  by 
the  Public  Works  Department  as  balance  from  completed 
works,  and  in  fees  received  on  Travellers’  Bungalows. 

149.  With  regard  to  disbursements  there  is  an 
increase  under  the  head  of  Palace  Establishment  of  Rs. 
7,251 — 7—3.  This  is  due  to  a  separate  allowance  having 
been  settled  on  one  of  the  Junior  Princes  on  his  attaining 
age,  to  the  allowances  of  three  Princes  having  been  in¬ 
creased  from  Rs.  250  to  Rs.  350  per  mensem;  and  to 
some  of  the  increases  given  in  the  previous  year  having 
been  paid  in  part  only  during  that  period  while  they 
were  paid  in  full  during  the  year  under  report. 

150-  The  expenses  on  account  of  Religious  and 
Charitable  institutions  show  a  decrease  of  Rs.  4,343-2-6 
and  Bs.  3,298-6-2  respectively  in  consequence  of  the  price 
of  rice  and  other  provisions-  which  ruled  in  the  market 
having  been  more  favorable  than  in  the  previous  year. 

151-  The  Administrative  Establishment  shows  an 
increase  of  Rs.  2,008 — 6 — 6  which  is  accounted  for  by  a 
consolidated  allowance  of  Rs.  150  per  mensem  having 
been  fixed  for  the  travelling  charges  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
in  substitution  of  the  daily  rate  and  mileage  which  previ¬ 
ously  obtained ; — by  an  increase  of  salary  given  to  the 
Secretary  to' the  Dewan  and  minor  increases  to  several 
departments — and  by  certain  increases  granted  in  1055 
having  had  effect  only  . partially  in  that  year  whereas  they 
continued  during  the  whole  of  the  year  under  report. 
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158-  The  excess  o!  Rs.  524-15-3-  in  the  Judicial 
Establishment  is  chiefly  due  to  an  increase  of  salary 
granted  to  the  First  J udge  of  the  Appeal  Court  during 
the  year. 

153.  The  Educational  Department  shows  an  in¬ 
creased  expenditure  of  Rs.  492-15-8  which  was  incurred 
principally  by  raising  the  Kunnunkulam  School  to  the 
standard  of  a  first  class  District  School. 

154-  The  cost  of  the  Police  Establishment  was 
increased  by  Rs.  1,457 — 7—8  in  consequence  of  the 
employment  of  additional  peons  and  of  a  temporary  pre¬ 
ventive  establishment  to  suppress  smuggling. 

155-  The  small  increase  of  Rs.  84—8 — 0  in  the 
Military  charges  calls  for  no  remark. 

156-  Under  the  head  of  Pensions  there  was  a  de¬ 
crease  of  Rs.  1,183-14-2  owing  to  the  pension  granted  to 
Mr.  D’Albedyh’ll  late  second  Judge  of  the  Appeal  Court 
having  lapsed  towards  the  close  of  1055. 

157-  The  Public  Works  Expenditure  shows  a  de¬ 
crease  of  Rs.  36,772 — 11 — 2  which  was  occasioned  by 
the  usual  allotment  of  Rs.  2,00,000  to  the  Department 
having  been  reduced  by  Rs.  82,000  to  provide  for  the 
guarantee  of  the  proposed  Railway  from  Shoranore  to 
Ernacollum,  and  by  certain  works  which  had  been  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  Budget  not  having  been  undertaken  during 
the  year. 

158-  The  Miscellaneous  expenses  were  greater  than 
in  the  previous  year  by  Rs.  3,974 — 7 — 11,  due  chiefly  to 
the  cost  of  the  temporary  establishment  maintained  in 
connection  with  the  settlement  of  territorial  disputes 
between  Travancore  and  Cochin.

80-  An  analysis  of  the  sources  from  which  the  High 
School  is  supplied  shows  that  there  is  a  falling  off  in  the 
supply  from  the  Sirkar  District  Schools  which  sent  up  8 
only  against  17  in  1056.  The  Cochin  town  Schools  sent 
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9  instead  of  2.  The  Palghaut,  Calicut  and  other  Schools 
and  the  Trev&ndrum  and  Cottayam  Colleges  sent  in  all 
19  boys  against  17  in  the  preYious  year ;  and  there  were 
48  beginners  from  Ernakulam. 

81.  The  usual  half  yearly  Examinations  of  the  boys 
of  the  High  School  were  held  in  December  1881  and 
June  1882;  They  were  conducted  partly  by  gentlemen 
unconnected  with  the  Institution  who  obligingly  lent  their 
services,,  and  partly  by  the  masters  of  the  School. 

82-  Of  the  Public  Examinations  to  which  the  High 
School  has  sent  up  students  for  competition,  the  first  to 
be  noticed  is  the  Middle  School  Examination.  This  is  the 
second  year  that  boys  have  gone  up  and  the  result  is  very 
much  more  satisfactory  than  that  of  the  first  year-.  The 
whole  of  Class  IV  A  containing  17  boys  went  up  and  all 
but  two  passed,  three  being  graded  in  Class  I;  another  boy 
from  Class  IV  B  went  up  as  a  private  student  but  failed. 

83.  The  general  result  may  be  recorded  as  most  satis¬ 
factory.  There  is  a  strong  and  promising  Class  IV  A  in 
training  for  the  next  year’s  competition. 

84-  The  Matriculation  is  the  Examination  next  in  rank 
and  difficulty,  and  for  this  17  hoys  were  sent  up,,  and  14 
passed,  three  being  well  placed  in  Class  I  and  the  others 
in  Class  II,  5  being  high  in  that  Class.  This  result  is 
encouraging  as  82  per  cent  of  the  candidates  is  decidedly 
above  the  average  out-turn  of  schools.  Of  these  14  who 
have  passed,  seven  are  reading  for  the  Eirst  in  Arts  and 
may  probably  go  up  in  1883.  Of  the  rest  two  have  entered 
the  Medical  Department,  and  one  has  been  appointed  to' 
one  of  the  District  Schools  as  an  Assistant  Master.  In  this 
year  3,725  students  were  examined  for  the  Matriculation 
in  the  Madras  Presidency  of  whom  1,131  passed  or  3(> 
per  cent  of  the  whole.

86-  This  return  is  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  expected 
and  the  positions  taken  by  the  students  are  good.  In  the 
whole  Presidency  423  passed  out  of  733  examined ;  an 
average  of  about  57  per  cent.  Two  of  the  High  School 
students  are  reading  for  the  B.  A.  degree.  Three  are 
engaged  in  teaching  work  and  one  is  employed  in  the  Sub 
Court  of  Cochin;  all  having  good  prospect  before  them. 

87-  As  there  are  no  B.  A.  classes  it  may  not.  strictly 
fall  within  the  scope  of  this  report  to  notice  the  B.  A. 
results,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  record  the  success  of  former 
students  of  the  High  School  in  the  higher  Examinations 
although  their  studies  beyond  the  F.  A.  were  prosecuted 
at  other  institutions. 

88-  Of  five  of  our  passed  F.  A.  students  of  December

89-  It  is  especially  a  matter  of  congratulation  that 
our  foremost  F.  A.  of  1879  is  the  First  B.  A,  of  the  whole 
Presidency  in  1882. 
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90.  Kamalanabha  Ramaswami  Naidu,  who  holds  His 
Highness  the  Rajah’s  scholarship  as  a  student  of  the 
Medical  College  Madras  is  making  steady  progress  in  his 
Medical  degree. 

91.  In  all  the  public  Examinations  the  papers  were 
on  the  whole  very  fair  and  the  results  accord  with  those 
of  our  school  Examinations.  The  Middle  School  Examin¬ 
ation  is  an  excellent  test  of  fitness  for  admission  to  the 
High  School.  The  Director  of  Education  requires  that 
boys  should  have  passed  it  before  being  admitted  to  the 
High  School  Classes.  There  are  most  scrutinising  Exa¬ 
minations  in  Classes  IY,  III,  II,  &  I  taking  all  their 
divisions  together  in  which  Mr.  Sealy  himself  and  many 
of  the  Masters  take  part.  By  the  results  of  these  the  pro¬ 
motions  are  mainly  determined  and  they  fully  supply  the 
place  of  the  comparative  and  Upper  and  Lower  Primary 
Examinations  in  the  British  Educational  Department. 

92.  The  High  School  classes  are  now  well  up  to  the 
prescribed  standards  and  are  really  in  advance  of  the  class¬ 
es  of  many  adjacent  schools;  this  however  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  in  other  schools  the  classes  are  below  their  pro¬ 
fessed  and  proper  standards  and  therefore  ours  are  more 
advanced.  The  aim  here  is  to  keep  the  classes  all  work¬ 
ing  up  to  their  proper  standards,  and  it  is  believed  they 
are  now  fairly  so. 

93-  The  augmented  number  of  pupils  has  largely 
increased  the  amount  of  fees,  the  receipts  being  Rs; 
1,818-3-0  against  Rs.  1,472-14-0  in  1056;  while  the 
diminution  of  the  sum  from  fines,  below  even  that  of  last 
year,  quite  accords  with  the  very  high  percentage  of 
attendance  (94)  noted  before,  and  is  the  natural  outcome 
of  improved  regularity.

DISTRICT  SCHOOLS. 

95.  The  total  number  of  students  in  all  these  schools 
at  the  close  of  the  year  was  724  showing  an  increase  of 
129,  a  result  that  is  encouraging  in  all  cases  except  in 
Trichoor. 

96.  The  condition  of  each  school  as  reported  on  by 
the  Director  of  Education  is  separately  given  below:— 

Trichoor  -.—This  school  is  again  reviewed  unfavour¬ 
ably  by  the  Director  and  its  condition  stated  to  be  still 
unsatisfactory.  The  number  qfboys  was  even  less  than  in 
the  preceding  year,  but  it  may  be  added  that  it  has  risen 
again  since  the  beginning  of  the  current' year  1058.  The 
number  of  the  older  boys  is  still  small ;  they  seem  unwilling 
to  remain  in  the  Upper  Class.  Most  of  the  boys  are 
but  young,  the  average  age  of  the  whole  being  11.  Four 
boys  were  sent  up  to  the  High  School  during  the  year. 

The  results  of  the  inspections  are  below  those  of  last 
year  and  the  depreciation  is  most  marked  in  English  and 
Geography.  The  percentage  of  marks  obtained  at  Tri¬ 
choor  is  lower  in  nearly  every  case  than  those  obtained 
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in  the  other  schools.  The  Director  does  not  regard  with 
so  much  confidence  the  comparison  of  one  year’s  results 
with  those  of  the  next,  since  there  is  no  certainty  that 
the  examination  of  one  year  is  exactly  equal  in  difficulty 
to  that  of  another,  and  it  may  he  that  the  examination 
this  year  was  a  little  more  searching  than  that  of  the  last 
which  may  account  somewhat  for  the  failure  at  Trichoor. 
In  Arithmetic  the  papers  are,  year  after  year,  of  the  same 
standard  and  in  all  the  schools  the  tests  this  year  have 
been  precisely  alike;  the  comparative  out-turn  of  the 
schools  can  therefore  be  relied  upon  to  show  their  res¬ 
pective  positions.  In  Trichoor  the  average  daily  attend¬ 
ance  is  recorded  as  77  out  of  85.  This  is  good,  but  it  is 
clear  that  on  the  whole  this  school  has  not  advanced  in 
the  standard  but  has  rather  retrograded. 

Muttancherry.; — The  condition  of  this  school  is 
reported  as  satisfactory  on  the  whole  and  the  pupils  have 
largely  increased  in  numbers  during  the  year,  namely  from 
107  to  175.  The  average  age  of  the  boys  is  12.  Three 
boys  were  sent  up  from  here  to  the  High  School.  The 
average  daily  attendance  was  135  out  of  151  or  83  per 
cent.  There  is  some  improvement  in  the  work  this  year, 
but  the  classes  are  not  yet  up  to  the  standards  they 
should  be,  although  they  are  drawing  more  near  to  this 
as  is  shown  by  the  imprpved  percentage  of  marks 
obtained  in  the  mspectionsgbhis  year.  During  the  year 
the  lower  classes  became  so  'crowded  as  to  necessitate  the 
opening  of  an  additional  preparatory  class.  There  are 
therefore  8  classes  now,  and  the  lower  ones  are  so  full  as 
to  make  it  likely  that  a  ninth  class  will  be  required. 

Chittoor. — During  the  year  under  review  this  school 
has  made  great  progress  and  has  been  raised  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  a  First  Class  District  School  with  an  augmented 
establishment.  The  number  of  boys  has  risen  from  110 
to  151,  their  average  age  being  10.  Two  new  classes 
were  opened  in  the  year  and  now  there  are  8  sanctioned 


classes  and  8  teachers  on  the  establishment,  but  in  con* 
sequence  of  the  increase  of  numbers  an  overfull  lower- 
class  was  divided  and  an  extra  teacher  appointed  whose 
salary  is  paid  out  of  the  school  fees.  The  staff  of  teachers 
is  pretty  good.  The  result  of  the  inspection  held  just 
after  the  close  of  1057  compared  with  the  last  inspection 
returns  shows  that  the  differences  are  slight  and  the 
marks  gained  are  quite  up  to  what  was  expected,  as  the 
boys  were  examined  for  standards  for  which  they  had 
been  studying  only  about  five  months.  The  Director  was 
very  well  satisfied  with  the  result  of  the  examination  and 
the  general  tone  and  discipline  of  the  school,  which  is 
undoubtedly  popular.  A  great  improvement  has  been 
effected  by  the  removal  of  the  school  from  the  old  Proverty 
Cutcherry  to  the  newly  restored  and  enlarged  building, 
formerly  the  Taluq  Cutcherry,  which  however  is  even  now 
nearly  filled  by  the  increasing  numbers  resorting  to  it. 

Trinj  alacodall. — In  this  school  also  there  is  an 
increase  and  the  work  and  progress  are  both  satisfactory. 
The  number  on  the  roll  has  risen  from  59  to  77  and  a  new 
Vernacular  class  has  been  opened.  This  is  still  a  second 
class  school,  having  five  out  of  its  six  sanctioned  classes 
opened.  The  classes  are  fairly  up  to  their  standards. 
The  daily  attendance  is  58  out  of  65  on  the  average,  or 
89  per  cent,  which  is  quite  satisfactory.  The  average  age 
of  the  boys  is  11.  One  pupil  came  up  from  here  to  the 
High  School.  A  comparison  of  the  inspection  result  of 
1056  and  1057  shows  that  in  Arithmetic  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  marks  obtained  from  48 
to  56  and  in  Geography  from  15  to  85,  In  English  and 
Malayalam  the  differences  are  scarcely  appreciable. 

Kunnanktllam. — Last  year  the  Director  reported 
most  favourably  on  the  progress  of  this  School,-  and  in 
his  present  report  he  confirms  in  every  Way  the  opinion 
then  expressed.  The  number  of  pupils  has  risen  from  208 
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to  236,  and  at  one  time  it  was  over  240.  The  attendance 
is  good,  showing  89  per  cent  on  the  average.  The  well 
filled  lower  classes  contain  a  great  number  of  little  boys, 
so  that  the  average  age  is  low  namely,  10  years.  The 
sanctioned  establishment  provides  only  for  8  classes,  but 
the  growing  numbers  have  made  others  necessary  and  2 
extra  classes  have  been  opened  the  teachers  of  which  are 
paid  out  of  school  fees.  These  additional  classes  may 
not  be  always  needed,  but  that  they  are  now  required 
will  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  the  numbers  attending 
eacb  class  at  the  end  of  1057  ranged  from  15  to  29.  The 
last  inspection  examination  of  this  school  shows  very 
good  results,  the  highest  indeed  of  all  the  four  chief 
District  Schools. 

97.  At  the  close  of  1056  there  were  864  students 
enrolled  in  all  the  schools  of  this  State  and  at  the  end  of 
1057  there  were  1047,  showing  a  very  fair  increase  of  183. 
Distributed  among  the  four  great  divisions  of  the  people, 
the  present  number  comprises  648  Hindus,  368  Christians, 
22  Mahommedans  and  9  Jews.  In  the  previous  year  the 
increase  was  137,  so  that  the  year  reported  on  shows  a 
steady  advance  which,  perhaps,  is  more  satisfactory  than 
a  more  sudden  rise. 

98.  The  number  of  teachers  now  in  the  department 
consists  of  3  Graduates,  6  First  in  Arts,  22  Matriculates, 
6  who  passed  the  fifth  grade  and  18  not  graded.  Of  these 
33  are  Hindus  and  23  Christians. 

99.  The  cost  of  the  High  School  establishment,  in 
salaries  paid  by  this  Government,  in  the  year  was  Rs. 
20,533-7-10,  of  which  Its.  1,863-1-9  was  realized  in  fees 
and  fines.  The  cost  of  establishment  of  the  District 
Schools  amounted  to  Rs.  8,108-10-5,  the  receipts  from 
fees  and  fines  being  Rs.  1,696-6-10. 
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fuWxc-fchs. 

100-  The  allotment  in  the  Budget  for  Public  "Works 
In  1056  Rs.  2,43,420-  2-  4  duringtheyear  was  Rs.  1,68,000 
,,1057  „  2,56,130-15-  3  a  sum  of  Bs.  32,000  having  been 
Increase  „  12,710-12-11  reserved  from  the  ordinary 

outlay  as  in  the  previous  year 
to  provide  for  the  guarantee  of  the  proposed  Railway 
from  Shoranoor  to  Ernacollum.  The  actual  expenditure 
amounted  to  Rs.  1,42,051-2-4  or  Rs.  25,948-13-8  less 
■  than  the  allotment,  and  the  cost  of  works  executed  through 
the  agency  of  the  Tahsildarsto  Rs.  1,14,079 — 12—11,  so 
that  the  aggregate  expenditure  was  Bs.  2,56,130—15 — 3 
as  shown  in  the  margin. 

101.  The  full  amount  of  the  allotment  to  the  Engineer’s 
Department  was  not  availed  of  owing  to  several  works 
included  in  the  Budget  not  having  been  undertaken.  The 
Estimates  for  the  Trichoor  School  and  for  deepening 
portions  of  the  Ohenancherra  Canal  were  sanctioned  too 
late  in  the  year  to  allow  of  operations  being  commenced. 
The  diversion  of  the  Arnatcurray  Canal  was  not  carried 
out  in  consequence  of  the  early  setting  in  of  the  south-west 
Monsoon  and  there  being  too  much  water  in  the  Trichoor 
Lake.  Sanction  for  the  Estimate  for  the  Ohittoor  or 
Moolathoray  Irrigation  works  was  delayed,  as  it  was  con¬ 
sidered  desirable  to  make  an  alteration  in  the  proposed 
line  of  canal,  which  necessitated  a  valuation  and  settlement 
of  the  claims  of  private  individuals  who  had  many  years 
ago  commenced  excavating  a'  narrow  canal  5  or  6  miles  in 
length  which  it  is  intended  in  the  present  scheme  to  utilize 
as  a  portion  of  the  main  Irrigation  Canal.  These  claims 
having  now  been  settled  and  the  Estimate  sanctioned, 
the  work  is  being  proceeded  with  as  rapidly  as  possible 
and  it  is  expected  that  a  large  area  of  lan  d  will  he  brought 
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under  wet  cultivation  next  season.  The  anicut  and  head 
sluices  at  Moolathoray  and  the  heavier  work  of  blasting 
the  work  at  the  first  mile  of  the  old  channel  were  completed 
in  1055  (1879-80).

14,588-4-8  undei,  reportj  and  hence  there  has 
been  a  decrease  in  the  revenue  from  this  source. 

113-  The  amount  received  on  account  of  the  Chittoor 
Teak  Forest  was  fis.  44,776-4-2  against  Bs.  16,695-10—9 
in  the  previous  year.  The  increase  of  Bs.  28,080-9-5  is 
due  to  an  increased  demand  having  induced  the  corn 
tractor  to  remove,  under  the  terms  of  his  agreement, 
a  larger  quantity  of  timber  than  in  the  previous  year. 

114.  One  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty  three 
teak  logs  and  taldoms  measuring  2,551f  candies  and  13 
blackwood  logs  measuring  26J  candies  Were  received  at 
the  depots  during  the  year  against  1,819  teak  logs  and 
1,643^  candies  in  the  preceding  year. 

115-  The  number  of  teak  logs  sold  during  the  year 
was  716  and  the  number  of  blackwood  logs  24;  the  total 
amount  realized  being  Bs.  19,778 — 8 — 3.  The  value  of 
timber  supplied  to  the  Public  "Works  Department  was 
Bs.  6,253 — 8 — 5,  making  the  value  on  both  accounts 
Bs.  26,032—0—8. 

116.  The  Boyalties  derived  from  Jungle  wood. 
Bamboos  &c.,  amounted  to  fis.  12,646—13 — 6;  the 
sale  of  Cardamoms,  Bees’  wax  and  other  Forest  produce 
realized  Bs.  2,544 — 9 — 4  and  the  tax  collected  on  Fuel 
was  fis.  1,558—4—0. 

117  The  total  revenue  derived  from  the  Forests  was 
therefore,

•  .  Decrease  Bs.  15,341 — 14 — 8 
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118.  The  Forest  expenses  -were  greater  than  in  the 
previous  year  by  Bs.  6,457-14-2,  operations  having  been 
carried  on  to  a  larger  extent  in  the  year  under  report. 
The  increased  work  in  the  Forests  necessitated  a  larger 
expenditure  on  account  of  the  pay  of  elephant  keepers 
and  in  other  items,  so  that  the  charges  on  .account  of 
the  Establishment  were  also  greater  than  in  1056  by 
ft.  1,367-8-11. 

119.  Seven  elephants,  6  males  and  1  female,  were 
caught  in  the  year;  4  tuskers  from  Pallapilly,  one  female 
and  calf  and  one  half  grown  tusker  in  the  pits  recently 
made  at  Kodasherry.  One  tusker  was  killed  by  a  wild 
rogue  elephant  and  8  females  died,  and  there  remained 
at  the  end  of  the  year  32  elephants  of  which  23  are  males 
aud  9  females. 

120-  Cardamom  Cultivation The  area  of 
land  under  cultivation  appears  to  have  remained  the  same 
as  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year.  The  total  expen¬ 
diture  incurred  in  this  Department  during  the  year  was 
Bs.  4,182-2-8,  against  Bs.  3,807— 12-1  in  the  previous 
year.  The  collections  of  produce  amounted  to  1,260  ibs, 
of  an  approximate  market  value  of  Bs.  2,122-14-3  against 
1,745  lbs.  valuing  Bs.  3,,098-4-2  in  1056.  It  is  much  to  be 
regretted  that  notwithstanding  the  offer  of  rewards  for  its, 
detection,  smuggling  prevails  to  a  great  extent  across  the 
Coimbatore  Boundary  and  has  been  a  source  of  Serious 
loss  to  the  Sirkar  revenue.  Until  this  evil  is  effectually 
checked  it  would  be  hopeless  to  expect  that  the  returns 
from  Cardamom  growing  in  this  State  will  be  at  all  com¬ 
mensurate  with  the  outlay  incurred.  % 

121-  Teak  Plantations: — The  Superintendent  of 
Teak  Plantations  reports  that  116  acres  of  land  were 
cleared  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  planting  at  a 
cost  of  Bs.  349-13-5;  but  owing  to  delay  in  the  arrival 
of  a  supply  of  teak  seeds  from  the  ISelliampatby  Hills  as 
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well  as  the  heavy  monsoon  by  which  a  great  part  of  the 
District  along  the  river  bank  was  flooded  and  a  portion  of 
the  teak  nursery  washed  away,  only  48  acres  were  actually 
planted  costing  ft.  59-8-1;  972  acres  were  weeded  at  a 

cost  of  ft.  1,775-1-8,  332  acres  were  pruned  the  charge 
being  Rs.  1D2-5-7.  The  total  cost  of  the  operations  on 
the  plantations  during  the  year  was  Rs.  6,216-13-5  against 
Rs. 5,489-11-5  in  1056  showing  an  increase  of  Rs. 777-2-0, 
due  chiefly  to  a  larger  extent  of  land  having  been  cleared.

122-  The  new  hospital  at  Ernacollum  was  opened  in 
March  1882.  The  total  accommodation  in  the  sick  wards 
is  for  40  patients.  Each  main  ward  (of  which  there  are 
two  in  number)  has  12  beds,  and  there  are  8  special  wards 
which  can  accommodate  16  cases  in  all,  In  addition  to 
these  there  is  an  operating  room,  dispensary,  compound¬ 
ing  room,  4  lavatories,  a  store  room,  kitchen,  dead  house 
and  separate  latrines  for  males  and  females.,  The  accom¬ 
modation  is  ample  and  more  than  meets  present  require¬ 
ments.  The  old  hospital  which  was  to  have  been  set  apart 
for  caste  patients  has  been  converted  into  a  Munsiff’s 
Court.  Some  minor  improvements  were  also  made  to  the 
Triclioor  Hospital. 
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123-  From  the  report  of  Dr,  Morgan  the  Medical 
Officer  the  following  particulars  are  extracted  : — 

Civil  Hospital  Ernaccllum: — The  admissions 
during  the  year  have  b'een  206  against  220  in-patients  in 
the  preceding  year  and  8,650  against  3,487  out-patients. 
Of  the  former  there  were  19  deaths,  viz :  chronic  dysentery 
5,  dropsies  5,  consumption  1,  tetanus  .8,  secondary  syphilis 
1,  remittent  fever  1,  and  labor  cases  8.  Two  of  the 
tetanus  cases  ensued  on  the  amputation  of  diseased  limbs 
during  the  heavy  rains  in  July  and  the  other  arose  from 
a  wound  of  the  foot.  Seventeen  deaths  were  known  to 
have  occurred  among  the  out-patients. 

Six  major,  156  minor  and  19  obstetric  operations 
were  performed  during  the  year.  The  last  are  deserving 
of  remark  both  from  their  number  and  importance  as  in 
the  Municipal  dispensary  in  British  Cochin  about  2  or  3 
cases  of  this  description  apply  during  a  twelve  month, 
while  at  Ernacollum  there  were  19  operations  during  this 
year  and  22  in  the  year  preceding.  Dr.  Morgan  notices 
in  terms  of  commendation  the  very  useful  work  accom¬ 
plished  by  Mr.  Bobert  Gunther,  the  Assistant  Apothecary, 
in  this  Department, 

Civil  Hospital  lliricllOOr:— The  admissions  are

There  were  40  deaths  among  the  in-,patientS,  and  14 
were  known  to  have  occurred  among  the  externs.  Thirty- 
eight  minor  and  6  obstetric  operations  were  performed 
during  the  year. 
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EpidemicS. — Early  in  the  year  small-pox  prevailed 
in.  Triohoor  and  the  adjacent  villages  and  some  cases 
of  cholera  were  reported  in  the  first  named  town  and  at 
Chittoor. 

New  Dispensary. — An  out-door  dispensary  is  in 
course  of  construction  at  Ohittoor. 

Vaccination. — A  supernumerary  Vaccinator  was 
added  to  the  existing  staff  to  take  the  place  of  any  Vacci¬ 
nator  who  may  be  ill  or  absent  on  leave.  The  returns 
from  this  department  show  5,531  operations  of  which 
5,015  are  reported  successful,  464  unsuccessful  and  52 
doubtful.  It  would  be  prudent  to  reserve  an  opinion  on 
the  Qorrectness  of  these  figures  until  the  agency  for  veri¬ 
fying  them  is  in  trust-worthy  hands,  and  not  left  to  the 
operators  themselves.

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136-  The  causes  of  the  increase  or  decrease  in  the 
chief  sources  of  revenue  have  been  noticed. 

137.  In  the  item  of  Miscellaneous  Revenue  there  is 
an  increase  of  Rs.  11,201-12-10  arising  from  various 
causes.  There  has  been  enhanced  receipts  under  the 
heads  of  Ferries,  Opuim  and  Gun  j  ah,  and  from  the  sale 
of  Stamped  Cadjans.  In  the  Registration  Department 
an  increase  in  fees  has  accrued.  Tolls  were  established 
on  the  new  road  opened  out  across  the  Kutheran  Ghaut 
and  on  the  Ohalakara  road.  An.  accession  of  revenue 
has  been  derived  from  Port  dues  and  the  rental  obtained 
for  Government  warehouses  constructed  at  Xarrakel 
for  the  convenience  of  merchants  engaged  in  landing  and 
shipping  operations.  There  have  further  been  refunds'- 
from  the  Public  Works  Department  as  balances  on  com¬ 
pleted  works  and  increases  in  minor  items  which  need 
not  be  detailed. 

138-  With  regard  to  disbursements  there  is  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  Palace  Establishment  of  Rs.  1,435-0-0' 
which  is  principally  due  to  the  higher  allowances  settled 
on  some  of  the  Junior  Princes  having  been  drawn  only 
for  a  portion  of  the  preceding  year,  while  they  were  paid 
in  full  during  the  year  reported  on.  The  increase  under 
this  head  would  have  been  greater  but  for  the  demise  of 
the  late  Third  Prince  by  which  the  allowance  of  the  last 
Prince  lapsed. 

139.  The  cost  of  Religious  institutions  shows  a  de¬ 
crease  of  Rs.  10,175-11-3  and  of  charitable  institutions  of 
Rs. 2, 990-6-1.  This  is  accounted  for  generally  by  the 
cheapness  of  provisions  required  for  these  charities.  In 
the  former  case  it  may  be  mentioned  that  there  has  been 
a  saving  in  consequence  of  certain  ceremonies  at  the 
Irinjalacoda  Pagoda  not  having  been  performed  through 
exceptional  circumstances. 
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140*  In  the  Administrative  Establishment  an  increase 
is  apparent  of  fis.  1,124-0-0  which  is  attributable  to  the 
enhanced  salaries  accorded  to  certain  public '  servants  in 
the  preceding  year  not  having  been  drawn  during  the 
whole  of  that  year;  while  the  sanctioned  amount  was  fully 
paid  in  the  year  under  review. 

141-  The  Judicial  Establishment  shows  a  saving  of 
Bs.  294-5-9.  This  is  principally  accounted  for  by  the 
post  of  the  2nd  Judge  of  the  Anjikaimal  Zillab  Court  not 
having  been  filled  up  during  the  period  when  the  Officer 
holding  it  was  deputed  to  act  as  1st  Judge  of  the  Trichoor 
Zillah  Court. 

142-  lu  the  Educational  Department  there  is  an 
increased  expenditure  of  Bs.  836-8-9  incurred  chiefly  in 
raising  the  salaries  of  some  of  the  Masters  and  Assistants 
of  the  High  School  and  District  Schools. 

143*  The  cost  of  the  Police  Establishment  was  increas¬ 
ed  by  Bs.  794-6-0  in  consequence  of  the  employment  of 
an  Inspector  of  Police  at  Head  Quarters. 

144.  The  small  increases  under  the  heads  of  Military 
charges  and  Pensions  call  for  no  remark. 

145-  The  Public  "Works  expenditure  has  increased  by 
Bs.  12,710-12-11,  mainly  on  account  of  the  new  Public 
Buildings  now  being  erected  at  Ernaeollum,  the  con¬ 
struction  of  an  anicut  at  Chittoor  and  the  re-building 
of  the  Tiruvilvamala  Pagoda. 

146.  The  Miscellaneous  expenses  were  greater  than 
in  the  previous  year  by  Bs.  62,502-13-10.  During  the 
year  increased  charges  were  incurred  in  connection  with 
the  territorial  disputes  between  Travancore  and  Cochin- 
while  a  sum  of  Bs.  71,145-14-6  advanced  to  the  State 
Ceremony  Fund  was  written  off  the  accounts,  on  the 
other  hand  the  greater  portion  of  the  charges  on  account 
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of  the  Census  of  1881  and  several  other  items  of  expendi¬ 
ture  incurred  in  the  previous  year  are  absent  in  the 
accounts  of  1057.  Hence  there  has  been  a  net  increase 
as  above  noticed. 

147.  The  total  receipts  of  the  year  under  report  ex¬ 
ceeded  those  of  the  previous  year  by  33s.  29,547-6-9,  while 
the  total  disbursements  were  greater  by  33s.  76,031-7-9. 

148-  The  receipts  of  the  year  having  exceeded  the 
expenditure  by  33s.  68,539 — 14 — 0,  the  Cash  Balance, 
including  the  amount  brought  to  credit  from  the  preced¬ 
ing  year,  should  have  been  Bs.  6,62,053-4-5 ;  but  as  an 
investment  of  Bs.  200,000  was  made  in  Grovernment 
Securities  and  the  charges  on  account  of  premium  &o., 
amounted  to  Bs.  6,358-12-3  the  actual  balance  in  the 
Treasury  is  Bs,  4,55,694-8-2, 

149.  The  estimate  for  the  current,  year  1058  (1882-83) 
shows  that  with  an  estimated  revenue  of  Bs.  .14,90,386 
it  is  proposed  to  spend  Bs.  13,42,959,  leaving  an  antici¬ 
pated  surplus  of  Bs.  1,47,427.

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Civil  Courts. — Regulation  I  of  1057  passed  by  His 
Highness  the  Rajah  on  the  10th.  Karkadagom  1057  m.  e. 
(25th  July  1882)  for  re-organizing  the  Civil  Courts  of  the 
State,  came  into  force  at  the  commencement  of  1058,  the 
year  under  report.  The  main  features  of  this  enactment 
may  be  thus  summarised.  The  pecuniary  jurisdiction  of 
the  District  Munsiffs’  Courts,  was  extended  from  two 
hundred  to  five  hundred  rupees  with  the  restriction  that 
they  should  not  take  cognisance  of  any  suit  to  which  the 
Sirkar  may  be  a  party.  These  Courts  were  also  invested 
with  Small  Cause  powers  in  suits  the  value  of  which  did 
not  exceed  twenty-five  rupees  and  in  which  no  right  or 
title  to  immoveable  property  was  involved. 

2-  The  Zillah  Courts  were  empowered  to  hear  and 
determine  all  suits  the  amount  or  value  of  which  exceeded 
five  hundred  rupees. 

3.  Power  was  also  reserved  to  His  Highness  the 
Rajah  to  confer  the  pfewers  of  a  Court  of  Small  Causes 
on  the  Zillah  Courts  in  suits  above  twenty-five  and  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  rupees  and  not  involving  any 
right  to  immoveable  property.  The  Zillah  Courts  were 


further  authorized  to  decide  appeals  from  the  regular 
decisions  of  the  Munsiffs,  their  appellate  decisions  in  all 
cases  of  a  Small  Cause  nature  wherein  the  value  did  not 
exceed  one  hundred  rupees  being  final. 

4-  The  Appeal  Court  to  consist  of  three  Judges, 
any  two  of  whom  sitting  together  shall  constitute  a 
Bench.  A  Bench  of  the  Appeal  Court  was  declared 
competent  to  decide  all  Special  Appeals  from  the  appellate 
decisions  of  the  Zillah  Courts. 

5.  It  was  also  empowered  to  hear  all  Regular 
Appeals  from  the  original  decisions  of  the  Zillah  Courts,  if 
the  appeal  be  for  immoveable  property  the  value  of  which 
did  not  exceed  rupees  1,000 ;  or  for  money  or  personal 
property  the  value  not  exceeding  Rs.  3,000  ;  or  for  im¬ 
moveable  property  as  well  as  for  money  or  personal 
property  where  the  value  of  the  former  did  not  exceed 
Rs.  1,000  or  the  aggregate  value  Rs.  3,000.  In  case  of 
difference  of  opinion  between  the  two  Judges  forming  the 
Bench,  the  appeal  was  to  be  referred  to  the  other  Judge 
of  the  Appeal  Court  and  the  opinion  of  the  majority  to 
decide  the  case.  The  Special  Appellate  decisions  of  the 
Bench  as  well  as  its  decisions  on  Regular  Appeals  to  be 
final  except  when  a  review  of  judgment  may  be  granted. 

6-  A  single  Judge  of  tbe  Appeal  Court  was 
empowered  to  determine  all  Regular  Appeals  from  the 
decisions  of  the  Zillah  Courts  in  cases  not  coming  under 
any  of  the  descriptions  before  mentioned.  Against  the 
decisions  of  such  Judge  a  Special  Appeal  was  allowed  to 
a  Court  constituted  under  the  designation  of  “His  High¬ 
ness  the  Rajah’s  Court  of  Appeal,”  consisting  of  two 
Judges  of  the  Appeal  Court  neither  of  whom  had  taken 
part  in  the  hearing  of  the  original  case,  or  of  two  Judges 
as  aforesaid  associated  with  the  Dewan  acting  ex-officio; 
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provided,  however,  that  in  cases  in  which  the  Sirkar  may¬ 
be  a  party  the  Appeal  shall  be  heard  by  two  Judges  of 
the  Appeal  Court  only.  In  cases  where  the  Appeal  is 
heard  by  two  Judges  and  a  difference  of  opinion  arises 
between  them,  the  decision  of  the  lower  Court  shall  be 
affirmed ;  but  where  the  appeal  may  be  heard  by  two 
Judges  conjointly  with  the  JDewan  the  opinion  of  the 
majority  should  prevail.  The  decisions  of  His  Highness 
the  Rajah’s  Court  shall  be  final  except  where  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  review  may  be  admitted.  When  a  review  is 
granted  the  case  shall  be  re-heard  by  the  same  Judges 
who  originally  heard  it,  or  when  such  course  may  be 
impracticable,  by  a  similarly  constituted  Bench.  A  copy 
of  the  judgment  of  His  Highness’  Court  was  required  to 
be  forwarded  by  the  Dewan  to  the  Appeal  Court  to  be 
recorded  there  and  carried  into  effect  in  the  same  manner 
as  a  decree  of  that  Court. 

7-  Simultaneously  with  the  introduction  of  the 
above  Regulation,  the  number  of  Judges  of  the  Zillali 
Courts  was  permanently  reduced  to  one  in  each  Court, 
and  the  number  of  Munsiffs’  Courts  from  six  to  five,  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  Munsiffs  of  Cochin  and 
Ernacollum  being  amalgamated.  The  salaries  of  the 
Zillah  Judges  as  well  as  of  the  Munsiffs  who  were 
retained  were  also  enhanced. 

8.  Police  Reobganisation. — A  Regulation  was  also 
passed  by  His  Highness  the  Rajah  on  the  16th  Coombhom 
1058  (26th  February  1883  )  having  for  its  object  the  re¬ 
organisation  of  the  Police  Force  throughout  the  State  of 
Cochin  and  making  it  a  more  efficient  instrument  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Magistrates  for  the  prevention  and  detec¬ 
tion  of  crime.  The  greater  portion  of  the  year  under 
review  was  devoted  to  the  instruction  and  training  of  the 
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men  entertained  in  the  new  Force,  and  as  the  altered 
system  was  not  introduced  into  any  of  the  Taluqs  until 
the  current  year,  the  results  of  its  practical  working  will 
he  recorded  in  the  next  Report.

Civil  Justice. 

9.  Original  Jurisdiction. — From  the  statements 
furnished  by  the  Appeal  Court  it  appears  that  the  most 
noticeable  effect  of  the  enhancement  of  the  pecuniary 
jurisdiction  of  the  Munsiffs  was  that  the  number  of  suits 
filed  in  the  Munsiffs’  Courts  increased  from  5,605  in  1057 
to  8,255  in  1058 ;  while  the  number  filed  in  the  two  Zillah 
Courts  decreased  from  685  in  the  former  to  288  in  the 
latter  year. 

10.  There  was  an  aggregate  of  434  suits  in  the 
Zillah  Courts  and  of  201  *  in  the  Munsiffs’  Courts  pend¬ 
ing  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  which,  added  to  the 
numbers  instituted  during  the  year,  gives  a  total  of  722 
and  8,456  respectively.  Of  the  above  the  Zillah  Courts 
decided  501  cases  leaving  221  pending  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  while  the  Munsiffs’  Courts  disposed  of  7,887  cases 
and  there  remained  569  for  the  current  year. 

11.  Of  the  501  suits  decided  by  the  Zillah  Courts 
229  or  45‘7  per  cent  were  contested.  Of  the  remaining 
272  cases  67  were  decided  ex-parte,  16  were  decreed  on 
admission,  38  on  compromise  and  151  struck  off  for  de¬ 
fault  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

12.  Of  7,887  cases  disposed  of  by  the  Munsiffs, 
1,615  were  contested  and  decided  on  the  merits,  4,307

Increase's^  19^083—11—6  Sirkar  Bankshalls,  the  total 
quantity  disposed  of  having

.20,000  Maunds.  This  has  been  the  direct  result  of 
the  facilities  afforded  to  the  people  by  the  recent  establish¬ 
ment  of  bankshalls  at  places  where  they  had  not 
previously  existed,  and  of  the  energetic  measures  adopted 
by  this  Government  to  prevent  the  illicit  home  manufac¬ 
ture  of  salt  or  its  importation  from  foreign  territory. 

70.  The  amount  paid  for  the  purchase  of  salt  in 
the  year  shows  a  small  increase  of  Bs.

71-  The  expense  incurred  on  account  of  the  carriage 
of  salt  was  also  greater  than  that  in  the  previous  year.

87-  The  review  of  the  year’s  work  shows  a  record 
General  s^ea<ty  progress  in  education  and  a  small 

increase  in  the  number  of  students,  but 
there  are  no  great  changes  or  circumstances  of  unusual 
interest  to  note, 

88.  At  the  close  of  1057  there  were  1,047  students 
enrolled  in  all  the  schools  of  the  State  at  the  end  of  1058, 
the  year  reported  on,  there  were  1,098  showing  an  in¬ 
crease  of  51,  Distributed  among  the  four  great  divisions 
of  the  people,  the  present  number  comprises  706  Hindus, 
368  Christians,  17  Mahomedans  and  7  Jews.  The 
increase  has  been  the  largest  in  the  High  School  (85). 
The  numbers  at  Trichoor  and  Irringalacodah  have  risen 
somewhat;  while  at  the  other  three  District-  Schools 
there  has  been  a  slight  falling  off. 
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89-  The  teaching  staff  of  the  Educational  Depart¬ 
ment  now  consists  of  3  Graduates,  7  First  in  Arts,  25 
Matriculates,  7  who  passed  the  Middle  School  Examin¬ 
ation  in  the  1st  class  or  4th  Grade,  4  of  the  fifth  Grade, 
and  17  not  graded.  Of  the  total  63,  thirty-eight  are 
Hindus  and  twenty-five  Christians. 

90-  The  subjoined  table  gives  the  numbers  attend- 

High  School  c^erei1^  divisions  of  the  High 

School,  from  the  College  Department  down 
to  the  Vernacular  classes,  for  the  last  3  years.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  observe  that  there  is  an  increase  in  every 
division,  the  most  marked  augmentation  being  in  class  V 
which  has  swelled  in  the  year  under  review  to  two. 
divisions,  affording  a  good  hope  that  nest  year  there  will 
be  a  fuller  Matriculation  class.  The  Middle  School  too 
is  very  crowded,  especially  in  class  III,  all  the  three

94-  In  regard  to  the  sources  from  which  the  High 
School  is  supplied  it  is  observed  that  there  were  57 
beginners  from  Ernacollum;  12  were  sent  up  by  the 
District  Schools  of  Trichoor,  Muttancherry  and  Irrin- 
galaeodah ;  12  were  admitted  from  the  Cochin  Town 
Schools,  27  from  the  Calicut,  Trevandrum  and  Cottayam 
Colleges  and  the  Palghaut  and  other  District  Schools ; 
and  18  had  been  engaged  in  private  study.  These  private 
students  are  mostly  those  who  have  received  the  rudi¬ 
ments  of  education  at  home  and  can  read  Malayalam  and 
in  some  cases  a  little  English, 

95.  There  are  only  three  District  Schools  which  sene' 
any  hoys  to  the  chief  institution,  the  distance  eombinec 
with  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  lodgings  at  Ernacollum 
apparently  preventing  students  from  the  two  most  dis¬ 
tant  schools  of  Chittore  and  Kunnencollum  from  joining 
the  High  School.  The  establishment  of  boarding  houses 
at  Ernacollum  with  Government  aid  for  boys  from  the 
remoter  districts  has  been  suggested,  and  the  matter  is 
under  consideration, 

96-  The  half-yearly  class  examinations  of  the  boys 
of  the  High  School  were  held  in  December  1882  and 
J une  1883.  The  marks  obtained  at  these  examinations 
coupled  with  those  gained  in  class  work  decided  most  of 
the  school  prizes  which  were  distributed  at  the  close 
of  the  year  by  General  Sir  Frederick  Roberts  the 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Madras  Army  when  he  was 
here  as  the  guest  of  His  Highness  the  Rajah,  ‘ 

97.  Of  the  public  examinations  the  lowest  is  that 
called  the  Middle  School  Examination,  and  is  the  pass 
examination  from  the  Middle  to  the  High  School  classes. 
It  was  held  here  in  December  1882,  for  the  third  time 
and  24  boys  were  sent  up  from  the  Upper  Fourth  Class 
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for  this  test.  Of  these  13  passed  in  Class  I ;  7  in  Class 
II;  3  in  Class  III;  and  1  failed,  the  successful  candidates 
being  96  per  cent.  Bight  boys  also  from  the  Lower 
Fourth  Class,  who  had  not  been  specially  prepared  for 
the  Examination  in  school,  went  up  and  passed.  These 
have  accordingly  been  promoted  to  the  Fifth  Class,  but 
it  is  considered  by  the  Head  Master  very  doubtful  whether 
they  will  be  St  for  the  Matriculation  Class  next  year. 

98.  The  promotions  from  Class  V  to  Class  VI 
have  hitherto  been  made  solely  in  accordance  with  the 
School  Class  Examinations,  and  this  School  has  not  sent 
in  boys  for  what  is  called  the  Fifth  Class  Comparative 
Examination.  .Next  year  the  results  of  this  Examination 
test  will  be  recorded. 

99-  For  the  Matriculation  Examination  14  boys 
went  up  and  12  passed  which  gives  a  percentage  of  86  as 
successful,  while  the  returns  of  the  whole  Presidency 
showed  a  result  of  35  per  cent.  Of'  the  12  successful 
students,  3  were  in  Class  1,  all  well  placed,  the  highest* 
being  E*.  Devaraja  Aiyan.  Seven  oat  of  the  12  Matri¬ 
culates  are  continuing  their  studies  and  have  entered 
the  Junior  F.  A.  Class  and  two  have  obtained  minor 
teacherships. 

100.  The  Senior  F.  A.  Class  last  year  had  only 
five  students  all  of  whom  went  up  for  the  First  Arts 
Examination,  and  four  passed.  The  one  who  failed 
re-entered  the  class  to  appear  for  the  next  year’s 
Examination.  The  names  and  positions,  of  the  successful 
students  are  given  below  : —

the  result  is  satisfactory,  80  per  cent,  having  been 
successful,  which  contrasts  very  favorably  with  35'6 
per  cent.,  the  general  out-turn  of  the  whole  Presidency. 
The  first  and  third  of  these  young  P.  A-s.  are  reading 
for  their  Degrees  in  Arts  in  Madras  at  the  Christian 
College,  G-.  Zachariah  having  been  fortunate  in  obtaining 
one  of  the  scholarships  at  that  Institution.  Narayana 
Aiya/n  holds  an  acting  teachership  in  the  High  School 
and  is  a  useful  teacher. 

101.  None  of  the  old  pupils  of  the  High  School 
appear  to  have  taken  their  B.  A.  Degrees  in  this  year, 
but  one  of  them,  Mr,  Joseph  Eapen,  who  distinguished 
himself  in  Arts  has  now  added  B.  L.  to  his  name. 
In  the  last  Report  it  should  have  been  mentioned 
that  K.  Ramaswamy  Naidu,  the  holder  of  His  Highness 
the  Rajah’s  scholarship,  at  the  Medical  College,  Madras, 
had  passed  his  Preliminary  Scientific  Examination  in 
1882. 

102.  The  results  of  the  Public  Examinations  have 
generally  corresponded  with  what  had  been  expected 
from  the  results  of  the  local  School  Examinations,  and  a 
comparison  of  the  Class  Examination  papers  here  and 
their  results  with  those  of  other  Schools,  shows  that  the 
High  School  Classes  are  fairly  up  to  the  required 
standards. 

103-  There  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
receipts  from  fees  which  amounted  to  Ss.  2,173—0 — 0 
against  1,818—3—0  in  the  previous  year,  the  result  of 
the  larger  number  of  students  attending  the  Schools; 
while  the  sum  obtained  from  fines  has  happily  rather 
decreased.

DISTRICT  SCHOOLS. 

105.  There  is  a  slight  decrease  in  numbers  at 
Muttancberry,  Ohittoor  and  Xunnencollum  while  at 
Triohoor  there  is  a  fair  increase  and  a  small  one  at 
Irringalacodah.  On  the  whole  the  numbers  have  fallen 
off  from  723  to  695. 

106-  The  Trichoor,  Muttanclierry  and  Ohittoor 
schools  were  inspected  and  all  the  classes  closely  ex¬ 
amined  by  the  Director  of  Education  during  the  year, 
and  although  that  officer  was  unable  to  arrange  to  visit 
tbe  schools  of  Kunnencolium  and  Irringalacodah  actually 
in  1058,  these  were  visited  just  before  tbe  beginning  of 
that  year  and  again  immediately  after  its  close.  The 
Director’s  report  contains  the  following  details  on  the 
state  of  the  District  Schools  and  their  general  progress. 
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^  lOCiT  — w  change  in  the  staff  occurred  during 
the  year.  iu  >.jV  ia  <cen  found  necessary  to  dismiss  the 
trained  Vernacular  teacher  whose  place  was  supplied  by 
the  junior  teacher.  The  increase  of  boys  in  the  prepara¬ 
tory  class  necessitated  the  opening  of  a  new  Elementary 
English  Class  later  in  the  win-.  1  hc^e  las  been  an 
increase  in  this  School,  the  numbers  having  risen  from 
85  to  113,  but  even  this  appears  to  be  a,  very  low  figure 
for  such  an  important  station  as  Trichoor.  The  average 
daily  attendance  is  reported  as  88  per  cent.,  which  is  a 
slight  improvement  and  the  average  ag*e  is  11J.  On  the 
whole  the  state  of  this  school  is  unfavorably  reported  on 
by  the  Director.  The  inspection  examinations  this  year 
however  show  a  better  result  than  last  year’s  iu  English, 
Malayalam  and  Geography,  but  when  the  percentages  of 
marks  obtained  at  Trichoor  are  compared  with  those  of 
the  other  District  Schools  they  appear  to  be  much  below 
the  average.  The  Trichoor  and  -Muttanclierry  Schools 
are  completely  beaten  by  the  other  three,  and  especially 
by  those  of  Kunnencollum  and  Ohittoor  as  seen  by  the 
results  obtained  at  the-  inspections  held  a  few  days  after 
the  close  of  1058. 

Muttanclierry.— In  this  school  which  is  nearest  to 
the  central  Institution  the  high  figure  reported  last  year 
has  suffered  a  little  dimunition  the  number  having  been 
reduced  from  175  to  151.  The  average  daily  attendance 
is  81  per  cent.,  and  the  average  age  of  the  scholars  121. 

.  Eight  boys  were  sent  up  from  here  to  the  High  School. 
Neither  the  attendance  nor  the  Examination  results ,  are 
so  favourable  as  last  year,  a  decline  in  marks  being 
.  obserVeable  in  three  subjects  viz.,  Arithmetic,  Goegraphy 
and  particularly  History  and  no  marked  advance  in 
English  or  Malayalam.  The  number  attending  ,  this 
School  is  always  fluctuating;  at  one  time  it  was  over  180. 
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..e  additional  class,  a  Lower  Preparatory  B  division,  was 
opened  in  the  year.  The  school  is  in  good  order  and  well 
managed  by  the  Head  Master,  and  although  it  has  not 
worked  np  to  the  standard  desired,  it  is  nevertheless 
doing  good  work. 

CMttOOr- — In  this,  the  most  distant  of  the  District 
Schools,  there  has  . also  been  a  small  falling  off  in  numbers, 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  elder  boys  having  left  to  join  the 
Palghaut  School  or  the  new  one  lately  opened  at  .Kollen- 
gode,  where  they  had  the  advantage  of  Middle  School 
Classes.  There  are,  however,  sufficient  hoys  still  for  nine 
Classes,  the  lowest  being  an  additional  one  paid  out  of 
school  fees.  The  average  daily  attendance  is  80  per  cent, 
which  is  pretty  good  for  a  place  like  Okittoor  where  sick¬ 
ness  is  at  certain  seasons  very  severe.  The  average  age 
of  the  boys  is  11  years.  The  Director  expresses  his 
pleasure  at  the  condition  of  the  School  when  he  visited 
it  in  1058,  and  his  later  visit  after  the  close  of  that  year 
seems  to  have  confirmed  his  opinion  that  the  school  was 
working  satisfactorily.  The  percentage  of  marks  obtained 
at  the  inspection  in  1058,  as  compared  with  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  shows  most  satisfactory  work,  there  being 
no  falling  off  invany  subject  but  au  improvement  in  four 
out  of  five.  The  School  building  is  reported  good  and 
some  new  furniture  that  is  needed  will  be  supplied  during 
the  current  year. 

Irringalacodall. — This  is  the  only  second  class 
District  School, now  existing  and  has  only  Classes  I  &  II 
besides  the  Preparatory  and  Yernacular  Classes.  There 
has 'been  an  increase  in  the  attendance,  the  numbers 
having  risen  from  77  to  87.  The  average  daily  attendance 
is  very  good  being  92  per  cent,  and  the  average  age  is  11. 
An  additional  Class .  being  required,  a  Middle  Yernacular 
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Class  was  opened  during  the  year  and  a  passed  Middle 
School  student  of  the  High  School  was  placed  in  charge. 
The  re'sult  of  the  inspections  of  1057  as  compared  with 
that  obtained  jnst  after  the  end  of  1058,,  and  which  may 
be  taken  to  represent  the  working  of  that  year  is  very 
favorable,  a  special  improvement  being  observable  in 
Arithmetic  and  Malayalam,  that  in  the  latter  subject  being 
the  most  marked.  Iti  the  course  of  the  year  the  Head 
Master,  G.  Anancla  Narayana  Aiyan,  was  transferred 
from  the  Educational  to  the  Hew  Police  Department  and 
the  School  has  remained  for  the  year  under  the  charge 
of  M.  S.  Krishna  Aiyan  f.  a.  whose  care  and  ability  are 
favorably  reported  on. 

Kunnencollum.-^The  report  of  the  Director  is 
again  most  favorable  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  this 
school.  It  appears  to  be  worked  well  by  Mr.  Thariyan, 
the  Head  Master,  assisted  by  a  very  efficient  staff  of 
teachers.  The  numbers  have  declined  from  236  to  200 
and  it  is  not  expected  that  a  much  higher  number  is  likely 
to  be  maintained  here.  The  average  daily  attendance 
has  been  88  per  cent,  and  11  is  the  •  average  age.  No 
change  has  occurred  in  the  Establishment  during  the 
year.  In  estimating  results  the  percentages  of  1057  have 
been  compared  with  those  obtained  in  Chingom  1059,  or 
immediately  after  the  end  of  1058,  and  in  all  the  five 
subjects,  English,  Arithmetic,  Malayalam,  Geography 
and  History,  there  is  a  most  marked  advance.  This  is 
especially  gratifying  as  the  lower  classes  as  well  as  the 
higher  have  greatly  improved  during  the  year  1058.  A 
School  Beading  Room,  as  a  commencement  of  a  Library, 
has  been  started  and  a  small  grant  from  the  school  fees 
proportionate  to  the  subscriptions  from  the  school  itself 
has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Sirkar.  This  attempt  to 
form  a  local  Library  appears  deserving  of  encouragement. 
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107-  A  petition  Having  been  received  from  the 
inhabitants  of  Wadakkancherry  applying  for  a  grant  in 
aid  of  a  private  school  established  by  themselves,  the 
•work  undertaken  there  was  twice  inspected  by  the 
Director,  and  in  consequence  of  his  report  a  small  grant 
was  promised  on  the  part  of  the  Sirkar ;  but  no  advantage 
has,  as  yet,  been  taken  of  the  concession.  There  seems 
to  be  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  contribute 
their  quota  towards  the  expenses  of  an  improved  school. 

108-  The  Government  has  to  record,  with  regret, 
the  death  towards  the  close  of  the  year  of  Mr.  Eobert 
White  who  for  many  years  held  the  situation  of  Tutor 
to  Their  Highnesses  the  Princes  of  Cochin. 

109.  The  cost  of  the  High  School  Establishment, 
in  salaries  paid  by  this  Government,  in  the  year  was 
Bs.  20,867-12-0  of  which  Bs.  2,216-15-6  were  realized 
in  fees  and  fines.  The  cost  of  establishment  of  the 
DistrictJSchools  amounted  j;o  Bs.  8,829-13-6,  the  receipts 
from  fees  and  fines  being  Bs.  1,653-9-6.

This  canal,  if  widened  and  extended,  is 
capable  of  irrigating-  a  much  larger  area  of  land,  but 
before  this  is  done  it  would  he  well  to  wait  until  the 
Moolatoray  Irrigation  Channels  are  in  full  working  order 
so  that  the  quantity  of  water  available  at  the  Chittoor 
anient  may  be  ascertained. 

(12.)  Building  a  retaining  wall  at  the,  side  of  the 
Chenancherra  Canal. — The  object  of  this  wall  is  to  keep 
out  the  silt  from  the  canal  and  prevent  the  Curvaiioor 
River  altering  its  course.  Although  the  wall  was  com¬ 
pleted  before  the  monsoon  set  in  it  will  have  to  be  still 
further  extended  for  a  short  length.  The  estimate  will 
admit  of  this  being  done  as  there  is  a  balance  remaining.

Forests  in  1056  having  been 
timber  sold  was  necessarily 
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small.  In  the  year  under  report  1,433  Teak  and  Black 
wood  logs  were  disposed  of  in  excess  of  the  number 
sold  in  1057.  Hence  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
Bs.  27,410 — 9 — 2  as  shown  in  the  margin. 

121.  The  amount  received  on  account  of  the 
Ohittoor  Teak  Forest  was  Bs.  68,090 — 7—9  against 

•Bs.  44,776 — 4 — 2  in  the  previous  year.  The  increase  of 
Bs.  23,314 — 3 — 7  is  owing  to  an  increased  demand  for 
timber  which  induced,  the  contractor  to  remove  a  larger 
quantity  than  in  the  previous  year. 

122.  Two  thousand  and  twenty-five  teak  logs  and 
taldoms  measuring  2,674  candies,  and  845  blackwood 
logs,  measuring  638  candies  were  received  at  the  depfits 
during  the  year  against  1,223  teak  logs  and  2,551f 
candies  in  the  previous  year. 

123-  The  number  of  teak  logs  and  taldoms  sold 
during  the  year  was  1,948  and  the  number  of  blackwood 
logs  344;.  the  total  amount  realized  being  Bs.  43,858-8-8. 
The  value  of  timber  supplied  to  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  was  Bs.  9,589 — 1 — 2,  making  the  value  on  both 
accounts  Bs.  53,442— -9 — 10. 

124-  The  Royalties  derived  from  Jungle  wood. 
Bamboos,  &.c.,  amounted  to  Bs.  14,597 — 0 — 9;  the  sale  of 
Cardamoms,  Bees’  wax.  and  other  Forest  produce  realized 
Bs.  2,837 — 12 — 4  and  the  tax  collected  on  Fuel  was 
Bs..  1,956—8—0. 

125-  The  total  revenue  derived  from  the  Forests; 
was  therefore,

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120.  The  Forest  expenses  were  greater  than  in  the- 
previous  year  by  Rs.  12,769-7-8,  and  the  principal  causes 
from  which  the  increase  has  arisen  may  be  thus  briefly 
noticed.  Teak  logs  measuring  one  thousand  candies  in 
excess  of  the  quantity  in  1057,  were  cut  and  prepared 
in  1058  for  transmission  to  the  depdts  during  the  current 
year  1059,  and  850  sleepers  were  also  prepared  for 
delivery  to  a  contractor  of  the  Madras  Railway  Company. 
A  larger  expenditure  was  also  incurred  in  the  hire  of 
elephants  to  carry  on  the  additional  work  in  the  forests. 
The  charges  on  account  of  Forest  establishment  shows 
a  small  decrease  of  Rs.  20—14 — 9  which  calls  for  no 
remark- 

127-  Six  elephants,  2  males  and  4  females  were 
caught  in'  the  year,  of  which  2  males  and  1  female  died. 
There  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  35  elephants,  23 
males  and  12  females.. 

128-  Cardamom  Cultivation.— The  total  ex¬ 

penditure  incurred  in  this  Department  during  the  year  was 
Ss.  4,612 — 12 — 4  against  Rs.  4,182 — 2 — Sin  the  previous 
year.  The  collections  of  produce  amounted  to  1078  fbs. 
of  an  approximate  market  value  of  Rs.  1,983 — 11 — 8, 
against  1,260  lbs.  valuing  Rs„  2,122 — -14—3  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  '  - 

129.  Teak  Plantations. — From  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Teak  Plantations  it  appears  that 
during  the  year- 18  acres  of  Forest  land  were  felled  to 
form  plantations  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  61 — 4—9 ;  99  acres 
were  cleared  of  brushwood  costing  Rs.  256 — 0 — 1 ;  806 
acres  were  weeded  and  404  acres  pruned  at  a  charge  of 
Rs..  1,803 — 1 — 3 ;  and  117  acres  were  planted,  the  charge, 
being  Rs.  94 — 11 — 6..  Two  hundred  and  twenty-five' 
parrahs  of  teak,  seed  costing  Rs,  54-14-6  were  collected 
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mostly  all  of  which  germinated,  the  more  vigorous 
plants  being  set  down  in  the  plantations  and  some 
reserved  in  the  nursery  for  planting  in  the  current  year. 
Eire  traces  were  taken  in  all  necessary  places,  the  expense 
on  this  account  being  Rs.  103 — 5 — 8.  The  117  acres 
prepared -for  planting  were  estimated  to  contain  83,859 
plants.  The  whole  of  the  planting  is  reported  to  have 
been  done  with  good  and  healthy  plants.  These  were 
placed  7x7  feet  apart  as  this  distance  was  considered 
more  conducive  to  their  health  and  future  growth  than 
the  space  6x6  feet  hitherto  allowed.  The  total  cost  of 
the  operations  on  the  plantations  amounted  to  Rs.  5,791-6-6 
against  Rs.  6,216 — 13 — 5  in  1057,  showing  a  decrease  of 
Rs.  425— -6 — 11,

130-  There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  hospitals 
at  Emacollum  and  Trichoor.  An  out-door  dispensary 
was  opened  at  Chittoor  in  June  last  and  a  hospital  assis¬ 
tant  placed  in  charge  of  it.  It  consists  of  a  waiting  room 
a  dispensary,  a  store-room  and  a  small  ward  for  one  bed 
for  any  urgent  case.  In  addition  to  these  a  small  kitchen, 
latrine,  dead  house  and  well  will  be  immediately  provided. 

131-  The  following  particulars  are  gathered  from 
the  report  of  Dr.  Morgan,  the  Medical  Officer  to  this 
Government : — 

Civil  Hospital  ErnacoUum. — There  has  been 
an  increase  of  both  in  and  out-patients  compared  with 
the  figures  of  last  year.  Of  the  former  there  were  355 
against  206  in  1057,  and  of  the  latter  4,202  against  3,650. 
Of  the  355  in-patients,  98  dieted  themselves  anjd  the  rest 
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■were  maintained  at  the  cost  of  the  Sirkar.  The  accommo» 
dation  afforded  by  the  present  hospital  at  Errutcollum 
has  been  taken  advantage  of  by  some  of  the  more 
respectable  classes  of  the  community.  A  Brahmin  and 
several  well-to-do  Sudrahs  and  native  Christians  have 
been  treated  as  in-patients  during  the  past  year.  There 
were  29  deaths  in  hospital  chiefly  from  dropsies  occurring 
in  broken  down  subjects.  Ten  major,  140  tninor  and  25 
obstetric  operations  were  performed  daring  the  year ; 
and  though  the  midwifery  cases  were  as  a  rule  brought 
to  hospital  at  unfavourable  stages,  there  were  eight  suc¬ 
cessful  deliveries  by  the  forceps  in  which  the  children 
were  living. 

Civil  Hospital  Trichoor— There  was  a  falling 
off  both  among  the  in  and  out-patients  during  the  year,, 
which  the  Apothecary  attributes  to  the  dread  of  small-pox 
among  the  out-lying  villages.  In  the  Municipal  dispen¬ 
sary  at  Cochin  there  certainly  has  been  a  dimunition  in 
the  admission  of  in-patients  from  diseases  other  than 
small-pox,  but  when  the  small-pox  cases  are  added  to 
those  from  other  diseases  the  average  has  been  exceeded. 
There  were  326  admissions  into  the  Trichoor  hospital 
last  year  against  386  in  the  preceding,  and  2,716  out¬ 
patients  against  3,557.  There  were  29  deaths  among 
the  in-patients  and  14  were  known  to  have  occurred 
among  the  externs.  Three  major,  35  minor,  and  3 
obstetric  operations  were  performed. 

Chittoor  Dispensary.— This  was  but  two  months 
in  existence  at  the  close  of  the  year  and  there  is  every 
likelihood  of  its  being  found  useful  to  the  inhabitants. 

Epidemics. — The  prevalence  of  small-pox  in  Tri- 
ehoor  and  the  adjacent  villages  was  recorded  last  year ; 
.and  it  has  continued  to  spread'  there  as  well  as  in  other 
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directions  as  cases  have  been  reported  in  Ernacollum, 
Muttancherry,  Narakel,  Vypeen  and  other  places  border¬ 
ing  on  British  Cochin.  There  are  small-pox  hospitals  at 
Tripoonitorali  and  Trichoor,  and  one  is  under  construc¬ 
tion  at  Ernacollum.  Wherever  an  outbreak  of  small-pox 
occurs  in  an  epidemic  form,  temporary  sheds  are  erected 
and  the  sufferers  taken  care  of  by  persons  appointed  for 
the  purpose  although  they  arc  not  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  European  Medical  Officer. 

Vaccination. — The  returns  from  the  vaccine  de¬ 
partment  show  a. total  of  6,901  operations  of  which  6,301 
are  reported  successful  and  660  unsuccessful. 


132-  The  total  number  of  vessels  of  all  descriptions 
which  arrived  at  the  Ports  of  llallipurom  and  Narrakel 
during  the  year  was  106  or  9  more  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Of  these  46  Steam  Ships,  the  majority  of  which 
are  Mail  Steamers  of  the  British  India  Steam  Navigation 
Company,  and  19  sailing  vessels  resorted  to  the  Port  of 
Narrakel  during  the  monsoon. 

133-  The  aggregate  tonnage  of  the  vessels  was 
83,794  against.  76,582  in  1057. 

134-  The  amount  of  'Port  dues  collected  was

142.  According  to  the  Census  'taken  on  the  17th 
February  1881  the  population  was  returned  at  6,00,278 
persons;  3,01,815  males  and  2,98,463  females. 

143.  The  area  of  the  State  being  - 1,361|  square 
miles,  the  density  of  population  is  441  persons  per  square 
mile,  the  result  being  the  same  as  that  found  by  the 
previous  Census  of  1875. 
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144-  The  population  consists  of  4,29,324  Hindus, 
1,36,361  Christians,  33,344  Mahometans  and  1,249  Jews. 

145-  The  Hindus  may  be  classified  as  Brahmins 
22,108 ;  Kshatryas,  Muthadus  and  Elayadus  1,487 ; 
Sudras  1,52,871,  forming  about  one-third  of  the  Hindu 
population ;  and  the  masses  or  low  castes  numbering 
nearly  2,53,000.  The  Brahmins  may  be  sub-divided  into 
10,604  Tamil  Brahmins,  4,227  Numboories  and  7,277 
Kongany  Brahmins. 

146.  Of  the  Christians  who  constitute  21  per  cent, 
of  the  population,  there  are  1^0,919  Homan  Catholics 
and  15,442  Protestants.  They  may  be  further  divided 
into  23  Europeans,  346  Eurasians  and  1,35,992  Native 
Christians.

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148-  Of  the  chief  sources  of  revenue  the  causes  of 
increase  or  decrease  under  the  first  six  heads  shown  in 
the  foregoing  table  have  been  already  explained  in  their 
appropriate  places. 

149.  There  is  an  increase  in  Judicial  Receipts  of 
Rs.  8,257 — 7 — 11  which  is  mainly  attributable  to  the 
greater  number  of  suits  filed  in  the  several  Munsiffs’ 
Courts  in  consequence  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the 
extension  of  their  pecuniary  jurisdiction.  Moreover,  the 
Court  Fees  Regulation  introduced  in  the  previous  year,  by 
which  the  fees  leviable  on  the  admission  of  original  suits 
as  well  as  appeals  regular  aq^i  special  were  enhanced, 
while  applications  for  review  of  judgment,  vakalaths, 
miscellaneous  petitions  and  other  documents  which  had 
not  before  been  liable  to  any  payment  were  rendered  tax¬ 
able,  also  contributed  to  swell  the  collections. 

150-  The  interest  realized  on  Government  Securities 
shows  an  increase  of  Bs.  5,200  which  is  accounted  for  by 
the  interest  on  only  a  part  of  the  investment  of  two  lacs 
made  in  the  previous  year  having  been  received  in  that 
year,  while  in  the  period  reported  on  the  interest  upon 
the  whole  was  drawn. 

151-  The  item  mentioned  in  the  preceding  para 
formerly  included  in  the  Miecellaneous  Revenue,  having 
been  separated  in  the  above  table  the  latter  is  now  com¬ 
posed  of  the  five  following  heads,  (1.)  Arrears  of  revenue, 
being  deferred  payments  of  land  revenue  the  collection 
of  which,  from  unfavourable  seasons  or  other  cause,  had 
been  suspended  for  the  time  and  the  amounts  rendered 
payable  in  the  ensuing  year  or  by  instalments  extending 
over  such  period  as  the  circumstances  of  the  holder  or 
occupant  may  require,  and  of  other  dues  similarly  post¬ 
poned  ;  (2.)  Extra  revenue,  comprising  proceeds  of  ferry 
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farms,  registration  fees,  receipts  from  sale  of  stamped 
cadjans,  tolls.  Port  dues,  rent  of  Government  warehouses 
at  Narrakal,  refunds  from  the  Public  Works’  Department 
on  works  completed  below  Estimates  and  unexpended 
balances  received  from  other  departments,  Magisterial 
fines,  &c. ;  (3.)  Sundry  goods ,  consisting  of  royalties  on 
jungle  wood,  bamboos,  &c.,  proceeds  of  sale  of  carda¬ 
moms,  bees’  wax  and  other  forest '  produce,  and  tax 
collected  on  fuel ;  (4.)  Fees  on  renewal  of  old  deeds,  and 
(5.)  Tribute  ■  of  the  Cranganore  Chief  which  is  fixed  at 
Bs.  6,857 — 2 — 4.  The  total  Miscellaneous  Eevenue  of 
the  year  exceeds  that  of  1057  by  Bs.  1,228 — 10 — 5  which 
is  chiefly  due  to  the  incrdhsed  royalties  recovered  in  the 
Forest  Department. 

152.  In  Disbursements  there  is  a  decrease  under 
the  head  of  Palace  Establishment  of  Bs.  410  as  the  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  Palace  allowances  during  the  concluding  nine 
months  of  the  previous  year,  consequent  on  the  demise 
of  His  Highness  the  late  third  Prince,  had  effect  during 
the  whole  of  the  year  under  report. 

153.  There  is  a  small  increase  of  Bs.  177—3 — 6  in 
the  charge  for  Religious  and  a  decrease  of  Es.  496-12-2 
in  the  cost  of  Charitable  Institutions.  The  former  is  due 
to  certain  exceptional  charges  incurred  on  account  of 
ceremonies  at  the  Thiruvanjacollum  Pagoda,  and  the 
latter  to  the  favourable  prices  which  obtained  in  the 
market. 

154-  The  Administrative  Establishment  shows  a 
decrease  in  the  aggregate  expenditure  of  Es.  648 — 10 — 6, 
arising  principally  from  reductions  in  the  subordinate 
grades  of  the  Chief  Engineer’s  Department. 

155-  The  increase  in  the  Judicial  Establishment 
of  Es.  3,735 — 13—8  is  explained  by  an  increase  of  pay 
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granted  to  the  second  Judge  of  the  Appeal  Court,  and  by 
the  salaries  of  the  Judges  of  the  two  Zillah  Courts'  and 
of  all  the  Munsiffs  haying  been  also  augmented. 

156-  Under  the  head  of  Education  a  small  increase 
appears  of  Rs.  603 — 1 — 3,  the  result  of  increments  to 
the  pay  of  some  of  the  Masters  of  the  High  School  and 
District  Schools. 

157.  The  expenditure  on  Police  has  increased  by 
33s.  9,306 — 9 — 10,  which  is.  accounted  for  by  the  reorga¬ 
nized  Police  system  which  was  commenced  in  the  State 
during  the  year. 

158-  The  small  increase  in  the  Military  charges 
and  Pensions  call  for  no  remark. 

159-  The  expenditure  on  Public  Works  exceeds 
that  of  the  preceding  year  by  33s.  51,866 — 15 — 10.  This 
is  attributable  principally  to  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Thiruvilvamala  Pagoda ;  new  works  and  repairs  to  the 
palaces  at  Tripoonitorah;  the  irrigation  works  undertaken 
in  the  Chittoqr  District ;  the  new  public  buildings  at 
Ernacollum;  the  opening  of  new  roads  and  re-metalling 
of  others,  and  to  the  raising  of  the  reclaimed  ground  along 
the  river  face  at  Ernacollum. 

160.  The  “  Charges  Extraordinary,  ”  hitherto 
merged  in  the  Miscellaneous  Expenses  but  now  entered 
as  a  separate  item,  exhibit  a  decrease  of  33s.  70,629-3-8.

Dijrixw  the  year  two  important  Regulations  were  passed 
by  His  Highness  the  Rajah.  The  first  (Regulation  I  of 
1059)  was  the  “Cochin  Penal  Code”  which  is  virtually 
the  law  of  British  India  in  respect  to  retributive  justice, 
with  certain  necessary  modifications  to  adapt  it  to  the 
circumstances  of  this  country.  It  was  passed  on  the 
24th  July  1883  and  it  came  into  force  for  the  second  half 
of  the  year  reported  on.  The  Criminal  law  of  this  State 
was  substantially  the  same  as  that  of  British  India  prior 
to  the  enactment,  of  the  Indian  Penal  Code  with  the 
.  exception  of  a  few  Hindu  usages  having’  the  force  of  law 
which  subsist  here  to  this  day.  The.  importance  of  having 
a  settled  technical  nomenclature,  for  the  definition  of 
offences  and  uniformity  in  the  scale  of  punishments  to  be 
awarded  on  offenders  was  too  manifest  to  be  disregarded 
by  this  Government.,  and  accordingly  it  was  ruled  so 
long’  ago  as  1867  that  the  scale  of  punishments  should 
be  regulated  by  the  Courts  according  to  the  British,  . 
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Indian  Penal  Code.  It  will  be  readily  perceived  that  this 
Government  has  no  means  of  consigning  their  convicts 
to  transportation  and  the  alternative  is  of  imprisonment 
which  is  the  rule  pursued  in  these  Courts. 

3.  The  second  Regulation  passed  (II  of  1059)  was 
the  “Cochin  Criminal  Procedure  Code”  which  took  effect 
from  the  same  date  as  the  Penal  Code.  Besides  a  con¬ 
siderable  improvement  in  the  system  of  trial  of  offenders, 
the  introduction  of  tbis  Code  has  tended  to  bring  about 
several  changes  in  the  constitution  of  the  Courts  and  the' 
machinery  for  the  administration  of  Criminal  justice. 
Cases  were  formerly  committed  to  the  Criminal  Courts 
by  the  Tahsildars  who  exercised  the  joint  functions  of 
Magistrates  and  Police  Officers.  Appeals  from  their 
decisions  came  before  Divisional  Peishkars,  while  the 
Dewan,  as  Chief  Magistrate,  had  a  general  control  over 
the  entire  magistracy.  These  officers,  however,  possessed 
very  limited  powers.  The  passing  of  this  Regulation, 
together  with  the  provisions  of  the  Police  Regulation, 
noticed  in  the  preceding  year’s  report,  has  supplied  a 
want,  long  perceived,  of  separating  the  functions  of  the 
Police  from  those  of  the  magistracy.  Appeals'  from  the 
sentences  of  the  Peishkars,  who  are  now  denominated 
District  Magistrates,  lie,  under  the  new  Regulation,  to  the ' 
Criminal  or  Sessions  Courts,  and  the  powers  of  reference 
and  revision  are  vested  in  the  Appeal  Court,  thus  reliev¬ 
ing  the  Dewan  of  his  magisterial  duties  and  enabling  him 
to  devote  bis  undivided  attention  to  the  very  onerous 
functions  attaching  to  bis  position  as  responsible  Minister 
to  Hig  Highness  the  Rajah.  In  adapting  the  Criminal 
Procedure  of  British  India  to  the  existing  conditions  of 
this  country,  the  provisions  relating  to  summary  trials, 


trial  by  Jury  or  with  Assessors  and  to  trial  of  European 
British  Subjects,  in  respect  of  which  separate  provision 
has  been  made  by  tie  Government  of  India,  have  been 
excluded  from  the  Cochin  Code  as  not  being  called  for 
by  local  requirements.  The  system  of  summary  trials 
being  intended  to  secure  the  expeditious  disposal  of  a 
number  of  petty  offences,  breaches  of  Municipal  bye-laws 
and  of  various  other  special  enactments  intended  for 
the  protection  of  particular  interests  in  British  India,  is 
inapplicable  to  a  small  State  like  tbis  where  scarcely  any 
analagous  circumstances  exist.  In  the  neighbouring  State 
of  Travancore,  trial  by  Jury  does  not  obtain  and  .will  be 
out  .  of  place  before  similarly  constituted  tribunals  where 
the  functions  of  Judge  and  Jury  are  combined  in  the 
office  of  the  Judge  alone.  In  the  case  of  European  British 
Subjects  charged  with  offences  committed  in  this  State, 
the  Government  of  India  has  conferred  on  them  the 
privilege  of  being  tried  by  Judges  of  their  own  nationality, 
and  separate  Courts  have  been  created,  presided  over  by- 
European  Officers  who  have  been  appointed  Justices  of 
the  Peace  and  Special  Magistrates  for  the  trial  of  such, 
offenders  under  the  authority  of  the.  Paramount  Power. 
The  British  Resident  exercises  the  powers  of  a  Court  of 
Session  and  cases  beyond  his  jurisdiction  are  committed 
to  the  High  Court  of  Madras.  It  was  therefore  not'fonnd 
necessary  to  incorporate  in  the  Cochin  Code  the  British 
rules  of  Procedure  which  relate  to  Criminal  Proceedings 
against  European  British  Subjects.  Besides  the  points 
specifically  alluded  to  above,  various  minor  alterations 
and  omissions  have  for  obvious  reasons  been  made  in 
applying  the  British  Code  to  this  State, 
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Jftthxcial.

Criminal  Justice. 

27-  The  Penal  Code  and  the  Criminal  Procedure 
Code  (Regulations  I  and  II  of  1059)  came  into  force  on 
the  1st  of  Kumbhom  1059  (11th  February  1884),  and  the 
present  review  is  based  upon  two  sets  of  Returns  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Criminal  Courts,  one  relating  to  operations 
under  the  old  law  and  the  other  under  the  new  Codes. 
Under  these  Codes  the  Magistrates  have  had  enhanced 
powers  conferred  upon  them  and  have,  for  purposes  of 
appeal  and  revision,  been  placed  under  the  control  of  the 
Appeal  and  Sessions  Courts.  .  As  under  the  old  system, 
they  exercised  but  limited  powers  and  acted  in  the  double 
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capacity  of  Magistrates  and  Police  Officers,  it  is  difficult 
to  exhibit  the  results  of  the  year  in.  one  uniform  state¬ 
ment  in  so  far  as  the  operations  of  the  Magistracy  are 
concerned. 

28-  Original  Jurisdiction. — The  total  number  of 
cases  pending  in  the  Courts  of  the  Magistrates  of  this 
State  on  the  1st  Ohingam  1059  was  8,  which,  added  to 
the  660  cases  entertained  under  the  old  law  up  to  1st 
Kumbhom  1059,  amounted  to  668  affecting  990  persons. 
Of  these,  653  cases  affecting  959  persons  were  disposed 
of  during-  the  first  half  year,  leaving  a  balance  of  15 
cases  involving  31  persons  for  the  second  half  year.  Of 
these  15  cases,  1  was  on  the  file  of  the  Trichoor  District 
Magistrate’s  Court  and  14  on  the  file  of  the  2nd  and  3rd 
class  Magistrates’  Courts. 

29-  The  2nd  and  3rd  Class  Magistrates’  Courts 
entertained  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  under 
review  708  cases,  which,  added  to  14  referred  to  in  the 
above  para,  made  a  total  of  722. 

30.  Of  these  722  cases  involving  1,405  persons, 
653  cases  were  disposed  of  involving  1,243  persons, 
leaving  a  balance  -of  69  cases  involving  162  persons  for 
the  current  year. 

31-  The  District  Magistrate  of  Trichoor  entertained 
10  cases  during  the  half  year  of  which  2  were  transferred 
to  other  Courts.  The  remaining  8  cases  involving  15 
persons  added  to  1  case  involving  1  person  inferred  to  in 
para  26,  made  a  total  of  9  cases  involving  16  persons. 
These  cases  were  all  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

32.  The  District  Magistrate  of  Anjikaimal  enter¬ 
tained  46  cases  effecting  111  persons,  during  the  same 
period,  and  disposed  of  43  cases  in  which.  102  persons 
were  concerned,  leaving  a  balance  of  3  cases  involving 
9  persons  for  the  current  year.  - 


33-  It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  cases 
disposed  of  by  the  Magistracy  during  the  whole  year 
was  1,358  involving  2,320  persons. 

34-  Of  these,  693  persons  were  convicted  and 
punished,  and  1,095  persons  acquitted.  The  acquittals 
have  been  in  the  ratio  of  47  per  cent. 

35.  The  persons  tried  by  the  Magistracy  have

The 
percentages  of  acquittals  and  convictions  have  been  42 
and  52  respectively.  In  8  cases  affecting  20  persons, 
the  decisions  of  the  Sessions  Courts  were  referred  to  the 
Appeal  Court  for  confirmation,  7  being  under' the  old  law 
and  1  under  the  new  codes.  1  case  affecting  1  person  was 
left  undisposed  of  on  the  file  of  the  Trichoor  Sessions 
Court  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

40-  The  average  duration  of  a  Sessions  trial  was 
4  days  in  the  Anjikaimal  and  8  days  in  the  Trichoor 
Sessions  Court. 

41-  Thirty-one  appeals  were  perferred  to  the 
Sessions  Courts  from  the  decisions  of  the  District 
Magistrates.  23  appeals  affecting  72  persons  were 
disposed  of  during  the  year,  leaving  a  balance  of  8 
appeals  affecting  .36  persons  for  the  current  year. 
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42.  In  tie  appeals  disposed  of  daring  tie  year,, 
tie  sentences  on  19  persons  were  confirmed  and  on 
21  persons  modified,  while  the  sentences  on  32  persons 
were  reversed. 

43-  The  average  duration  of  an  appeal  was  2,7 
days  in  the  Anjikaimal  and  47  days  in  the  Trichoor 
Sessions  Conrts. 

44.  The  Appeal  Court  had  to  deal  with  6  appeals 
and  8  referred  cases.  Of  the  8  referred  cases,  7  were 
cases  in  which  the  Sessions  Courts  could  not  pass  a 
higher  sentence  than  3  years’  imprison^nt  without 
referring  their  decision  for  confirmation  by  the  Appeal 
Court  under  the  old  law,  and  the  remaining  one  was  a 
case  of  murder  affecting  1  person  referred  for  confirm¬ 
ation  under  the  new  Criminal  Procedure  Code.  In 
these  8  cases  in  which  20  persons  were  concerned,  the 
sentences  on  15  persons  were  confirmed  and  on  4  reversed 
while  the  sentence  on  1  was  modified. 

45»  Of  the  6  appeals  affecting  20  persons,  4  appeals 
affecting  12  persons  were  disposed  of  and  2  appeals 
affecting  8  persons  stood  over  for  the  current  year,  as 
they  were  preferred  only  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The 
sentences  on  8  persons  were  reversed  and  those  on  4 
modified.  ' 

46-  The  average  duration  of  appeals  and  referred 
cases  in  the  Appeal  Court  was  29  days. 

47-  As  a  Court  of  revision,  the  Appeal  Court  dis¬ 
posed  of  6  applications  for  revision  presented  by  parties 
and  110  Calendars  relating  to  cases  disposed  of  by  the 
Sessions  Conrts  and  the  Magistracy.  In  10  cases  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  issued  by  the.  Appeal  Court  pointing  out 
irregularities  of  law  and  procedure. 
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Jails. 

48-  There  were  326  admissions  into  the.  Jails  of 
Ernhcollum  and  Trichoor  during  the  year,  and  142 
remained  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year,  making  a 
total  of  468  prisoners.  Of  these,  273  were  judicially 
released  by  expiry  of  sentence,  payment  of  fine,  &c.  and 
4  for  good  conduct;  4  died  and  1  was  executed,  leaving 
186  prisoners  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

49.  Of  the  prisoners  remaining,  1  was  under  trial, 
13  were  civil  debtors  and  2  were  detained  under  remand 
by  the  Magi^-acy  and  the  other  170  were  convicts  who 
were  under  sentence  as  stated  hereunder : —

51,  There  are  .no  manufactures  carried  on  by 
convict  labour  except  coir-matting  which  has  been 
introduced  into  the  Ernacollum  Jail  to  some  small 
extent.  The  men  are  employed  chiefly  in  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  the  public  roads. 

52-  The  charges  incurred  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Jails  amounted  to  fis.  18,724—12—6  against 
fis.  19,581—7 — 5  the  expenditure  of  the  previous  year.

54-  From  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer,  it 
appears  that  the  admissions  to  the  Ernacollum  Jail 
Hospital  numbered  101  against  41  in  the  previous  year, 
and  that  3  deaths  occurred  from  small-pox.  In  .the  Jail 
Hospital  at  Trichoor  there  were  98  admissions  against 
88  in  1058,  and  1  death  is  reported  from  dropsy.

55.  The  operations  of  the  Hew  Police  during  the 
year  will  be  seen  from  the  following  extract  from  a 
Report  received  from  the  Superintendent : — 

“  It  was  obvious  from  the  very  first  that  the  people 
were  averse  to  the  introduction  of 
^introdactionoftheNew  t]ie  New  police  By8tein.  Whatever 

may  have  been  the  defects  of  the  old, 
the  public  did  not  care  to  have  the  new  system.  In  my 
peregrinations  through  the  country,  I  did  not  come 
across  a  single  individual  who  was  agreeable  to  the 
proposed  change..  Rich  and  poor,  high  and  low,  alike 
deprecated  the  innovation.  Some  educated  natives  were 
candid  enough  to  tell  me  that  the  contemplated  re-orga¬ 
nization  would  be  nothing  but  an  engine  of  oppi’ession 
in  an  improved  model.  All  this  made  me  naturally 
uneasy  and  I  felt  that  if  the  new  system  was  to  achieve 
success,  it  should  be  introduced  by  degrees.  I  was  also 
apprehensive  that  if  all  the  men,  who  were  to  compose 
the  force  were  let  loose,  as  it  were,  at  once  throughout 
the  whole  State,  it  might  hgve  been  difficult  to  keep  them 
well  on  hand,  whereas  if  I  took'  Police  charge  of  the 
country  gradually,  that  is,  taluq  after  taluq,  there  would 
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be  more  of  supervision,  and  tbe  men  more  easily  trained 
to  habits  of  obedience.  Moreover,  the  experience  acquired 
in  the  one  taluq  would  be  of  use  and  value  in  another  in 
remedying  defects  and  avoiding  mistakes  which  a  few 
months’  actual  work  had  disclosed.  I  therefore  applied 
for  and  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Government  to 
introduce  the  new  system  into  one  or  two  taluqs'at  a  time, 
arranging,  •  however,  to  take  during  the  year  the  police 
charge  of  the  whole  of  one  of  the  two  Districts  into 
which  Cochin  is  now,  for  purposes  of  Criminal  Procedure, 
divided. 

“For  Bilice  purposes,  the  taluqs  of  Kanayanore, 
p  r  dm  'ona  Cochin,  Kodungalore  andMugunda- 

puram,  which  compose  the  District 
of  Anjikaimal,  have  been  designated  as  A,  B,  C  and  D 
Divisions  respectively;  and  tbe  new  system  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  A  and  B  on  the  1st  Kumbhom  (11th  February 
1884),  in  O  on  the  1st  Meenom  (12fch  March  1884), 
and  in  D  on  the  1st  Karcadagom  (15th  July  1884)  of 
the  year  under  report. 

“  The  work  of  introduction  might  have  commenced 
much  earlier,  for  the  necessary  com¬ 
plement  of  officers  and  men  were 
ready,  but  for  the  inevitable  delay  which  had  occurred 
in  the  enactment  of  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  without 
which  it  was  impossible  for  the  New  Police  to  work.

57.  The  Coffee  industry  has  been  developed  to  a 
great  extent  on  the  bTelliampathy  Hills  where  17  estates 
have  been  formed  covering  an  area  of  8,250  acres,  of 
which  about  2,500  are  under  cultivation.  The  quit-rent 
on  these  estates  aggregates  Rs.  8,155-8-0.  The  Returns 
as  to  the  out-turn  of  Coffee  for  the  year  1884  have  not 
been  received  up  to  date,  but  in  1883  the  yield  was 
6,64,860  lbs.,  and  the  total  cost  of  cultivation  Rupees 
1,93,900. 


Customs. 

58-  The  Customs  revenue  of  this  State  is  derived 
mainly  from  the  British  guarantee  under  the  Interportal 
Trade  Convention  of  1865,  In  that  year  the  inland 
transit  duties  were  abolished  and  the  Sirkar  seaports  of 
Mallipuram  and  Narraltel  placed  on  the  same  footing  as 
the  British  Ports;  all  goods  passing  from  British  India, 
to  a  Sirkar  Port  being  declared  free  of  duty  and  vice 
versa.  The  British  Government  guaranteed  to  Cochin 
annually  a  sum  of  Rs.  1,00,000  as  Customs  revenue,  and 
a  further  sum  of  Rs.  10,500  was  secured  to  it  on  account 
of  tobacco. 


59-  The  total  revenue  of  the  year  under  report  was 
38s.  1,10,030-11-6  of  which  1,08,258-14-3  were  received 
under  the  guarantee,  and  the  balance  Rs.  1,771-18-3 
represents  the  receipts  at  the  Sirkar  Ports. 

60.  The  principal  articles  of  import  are  rice, 
paddy,  wheat  and  ‘other  cereals,  oil-seeds,  piece-goods, 
twist,  iron  bars,  hard-ware,  copper  and  lead  sheets,  &c. 
The  exports  comprise  coir  yarn,  fibre,  rope,  coir  matting, 
cocoanuts,  cocoanut  oil,  coffee,  cotton,  pepper,  ginger, 
lemon-grass  oil,  hides,  horns,  <fcc. 

61-  The  total  value  of  the  sea-borne  trade  of  Sirkar 
Cochin  for  the  three  years  from  1881  to  1883  is  given 
below*  showing  an  average  import  trade  from  British 
territory  of  fis.  9,30,877,  and  an  export  trade  of 
Rs.  3,51,645  per  annum.  The  frontier  Customs  stations 
having  been  abolished,  there  are  no  available  statistics 
of  the  'inland  traffic  passing  through  the  Railway  at 
Shoranore  and  Tiroor,  and  into  British  territory  for 
shipment  through  the  port  of  Cochin

65.  The  importation  of  Opium  is  effected  under 
permits  obtained  for  the  Contractor  from  the  British 
Resident,  specifying  the  quantity,  the  port  or  place  in 
British  India  from  which  and  the  place  to  which  the 
drug  is  to  he  conveyed  and  the  period  during  which  the 
permit  is  to  be  in  force.

66.  The  amount  realised  by  the  sale  of  the 

Abkarry  Farm  is  Bs.  60,916-11-9  as  compared  with 
Bs.  65,684-6-7  in  the  year  previous,  showing  a  decrease 
of  Bs.  4,767-10-10,  which  arose  chiefly  through  want  of 
competition,  and  it  may,  moreover,  be.  taken  into  account 
that  a  part  of  the  Farmer’s  liability  for  1059  was  allowed 
to  be  postponed  for  recovery  in  the  current  year  1060. 

67-  The  Opium  Farm  produced  the  sum  of  Bs. 
19,390-13-4,  which  was  less  by  Es.  2,069-2-8  than  was 
obtained  at  the  biddings  for  1058. 

68.  The  Resident’s  permits  were  issued  for  the 
import  of  5  Chests  of  Opium  of  140  lbs.  each,  but  it  is 
seldom  that  the  Contractor  imports  the  full  quantity 
covered  thereby. 


gg.  The  revenue  derived  under  this  head  was 
Ik  2,89,362-9-7  against  Bs.  2,73,808-0-7,  the  receipts 
of  the  previous  year,  which  shows  an  increase  of 
Ik  15,554-9-0.  This  result  is  mainly  owing  to  the 
sales  of  Salt  in  the  year  under  report  having  exceeded 
those  in  1058  by  6,227  maunds.  The  causes  of  the 
gradual  increase  in  the  Salt  revenue  of  late  years  have 
already  been  recorded  in  previous  Reports,  and  it  is  not 
necessary  to  advert  to  them  now  except  to  state  that 
this  Government  has  been  constantly  endeavouring  to 
place  this  prime  necessary  of  life  within  the  reach  of 
all  classes  and  to  prevent  illicit  home-manufacture.

88-  The  able  report  of  the  Director  of  Education 
furnishes  a  most  satisfactory  analysis  of  the  working  of 
the  Department. 

89-  The  average  attendance  was  91  per  cent,  of 
the  boys  on  the  rolls,  ami  14  is  the  average  age  for  the 
whole  School. 


fe'O-  There  were  129  new  admissions  in  the  course  of 
the  year,  of  which  51  were  beginners  from  Ernacollum ; 
1  was  sent  up  from  the  District  School  of  Trichoor ;  9 
from  Mutianclierry;  2  from  Chittoor;  8  from  Irinjalacoda, 
and  4  from;Kurmencolum.  Twelve  were  contributed  by 
the  Cochin  English  Church  School ;  2  by  the  Catholic 
Church  School ;  10  by  the  Palgbaut  School ;  9  by  the 
Calicut  Colleges;  2  by  the  Trevandrum  College;  1  by 
the  Cottayam  College ;  4  by  other  Schools ;  and  19  who 
pursued  private  study.  There  is  an  obvious  improvement 
in  the  supply  from  the  District  Schools  whreh  sent  19 
boys  instead  of  12  in  the  preceding  year.  Kunnencolum 
and  Chittoor,  the  two  most  remote  Schools,  contributed 
pupils  for  the  first  time  this  year. 

91.  The  following  table  of  the  castes  or  religions  of 
the  boys  attending  the  High  School  shows  that  the  chief 
increases  have  been  among  the  Brahmins  and  Sudras  : — 
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§3.  The  Middle  School  is  the  lowest  paVdc  Exa¬ 
mination  for  which  the  students  of  the  High  School 
compete ;  and  for  the  fourth  time  boys  of  the  Unpor 
Pourth  class  were  sent  up  for  this  test.  Last  year  24 
appeared  and  this  year  26,  and  the  result  v-r«s  that  20 
passed;  6  in  Class  I,  6  in  Class  II,  and  8  in  (hers  J  •  f. 
The  Director  does  not  consider  this  a  ru-y  sn;  AtlC(,  ry 
result,  as  boys,  who  gain  only  a  third  class  pass,  ai  j 
really  unfit  for  the  work  or  Class  Y  and  have  to  stay  tux 
years  in  that  class,  as  they  generally  fail  to  pass  the  Fiftn. 
Comparative  Examination  at  the  end  of  one  year’s  work 
in.  Class  V.  Six  boys  out  of  nine,  who  went  from  the 
Lower  Fourth,  without  approval,  'passed  in  Class  III,  but 
the  Director  does  not  think  them  qualified  for  the  work 
of  Class  V. 

S3-  By  submitting  the  Upper  Fourth  Class  to  the- , 
test  of  the  Middle  School  Examination;  the  identity  of 
our  standard  with  that  of  the  British  Schools  was  secured 
to  that  class.  The  University  Examinations  had  in  past 
years  tested  the  standard  of  the  Matriculation  and  F.  A. 
Classes,  but  there  had  been  no  such  test  for  Class  Y,  until 
the  year  under  review,  when  by  the  obliging  permission 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  Madras,  Class  Y 
was  included  in  the  Comparative  Examination  of  all  the 
oth  Classes  in  the  Presidency  with  the  following  result. 
Of  the  36  who  presented  themselves,  17  passed  and  19 
failed;  but  o  of  those  who  proved  unsuccessful  (having 
had  a  deficiency  only  of  a  mark  or  two)  were,  with  the 
Director’s  consent,  allowed  to  pass,  and  22  were  pro¬ 
moted  to  Class  VI. 

§4.  The  University  Examination  for  the  Matricu¬ 
lation  forms  the  test  of  standard  for  Class  VL  For  this 
Examination,  20  went  up  and  18  passed ;  of  these  S  were 
graded  in  the  First  Class  and  10  in  the  Second  ;  thus 
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securing  a  success  of  90  per  cent,  of  the  candidates.  Ttis 
result,  when  compared  with  the  32'8  per  cent.,  which  is 
found  to  he  the  average  for  the  whole  Presidency,  is 
very  satisfactory.  The  first  four  students  from  the 
School  wore  well  placed  in  the  1st  Class ;  namely 

E.  Karunakara  Pisharodi  who  passed  as  third ;  A. 
Kudtan  Pillai  as  seventh;  and  Amhadi  Farayana Menon 
and  P.  J.  Kuriyan  as  -  thirty-eighth  in  the  list  of  the 
passed  candidates.  The  first  of  these  wins  the  stipendiary 
scholarship  of  Bs.  5  a  month ;  the  second  obtains  the  free 
scholarship;  thirteen  of  those  who  passed  have  joined 
the  Junior  P.  A.  Class ;  and  one  has  been  appointed  an 
Assistant  Master  at  Trichur. 

§5.  The  Senior  F.  A.  Class  had  10  students  in 
December  1883,  and  the  whole  of  them  presented  them¬ 
selves  at  the  Examination.  Eight  passed,  all  in  the 
Second  Class,  and  the  names  and  positions  of  the  first

96.  Six  are  reading  in  Madras  for  their  B.  A. 
Degree,  four  having  gone  to  the  Presidency  and  two  to 
the  Christian  College;  and  it  is  believed  that  all  are 
working  steadily.  E.  Kuruvella  has  obtained  a  scholar¬ 
ship  at  the  Christian  College.  The  result  of  the  F.  A. 
Examination  shows ,  that  80  per  cent,  passed,  while  the 
general  result  in  the  Presidency  was  but  45' 1  per  cent. 
Owing  to  the  severity  of  this  examination,  only  27 
students  succeeded  in  being  placed  in.  the  First  Class; 
but  though  the  pupils  from  here  failed  to  reach  the  higher 
standard,  they  were  well  placed  in  Class  II. 
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97.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  University 
successes  of  some  of  the  old  pupils  who,  after  leaving 
this  institution,  have  read  for  their  degree  in  other 
Colleges.  Their  names  are  : — 

Eenga  Vasudeva  Rao,  V.  K.  Shangara  Menon, 
Augustin  Dias,  E.  Kunju  Menon. 

All  have  taken  the  B.  A.  degree  in  1884,  and  of  these 
the  first  named,  who  was  first  in  the  F.  A.  Glass  in 
'1881,  is  first  in  Class  II  in  the  B,  A.  degree  examination 
and  second  graduate  of  this  year. 

V.  E.  Koehunni  Menon  has  in  addition  to  his 
degree  of  B.  A.,  obtained  the  distinction  of  B.  L. 

98.  Mr.  Sealy  records,  with  regret,  the  untimely 
death-  of  K,  Ramaswami  Naidu  who  held  the  Cochin 
scholarship  at  the  Medical  College,  Madras.  Ho  had 
greatly  distinguished  himself  by  his  steady  work  at 
College  and  was  considered  a  mose  promising,  student. 

99.  There  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  receipts 
from  fees  and  fines  which  amounted  to  Rs.  2,842-12-6 
against  Rs.  2,216-15-6  in  the  year  previous,  the  result  of 
the  larger  number  of  students  attending  the  schools.  The 
same  cause  will  account  for  the  augmentation  which  ap¬ 
pears  iu  the  sale  of  books  and  stationery  by  about  Rs.  500. 

100.  The  working  of  the  Book  Dep&t  for  the  last

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There  is  an  increase  in  the  sales,  as  might  be 
expected,  and  as  the  purchases  have  not  been  as  large 
as  usual,  the  stock  is  somewhat  lower  than  it  has  been 
since  1050.  It  will  need  sundry  augmentation  in  1060. 

101.  The  District  Schools  form  the  next  subject  of 
review,  and  their  condition  and  progress  may  be  gathered 
from  the  following-  particulars  taken  from  the  report  of 
the  Director  of  Education.  He  found  that  in  Trichnr 
there  was  a  large  increase,  at  Muttancherry  and  Irin- ' 
jalacoda  a  slight  improvement,  but  at  the  other  two 
schools  there  was  a  diminution  in  numbers;  while,  on 
the  whole  there  was  an  increase  of  19.  This  is  better 
than  the  results  of  last  year,  when  a  decrease  had  to 
be  recorded.  The  schools  taken  separately  are  thus 
reported  on : — 

Triclmr  —  The  transfer  of  this  District  School  from 
its-  old  and  very  confined  quarters  in  the  bazaar  to 
the  handsome  and  commodious  building  now  provided 
by  the  Sirkar  makes  this  year  a  marked  one.  The  new 
budding  provides  ample  accommodation  for  the  future 
increase  that  may  be  expected  in  the  numbers  of  the 
School.  It  was  opened  formally  on  the  29th  February 
1884  in  the  presence  of  a  large  gathering  of  those 
interested  in  the  Institution.  Before  this  a  change 
occurred  in  the  management  of  the  School  by  the  transfer 
cf  Mr.  Sivarama  Pillay  to  the  Head-mastership  at  Irin- 
jalacoua  and  the  appointment  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Joseph,  the 
Deputy  Inspector,  to  the  temporary  charge  of  the  School.' 
Great  improvement  was  effected  during  the  year  and 
continued  by  his  successor  Mr.  T.  0.  Clierian.  The 
numbers  at  Trichur  rose  from  113  to  155,  the  average 
daily  attendance  being  122  and  the  average  age  of  the 
boys  12  years.  The  School  has  classes  from  the  Ver¬ 
nacular  classes  up  to  Class  III,  but  the  upper  classes  are 


somewhat  below  the  proper  standards.  The  Director 
inspected  this  School  four  times  during  the  year.  The 
outcome  of  the  various  examinations  held  by  himself  and 
the  Deputy  Inspector  shows  a  slight  improvement  over 
last  year’s  returns.  The  only  falling  off  was  in  History, 
a  subject  taken  only  in  Class  III,  and  this  is  probably 
owing  to  a  somewhat  harder  test  than  in  last  year.  In  all 
other  subjects  there  was  improvement.  About  iiu  280 
has  been  expended  this  year  in  providing  better  furni¬ 
ture,  and  the  school  is  becoming  well  supplied  with  all 
requirements. 

Muttancherry. — In  this  School  an  additional  room 
for  the  Vernacular  classes  is  desirable  and  a  plan  for 
building  this  to  tho  south  of  the  present  room  is  under 
consideration.  There  lias  been  no  change  either  in  classes 
or  teachers  and  the  school  remains  under  the  superin¬ 
tendence  of  Mr.  Nilaeanda  Pattar,  the  present  Head 
Master.  In  numerical  strength  there  has  been  a  little 
increase,  namely,  from  151  to  160.  The  average  daily 
attendance  was  138,  and  the  average  age  of  the  boys  13. 
Nine  boys  were  sent  to  the  High  School  from  this  school 
which  has  now  become  a  regular  feeder  to  the  central 
Institution.  There  appears  to  be  an  improvement  in  the 
standard  of  the  classes,  although  they  are  not  what  they 
ought  to  be.  The  percentage  of  marks  obtained  at  the 
inspection  examinations  shows  a  decided  advantage  over 
last  year’s  results. 

CMttOOr. — There  is  a  slight  decrease  here  in  the 
numbers  which  have  dropped  from  137  to  131.  The 
average  daily  attendance  was  125,  and  the  average  age 
of  the -boys  11  years.  In  this  year  a  considerable  number 
of  little  boys  of  the  Vernacular  classes  were  advanced 
enough  to  be  promoted  to  the  Preparatory-  classes,  so 
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that  there  was  no  longer  need  for  an  extra  division  of 
the  lowest  Veruac.ular  class,  which  was  abolished  and. 
the  establishment  is  now  simply  that  which  is  sanctioned, 
and  remains  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Sfcrinavasa 
Rao.  A  large  stock  of  furniture,  which  was  greatly  needed, 
has  been  made,  and  the  school  is  now  fairly  supplied,  but 
a  new  writing  room  is  wanted,  the  plan  for  which  is 
under  consideration.  The  result  of  the  inspection  shows 
an  improvement  over  last  year  in  all  subjects. 

Irrinj  alacoda. — There  has  been  a  change  in  the 
establishment  of  this  school,  the  acting  Head  Master  of 
last  year  Mr.  M.  S.  Krishna  Aiyan  has  returned  to  his 
-work  at  the  High  School  and  Mr.  Sivarama  Filial  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  Trichur  School  to  the  Head  Mastership 
at  Irrinj alacoda.  No  other  change  in  the  school  staff 
occurred,  and  the  strength  of  the  school  has  been  altered 
only  by  an  increase  of  one.  The  number  on  the  roils  at 
the  end  of  1059  is  88.  The  average  daily  attendance 
was  69,  and  the  average  age  of  the  boys  1 1 .  Three  students 
were  sent  to  the  High  School  in  the  year  under  review. 
The  results  of  the  inspections,'  as  compared  with  those 
of  the  two  previous  years,  show  on  the  whole  a  slight 
improvement,  and  it  is  hoped  that  under  the  present 
Head  Master  the  improvement  will  be  maintained. 

Kunnencolum. — This  school,  though  established 
the  latest,  is  one  of  the  foremost  of  the  District  Schools. 
Mr.  Thariyan  continues  as  Head  Master,  and  there  has 
been  no  change  in  1059  in  the  teachers  or  classes. 
Numerically  the  pupils  have  decreased  from  200  to  173. 
The  average  daily  attendance  was  158  and  the. average 
age  11.  Four  boys  were  sent  to  the  High  School,  and 
these  are  the  first  which  have  come  from  this  distant: 
School.  ' 
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The  school  was  inspected  towards  the  close  of  the 
year,  and  the  results  as  compared  with  those  of  the  two 
previous  years  are  given  in  the  Director’s  report.  The 
marks  obtained  in  1059  are  not  quite  so  high  as  the  rather 
extraordinary  results  of  last  year,  but  they  arc  quite  high 
enough  to  be  perfectly  satisfactory  and  sufficient  to  place 
the  school  first  in  the  inspection  returns  for  the  year. 
Comparing  the  results  in  all  the  five  schools,  they  stand  in 
the  following  order  of  merit:  Kunnencolum  (264  marks), 
Cbittoor  (247),  Trichoor  (214),  Muttancherry  (212),  and 
Irinjalacoda  (211).  It  is  evident  therefore  that  the  work 
at  Kunnencolum  is  sound  and  good,  and  the  discipline 
of  the  school  excellent. 

Last  year  a  petition  was  received  from  the  inhabitants 
of  Wadabancherry  applying  for  a  grant-in-aid  to  their 
Village  School,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Director,  the  Sirkar  sanctioned  a  maximum  grant  of 
Es.  23,  out  of  which  the  Director  was  authorised  to  draw 
any  sum  equal  to  the  local  contributions.  It  is  much  to 
be  regretted  that  tho  conditions  were  not  complied  with, 
and  that  no  advantage  has  been  taken,  by  the  Managers 
of  the  School,  of  the  Sirkar’s  liberality. 

The  Palace  School  for  the  tuition  of  the  Princes  was 
placed  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Scaly.  After  the 
death  of  Mr.  White,  some  months  elapsed  before  his 
successor  was  chosen,  during  which  time  the  instruction 
of  the  Princes  was  carried  on  very  fairly  by  the  assistant 
tutors  Messrs,  Nallanadtu  Narayana  Menon  e.  a.,  T.  S. 
Narayana  Aiyan,  and  Elamana' Raman  Menon  F.  a.  From 
a  large  number  of  applicants,  Mr.  P.  Sankara  Narayana 
Chettiar,  an  M.  A.  of  Madras*  was  ultimately  selected 
and  appointed  in  September  1883,  as  the  senior  tutor, 
the  before  named  three  gentlemen  remaining  as  assistant 
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tutors.  Of  Their  Highnesses  the  Princes,  the  First  and 
Second  do  not  now  attend  the  school,  but  receive  such 
occasional  assistance  as  they  may  require,  at  their  own 
Palaces.  The  Third  Prince  resides  mostly  at  Ernacollum 
and  has  his  private,  assistant  in  his  studies  in  which  he 
makes  very  good  progress.  The  other  Princes  from  the 
Fourth  to  the  Sixteenth  study  usually  in  the  Palace 
School.  Of  these  the  Fourth  Prince  being  the  most 
advanced,  studies  by  himself,  and  most  of  the  senior 
tutor’s  time  is  devoted  to  his  education.  According  to 
file  Director’s  report,  this  Prince  speaks  English  pretty 
i  °nti y,  mid  Lis  nttei  mients  are  about  up  to  the  Matri¬ 
culation  standard.  The  Seventh  and  Eighth  Princes 
form  the  nc  i  ck  %  roc  the  third  division  includes  the 
hen,  6th,  9th  and  lOch  Princes.  The  Younger  ones, 
who  are  quite  beginners,  are  in  the  remaining  class. 
The  Princes  are  all  taught  in  English,  reading,  writing 
and  Composition,  Arithmetic  and  Geography :  Mathe¬ 
matics  and  History  ai’e  taken  with  the  more  advanced, 
and  in  spite  of  sundry  interruptions  to  the  studies  during 
the  year,  good  progress  has  been  made.  Most  of  the 
Princes  are  able  to  speak  English  with  sufficient  ease 
to  enable  them  to  sustain  a  conversation ;  and  in  this 
point,  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  a  decided  advance  year' 
by  year. 

102-  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  1,152 
students  enrolled  in  all  the  schools  of  the  State  against 
1,098  at  the  end  of  1058,  showing  an  increase '  of  54. 
An  analysis  of  the  boys,  under  the  four  chief  religious 
denominations,  gives  740  Hindus,  381  Christians,  28 
Mahomedans  and  8  Jews.  There  is  an  increase  in  all 
the.  four  sections;  the  largest,  as  might  be  expected,  being 
among  the  Hindus.  It  is  encouraging  to  notice  an 
increase  in  the  Mahomedan  boys,  as  last  year  there  was 


a  decrease  recorded.  Tbs  total  increase  is  in  the  High 
School  and  the  Triehoor  School,  -while  the  others  have 
either  been  nearly  stationary  or  show  small  decreases. 

I’OS-  The  teaching  staff  of  the  Educational  De¬ 
partment  now  consists  of  61  masters,  of  whom  4  are 
Graduates,  6  First  in  Arts,  27  Matriculates,  4  have  passed 
the  Fourth  and  5  the  Fifth  Grade,  and  15  are  ungraded. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  note  a  small  increase  of  graded  and 
trained  men  in  the  department.

104.  The  expenditure  on  Public  Works  has  neon 
"Bs.  3,28,520— -1—8  against  Jk  3,07,007—  1C— 1  in  lim¬ 
p-receding  year,  exhibiting  an  increase  of  ils.  20,522-2-7. 
This  increased  expenditure  has  been  incurred  chiefly  in 
providing  two  large  Iron  Girders  for  the  repair  of  tiia 
Shoranore  Bridge  which  was 'damaged  by  the  collapse  of 
a  pier;  in  the  construction  of  a  new  bridge  across  the 
Manaly  river ;  in  the  construction  of  new  offices  for  the 
Superintendent  of  Police,  District  Munsiff  and  District 
Registrar  of  Ernacollum  ;  and  in  an  additional  allotment 
towards  the  completion  of  the  new  Public  Gilises  at  the 
capital.  The  sum  of  Rupees  20,000  was  expended  in  the 
year  under  report  on  the  Irrigation  works  at  Moolatorav 
in  -  Ckittoor — a  work  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
ryots  and  to  the  progress  and  advancement  of  cultivation 
generally  in  that  district. 

105.  Of  the  total  expenditure  before  stated,,  the

portions  washed  away,  reconstructing  dwarf-walls  and 
arranging  rough'  .stones  damaged  by  the  high  surf,  heavy

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liaising  ground  already  reelaimcd-one  foot. — About 
three-fourth?  of  this  work  has  been  completed. 

Moolathoray  Irrigation  Canal. — The  work  of  cutting 
five  and  a  quarter  miles  of  this  canal,  taken  in  hand 
during  the  year,  was  completed,  making  a  total  length  of 
twelve  and  a  quarter  miles  now  open.  Two  sluices  of 
three  openings  each  were  constructed.  The  most  difficult 
portions  were  between  the  7th  and  12th  miles,  the 
cutting  in  many  parts  being  more  than  ten  feet  in  depth 
through  Norapara,  gravel,  kunkur  and  rock.  The  first* 
7|- miles  of  the  canal  were  maintained,  the  silt  cleaned 
out  and  the  damages  done  by  the  cultivators  in  diverting 
and  cutting  the  bunds  of  the  canal  to  procure  water, 
made  good.

Shoranoor" Iron  Girder  Bridge. — During  the  monsoon 
and  when  the  Shoranoor  river  was  in  flood,  one  of  the 
piers  of  this  bridge  gave  way  precipitating  the  ends  of 
the  Iron  Girders  into  the  river,  thereby  stopping  all 
traffic  over  the  bridge  (fortunately  there  was  no  one  on 
the  bridge  at  the  time  of  the  accident). 

Boats  and  Jungars  were  at  once  employed  for  con¬ 
veying  passengers  and  carts  across  the  river. 

A  temporary  platform  over  the  fallen  Girders  was 
shortly  after  constructed  which  enabled  foot  passengers 
and  animals  to  make  nse  of  the  structure. 

As  it  was  decided  not  to  re-build  the  fallen  pier,  new 
Iron  Lattice  Girders  (with  corrugated  Iron  flooring 
plates)  were  ordered  from  England  to  span  the  opening, 
as  by  this  arrangement  increased  w atbrway  is  given-to  the 
bridge,  the  scour  lessened  on  the  remaining  piers  and  a 
clear  opening  of  134  feet  left  for  rafting  timber  in  this:  the 
deepest  part  of  the  river.  As  soon  as  the  floods  subsided, 
the  foundations  of  the  nest  pier  (No.  2  from  the  southern 
abutment)  were  examined  and  found  to  be  undermined ; 
it  was  therefore  necessary  to  have  this  pulled  down  and 
re-constructed;  the  work  was  taken  in  hand  and  the  pier 
re-built  to  a  height  of  9  feet  above  the  bed  of  the  river  ; 
this  together  with  protective  works  to  some  of  the  other 
piers,  &c.,  was  all  that  could  be  done  before  the  monsoon 
set  in,  and  work  had  to  be  discontinued.  Had  steam 
pumps  been  available  for  pumping  out  the  water  (instead 
of  the  primitive  system  of  water  wheels)  better  progress 
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would  have  been  made.  It  is  intended,  however,  to 
resume  work  after  the  rains  and  have  the  bridge  ready 
for  traffic  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

Poothiai  Bond. — This  work  was  taken  in  hand  and 
almost  all  the  earthwork  completed  as  well  as  a  60  feet 
Iron  rail  bridge  on  piles.  , 

Road  from  Trichoor  to  Alathoor  Village. — The  greater 
part  of  the  earthwork  and  masonry  culverts  on  this  road 
has  been  completed. 

Poothore  Road. — Nearly  all  the  earthwork  is  finished 
and  most  of  the  bridges  and  culverts  constructed,  and 
the  two  abutments  of  the  bridge  over  the  Poothore  river 
have  been  brought  up  to  a  height  of  13  feet. 

Road  from  Tattamangalam  bazaar  leading  to  Oalanchera 
and  Palghaut, — This  road  was  thoroughly  repaired  during 
the  year  under  report.  The  British  Officials  will  have  to 
be  requested  to  put  their  part  of  this  road  in  order. 

Road  from  Poovathumlcadavu  Bridge  to  Thiru- 
valayad. — This  road  is  a  continuation  of  the  road  from 
Nemary  to  Poovathumkadavu  and  is  an  old  bandy  track. 
The  road  has  now.  been  raised  and  culverts  built,  the 
metalling  being  the  only  work  that  remains  to  be  done. 

Widening  Trace  to  form  a  new  Cart  Road  do.wn  the 
Wallanghy  Ghaut  from  the  Coffee  Estates. — The  whole  of. 
the  earthwork  forming  a  road  16  feet  wide  has  been 
executed.  The  sum  of  Bs.  821  was  expended  in  blasting 
rock  with  Dynamite,  but  now  that  the  earthwork  has  been 
.completed,  a  large  quantity  of  rock  has  been  exposed, 
which  will  have  to  be  removed  and  the  bridges  and 
culverts  built  before  the  road  will  be  available  for  traffic 
throughout.  A  portion  of  the  upper  part  of  the  road  is 
now  however  made  use  of  by  the  Planters. 
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JBe- constructing  Perwmncherra  Ardent. — The  masonry 
work  in  connection  with  this  anicut  has  been  completed, 
but  the  flooring  could  not  be  commenced  owing  to  the 
setting  in  of  the  monsoon. 

Perinholum  Bund  in  Ooragam. — About  half  the 
■earthwork  of  this  bund  was  completed  before  the  rains 
commenced. 

Deepening  Aratpoya  Canal.— This  was  undertaken  as 
an  emergent  work,  but  could  not  be  completed  during 
the  hot  weather. 

Trichoor  Cantonment. — Masonry  piers  have  been 
constructed  defining  the  limits  of  the  Cantonment; 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  barracks  and  a 
masonry  drain  has  been  constructed  on  the  western  side 
of  the  drill  ground.  A  lightning  conductor  was  also 
fitted  to  the  Powder  Magazine. 

Maintenance. — The  Chittoor  Irrigation  Canal  and  the 
roads  were  maintained  throughout  the  year  in  fair  order.

111.  During  the  year  there  were  delivered  at  the 
dep&ts  of  Ernacollum  and  Ponany  2,978  Teak  logs, 
taldoms  and  samplings,  measuring  3,245  Candies,  and 
335  Blackwood  logs  and  13  sawn  planks,  measuring 
645  Candies.  The  deliveries  show  a  large  increase  of 
1,730  logs  over  the  previous  year. 

112.  No  Teak  sleepers  were  cut  in  the  Machaud 
forest  as  was  done  experimentally  in  1058.  The  trial  not 
having  proved  very  profitable,  the  operation  in  question 
has  not  been  renewed.- 

113.  In  this  year  Teak  trees  of  large  dimensions 
were  discovered  in  a  declivity  of  the  Pothundoo  hills, 
and  an  estimate  for  felling  and  transmitting  them  to  the 
Ponany  depdt  having  been  submitted  by  the  Conservator, 
the  Government  have  accorded  sanction  for  extended 
operations  which  have  already  been  commenced  in  that 
locality. 


114-  The  amount  realised  by  the  sale  of  Teak  and 
Blackwood  logs  was  Bs.  46,423 — 13 — 2 ;  and  the  value 
of  timber  supplied  to  the  Public  Works  Department  was 
fis.  8,811 — 1 — 7,  making  a  total  of  fis.  55,234—14—9. 

115.  The  amount  received  on  account  of  the 
Chittoor  teak  forest  was  fis.  64,932 — 2 — 3,  against 
fis.  68,090—7 — 9  in  1058,  showing  a  decrease  'of 
Bs.  3,158—5 — 6  which  is  owing  to  the  contractor 
having  removed  a  smaller  quantity  of  timber  :  than 
in  the  previous  year.

118.  The  Forest  working  charges  have  been  less 
by  Rs.  9,352— 6 — 4  than  in  1058.  This  is  explained  by 
the  circumstance  that  a  considerable  sum  was  expended; 
in  the  previous  year  with  a  view  to  a  large  quantity  of 
timber  being  cut  and  prepared  for  transmission  to  the 
dep&ts  in  the  year  under  report.  This  outlay,  as  well  as 
the. amount  paid  for  sleepers  delivered  to  a  contractor  of 
the  Madras  Railway  Company,  both  of  which  formed 
prominent  items  in  the  accounts  of  1058,.  -are  not  present 
in  those  of  1059, 
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110.  The  lower  forests  have  .been  denuded  of  all 
large  sized  trees,  and  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  be 
conserved  and  given  rest  to  for  the  nest  few  years. 

ISO-  Only  three  elephants  (1  male  and  2  females) 
were  caught  this  season.  Of  these,  one  died  on  its  way 
to  the  training  shed.  Of  trained  elephants,  there  were 
15,  untrained  10,  and  11  are  kept  either  at  pagodas  or 
palaces,  making  the  total  number  of  elephants  86.  Of 
these  two  died  during  the  year  leaving  a  remainder  of  34, 
of  which  22  are  males  and  12  females. 

181.  Teat  Plantations.: — From  the  report 

received  from  the  Superintendent  of  Teak  Plantations, 
it  appears  that  46  acres  of  land  were  felxed  to  form  a 
plantation  at  a  cost  of  Ik  181-15-7 ;  1,469  acres  were 
weeded  at  a  cost  of  Sa.  2,383-6-1;  502  acres  were  pruned 
at  a  charge  of-Ss.  222-10-11;  and  46  acres  were  planted 
at  a  cost  of  xk  39-7-10,  the  number  of  plants  being 
35,575.  The  year’s  planting  is  reported  to  have  been  very 
successful  owing  to  the  occasional  showers  and  sunshine 
at  the  time  the  work  was  carried. on.  A  supply  of  teak 
seeds  was  collected  amounting  to  150  parrahs  costing 
fis.  29-15-6,  and  nearly  all  germinated.  Some  of  the 
plants  were  set  down  in  the  plantations  and  a  consider¬ 
able  number  remains  in  the  nursery  for  future  planting. 
Fire  traces  were  drawn  in  all  necessary  parts  of  the 
plantations,  the  expense  on  this  account  being  Bs.  120-1-4; 
in  addition  to  which  fresh  bridle  paths  were  opened  on 
the  new  clearings  at  a  total  cost  of  Ik  147-3-2.  The 
outlay  on  the  Teak  Plantations  for  the  year  aggregated 
Rs.  6,878-13-2  against  Bs.  5,791-6-6,  showing  an  increase 
of  Ss.  1,087-6-8  over  the  previous  year.  This  is  attri¬ 
butable  to  a  greater  extent  of  land  having  been  cleared 
and  planted  and  weeding  more  largely  carried  on,  - 
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©tfrital. 

IBS.  Daring  the  absence  of  Dr.  Morgan  on  other 
duty  from  May  to  September  1884,  Mr.  D.'  Gunther,  the 
Sub  Assistant  Surgeon,  was,  as  on  previous  occasions, 
placed  in  charge  of  the  department,  and  lie  performed  the 
duties  of  Medical  Officer  -to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Sirkar. 

Civil  Hospital  'Emaoollum— There  were  390 
in-patients  and  4*669  out-patients  during-  the  year  against 
355  and  4,212  respectively  in  the  year  previous.  The 
deaths  in  hospital  were  22,  chiefly  from  dropsies  m 
broken  down  subjects.  Of  the  in-patients  145  (37  per 
cent)  dieted  themselves.  There  being  more  accommo¬ 
dation  than  is  required  for  the  general  run  of  ho  p  a  l 
sick,  the  better  classes  resort  to  the  building  for  treat¬ 
ment  and  are  content  to  remain  when  they  can  obtain 
a  room  to  themselves.  Eight  major  and  128  minor 
operations  were  performed  during  the  year,  and  27 
women  were  relieved  in  childbirth.  There  were  no 
casualties  during  or  after  the  purely  surgical  operations, 
but  five  of  the  midwifery  cases  proved  fatal,  and  owing 
to  the  loss  of  valuable  time  before  assistance  was  sought, 
only  a  few  of  the  children  were  saved. 

Civil  Hospital  Trichoor .—There  were  253 
in-patients  against  326  and  2,879  out-patients  against 
2,776  in  the  year  preceding.  The  deaths  in  hospital 
were  27.  The  Apothecary  reports  having  performed  5 
major  and  40  minor  and  7  obstetric  operations.' 

Out-door  Dispensary  OMttoor.— There  were 
2,885  cases  treated. at  this  institution,  and  2  deaths  were 
known  to  have  occurred  among  them.  The  prevailing  ail¬ 
ments  were  agues,  skin  diseases,  rheumatism,  ophthalmia 
and  dyspepsia. 
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Epidemics. — Small-pox  prevailed  throughout  the 
year  in  many  of  the  taluqs  and  a  few  cases  of  cholera  in 
others. 

Vaccination. — The  Vaccinators  show  a  return  of 
10,534  operations  during  the  year,  of  which  9,462  are 
said  to  have  been  successful,  but  for  reasons  already 
stated,  these  figures  are  unreliable.  In  one  district, 
Chittoor,  the  Hospital  Assistant  states  in  his  annual 
report  that  during  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  of 
small-pox  he  was  requested  to  vaccinate  the  children  in 
town  but  the  people  refused  and  some  even  shut  up  their 
houses  until  he  went  away, 


Ipgrtllsmccwss. 

123-  Postal. — During  the  year  56,360  official 
communications,  408  books,  1,762  banghy  parcels,  and 
2,418  news-papers  were  carried  by  the  Sirkar  Post  on 
public  service ;  and  23,697  letters,  16  books,  61  banghy 
parcels,  and  5,402  news-papers  on  private  account.  The 
amount  of  postage  collected  was  33s.  893- — 1 — 8  against 
33s.  919—1 — 2  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  contemplated 
to  introduce  certain  changes  in  this  department  to  render 
it  more  popular  and  efficient. 

124-  Military. — The  Government  maintains  a 
small  force  of  infantry  which  is  chiefly  employed  as 
military  guards.  There  were  329  men  on  the  establish¬ 
ment  at'the  close  of  the  year.  There  are  4  guns  used 
for  firing  salutes,  and  a' small  detachment  of  Artillery 
composed  of  2  non-commissioned  officers  and  18  gunners. 
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There  is  besides,  a  Body-guard  in  attendance  on  His 
Highness  the  Rajah,  consisting  of  1  Jemadar,  1  Havildar, 
1  Naigue,  and  9  Troopers. 

185.  Press. — The  value  of  the  work  executed 
at  the  Sirkar  Press  during  the  year  is  estimated  at 
R$.  5,788 — 8 — 0  against  Rs.  5,406 — 11 — 0  in  the  year 
preceding.  A  new  iron  Press  and  printing  materials 
were  purchased  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  1,698 — 2 — 11. 

126-  Population- — According  to  the  Census 
taken  on  the  17th  February  1881,  the  population  was  re¬ 
turned  at  6,00,278  persons;  3,01,815  males  and 2,98,463 
females.  Divided  among  the  chief  religious  denominations, 
they  consist  of  4,29,324  Hindus,  1,36,361  Christians, 
.  33,344  Mahometans,  and  1,249  Jews.

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128-  The  chief  sources  of  revenue,  with  the  causes 
of  increase  or  decrease,  have  already  been  explained 
under  their  proper  heads.  It  remains  to  speak  of  the 
miscellaneous  revenue  which  presents  an  increase  of 
Rs.  22,252 — 12 — 0.  The  items  which  come  under  this 
head  have  been  given  in  detail  in  the  last  report,  and  the 
present  increase  is  due  to  augmented  receipts  of  extra 
.revenue  and  from  the  sale  of  sundry  goods. 

129.  In  disbursements  there  is  an  increase  in  the 
Palace  Establishment  of  Is.  1,714 — 15 — 11,  which  is 
owing  to  a  stipend  settled  on  one  of  the  Princes  in  1058 
having  been  drawn  only  in  part  in  that  year,  while  the 
whole  was  paid  in  the  year  under  report.  Moreover,  an 
allowance  to  a  Junior  Prince  was  sanctioned  towards 
the  close  of  the  year. 

130.  There  is  .an  increase  of  Its.  2,663-11-8  in  the 
charge  for  Religious  and  of  fis.  2,788-14-9  in  that  for 
Charitable  Institutions.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the 
higher  price  paid  for  provisions  purchased  in  the  course 
of  the  year. 

131-  The  Administrative  Establishment  shows  an 
increase  of  Rs.  1,151—10—8,  which  is  clue  to  a  new 
establishment  having  been  created  for  the  survey  and 
assessment  of  lands,  the  disputed  right  to  which  has  been 
settled  by  the- recent  ai’bitration  awards.  - 

132.  The  small  increase  of  Rs.,  599-7-2  under  the 
head  of  Judicial  was  on  account  of  the  purchase  of  .  law 
books  and  some  minor  increases  to  the  subordinate 
officers  of  the  department. 

>133-  The  Educational  Establishment  shows  an 
increase  of  Rs,  1,863 — 13 — 9,  which  has  arisen- chiefly 
from  increases  given  to  some  of  the  masters  of  the  High 
School  and  District  Schools.. 
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134.  The  Police  expenditure  has  increased  bj 
Ss.  8,934—9 — 2  which  is  a  necessary  result  of  the 
introduction  of  the  new  Police  system  into  some  of  the 
Taluqs  during  the  year. 

135-  In  the  Military  charges  there  is  an  increase 
of  Rs.  480-3-9,  chiefly  on  account  of  clothing  purchased. 

136-  The  decrease  of  Bs.  4, 817 — 6— 7  in  pension 
is  principally  owing  to  the  lapse  of  the  pension  granted 
to  the  late  Dewan  T.  Shungoonny  Menon. 

137  The  causes  of  the  increased  expenditure  of 
Bs.  20,522 — 2 — 7  on  Public  Works  hare  been  before 
explained  in  para:  104. 

138-  The  Charges  Extraordinary  show  a  large 
decrease  of  Rs.  26,282 — 4 — 3  in  consequence  of  the  dis¬ 
bursements  on  account  of  the  boundary  disputes  having 
been  considerably  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  the 
matters  at  issue  having  been  well  nigh  settled.  Besides, 
the  expenses  connected  with  His  Highness  the  Eliah 
Rajah’s  visit  to  Madras  and  other  parts,  which  entered 
into  the  accounts  of  1058,  do  not  exist  in  those  of  the 
year  under  report.  The  charges  on  account  of  the 
hospitalities  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  on  his  visit 
to  His  Highness  in  the  preceding  year  are  also  absent 
from 'the  accounts  of  1059. 

139.  The  Miscellaneous  Expenses  have  decreased 
•  by  fis.  643 — 10 — 2,  the  result  of  a  reduced  expenditure 
in  the  Forest  Department.

Irregular  attendance — overstaying' 
leave — quitting  the  station  without  sanction — seemed  to’ 
them  to  be  matters  of  no  account  whatever ;  still  in  the- 
interests  of  discipline  punishment  had  to  he  indicted. 

85.  The  cases  in  which  fine  was  imposed  may 
perhaps  appear  too  many;  but  experience  shows  that  this 
mode  of  punishment  is  the  only  one  which,  is  calculated 
to  make  the  desired  impression  on  the  policeman. 

86-  There  were  three  criminal  prosecutions  instituted 
under  departmental  orders.

06  cers-  .  by  a  Constable  of  a  cloth  belonging 
to  a  comrade.  He  was  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to 
1  day’s  simple  imprisonment  and  a  fme  of  Bs.  5.  Another 
Was  against  a  Constable  who  extorted  fis.  5  from  a  man 
whom  he  had  seized  in  the  act  of  smuggling  salt.  The 
third  was  against  a  Head  Constable,  who  in  conjunction 
with  a  Parvathicaren  (the  revenue  official  head  of  a  village) 
had  extorted  money  in  connection  with  an  inquest.  Both 
Were  convicted  by  the  District  Magistrate  and  sentenced 
each  to  6  months’  imprisonment,  but  were  on  appeal 
acquitted  by  the  Sessions  Judge, 

87*  There  were  6  prosecutions  against  the  Police 
by  private  individuals,  In  one  case  1  Inspector,  1  Head 
Constable  and  2  Constables  were  charged  with  assault, 
the  complainant  being  one  whom  the  Police  was  prose¬ 
cuting  for  resistance  to  the  Police  in  the  execution  of 
their  duty.  All  the  police  officers  were  acquitted  by  the 
District  Magistrate  before  whom  the  trial  was  held.  In 
•  another  case  in  which  4  Constables  were  accused  of 
causing  hurt  a  conviction  was  had3  the  men  being 
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Sentenced  to  smaii  fines.  One  Constable  -who  was  tried 
on  a  similar  charge  before  another  Taluq  Magistrate  was 
acquitted.  One  Constable  who  was  tried  for  assault  and 
wrongful  confinement  and  2  for  assault  and  wrongful 
restraint  were  also  acquitted.  The  remaining  case  was 
one  in  which  1  Head  Constable  and'  1  Constable  were 
accused  of  murder.  The  death  was  registered  as  an 
occurrence ;  but  on  complaint  preferred  immediately  by 
the  relatives  of  the  deceased  the  Taluq  Magistrate  took 
the  case  into  his  hands  and  after  a  protracted  enquiry 
discharged  the  accused  police  officers. 

88-  During  tlie  year,  1,075  cases  were  reported 
Crimes  Generally.  direct  to  the  Police  and  258  were 

referred  to  the  Police  by  the  Magis¬ 
tracy  making  a  total  of  1,833.  Of  these  1,015  were  dis¬ 
posed  of  while  318  were  pending  investigation  partly 
before  the  Police  and  partly  before  the  Magistracy.

The  Police  also  escorted  passengers 
between  Nunnieode  and  Meenachipuram  in  the  talnq  of 
Cbittoor  where  Makers  have  been  occasionally  giving 
trouble.

No 
loss  to  human  lives  or  animals  was  reported. 
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105-  The  revenue  for  the  year  under  report 
■amounted  to  fis.  6,44,828-7-9  against  Es.  6,38,230-7-1  in 
the  previous  year,  showing  an  increase  of  Es.  6,598-0-8. 
The  increased  receipts  are  due  to  a  larger  extent  of  rice 
cultivation  having  been  carried  on  in  the  Trichoor  Lake 
in  consequence  of  a  favourable  season.,  and  to  the  revenue 
recovered  by  assessments  in  some  of  the  villages  in  the 
Adoor  G-ramom  and  Pulliporum,  which  yielded  no  revenue 
of  late  till,  by  the  Arbitration  awards.,  Travancore’s 
objection  to  its  collection  by  this  State  was  removed.

From 
the  returns  of  the  out-turn  of  Coffee  received  from  the 
Planters  or  Agents  it  appears  that  the  yield  for  the 
year  1884  was  lbs.

1,08,949-15-G 
and  the  balance  Bs.  2,639-0-3  represents  the  receipts  at 
the  Sirkar  Ports. 

109.  According  to  the  Returns  furnished  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Customs  115  vessels  of  an  aggregate 
tonnage  of  69,117  entered  inwards  and  cleared  outwards 
at  the  Ports  of  JSTarrakel  and  Mallipooram  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  106  vessels  and  71,648  tons 
respectively  in  1059. 

no.  The  Port  dues  collected  during  the  year 
amounted  to  Bs.  5,646-15-0  against  Bs.  6,063-11-0  in 
the  previous  year. 


111.  The  amount  realised  by  the  sale  of  the  Abkary 
Farm  in  the  year  under  report  was  Bs.  61,522 — 11 — 5  as 
compared  with  Bs.  60,916 — 11 — 9  in  the  year  previous, 
giving  an  increase  of  Bs.  605 — 15—8. 

112.  The  Opium  Farm  produced  the  sum  of 
Bs.

120-  It  will  be  observed  that  tbe  largest  number 
of  documents  registered  and  tbe  highest  amount  of  fees 
realised  were  at  Canayanoor.

128.  The  increase  is  distributed  nearly  over  all 
the  classes  which  seemed  to  he  quite  full,  even  more  so 
than  is  desirable  for  accurate  teaching.

130-  The  Director  considers  it  possiblo  that  the 
Matriculation  class  may  be  reached  in  9  years,  so  that  a 
boy  entering  the  Vernacular  class  in  his  sixth  or  seventh 
year  would  be  15  or  16  at  his  Matriculation.  Few, 
however,  succeed  in  working  up  thus  rapidly)  and  if  they 
do,  their  education  is  generally  found  to  bo  more  super¬ 
ficial  than  sound.  It  is  not  expected  that  a  boy  could 
get  through  the  3rd  class  in  one  year,  as  the  work  now 
assigned  to  it  requires  at  least  18  months  or  2  years,  and 
to  do  it  in  shorter  time  appears  to  bo  more  than  even  a 
boy  of  good  abilities  can  usually  effect.  In  all  the  classes 
up  to  the  third  promotions  arc  regulated  by  tho  school 
examinations  only,  but  in  all  the  classes  above  it  the  boys 
are  submitted  to  examinations  similar  to  those  bold  in  the 
British  Government  Schools,  and  there  is  no  chance  of 
getting  on  quicker  than  at  tho  rato  of  one  class  a  year. 

131.  The  average  daily  attendance  at  tho  High 
School  was  417  or  88  per  cent.,  showing  fair  regularity  of 
attendance;  and  the  average  age  of  tho  boys  was  over  14. 

132.  The  new  admissions  during  the  year  were 
119  against  129  admitted  in  tho  previous  year.  Of 
these  119,  forty-throe  wero  beginners  from  Brnacollum; 

5  were  sent  up  from  tho  District  School  at  Trichoor; 

6  from  Muttanchcrry ;  1  from  Chittoor;  and  11  from 
Irinjalacoday.  Eleven  were  contributed  by  tho  Catholic 
Church  School  in  British  Cochin;  5  by  tho  Palghaut 
Schools;  3  by  the  Calicut  College;  5  by  tho  Trovandrum 
College  and  22  by  tho  Cottayam  and  other  Schools,  while 
10  had  been  pursuing  private  study. 
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133;  As  in  the  previous  year  examinations  -were 
field  not  only  half  yearly  in  each  division,  but  annually 
■with  the  whole  class  taken  together. 

134-  The  following  statement  shows  to  what  castes 
nr  religions  the  students  of  the  High  School  belong.  The 
important  classes,  Brahmins  and  Sudras,  as  well  as  the 
Roman  Catholics  continue  to  be  the  most  numerous  : — 


135.  Bor  the  fifth  time  the  students  of  the  Upper 
Fourth  Class  were  sent  up  for  the  Middle  School  Examin¬ 
ation.  Twenty-nine  were  examined  with  a  result  that 
nine,  passed  in  the  First  Class ;  6  in  the  Second ;  and 
,8  in  the  Third;  while  6  failed.  This  shows  a  slight 
improvement  over  last  year,  the  passes  being  79  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number  examined,  comparing  favourably 
vrith  *the  general  result  in  the  Madras  Presidency,  ' 
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136-  In  this  year  the  Fifth  Class  was,  for  the 
second  time,  submitted  to  the  Comparative  Examination, 
of  all  the  Fifth  Classes  in  the  Presidency,  held  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Instruction.  Last  year  36  boys  went 
up  of  Whom  17  passed  and  19  failed;  some  of  these 
failures  however  were  by  a  mark  or  two  only,  and  22  in 
all  out  of  the  36  joined  the  Matriculation  Class.  This 
year  the  review  is  better,  as  there  were  27  passes  (3 
being  in  Class  I)  out  of  35  who  were  sent  up.  This 
shows  a  result  of  80  per  cent.,  while  the  average  for 
the  Presidency  was  58,  from  which  it  is  to  be  inferred 
that  the  Fifth  Class  was  working  fairly  up  to  its  proper 
standard. 

137.  Next  in  order  of  importance  come  the  Uni¬ 
versity  Examinations — Matriculation  and  E.  A.  For  tho 
Matriculation  the  High  School  sent  up  26  boys  of  whom 
16  passed ;  9  in  the  First  Class  and  7  in  tho  Second, 
while  there  were  10  failures,  which  is  but  little  inferior 
to  the  result  of  last  year  when  20  went  up  and  18  passed, 
8  being  placed  in  Class  l.  Of  the  16  that  passed  in  1060, 
11  have  joined  the  F.  A.  Class  and  5  ceased  their  studies 
in  this  school.  Of  the  10  who  failed,  7  rejoined  the  class 
and  are  among  the  best  candidates  for  the  next  year.  Of 
those  that  obtained  a  First  Class  the  two  foremost  were 
well  placed. 

R.  Pulni  Andi.  . .  was  17th  in  Class  I. 

It.  Appathurai  Krishncn...  25th  in  Class  I. 

To  E.  Pulni  Andi  the  stipendiary  scholarship  of  its.  5 
a  month  was  allotted  and  a  free  scholarship  up  to  tho 
F.  A.  to  the  second  student.  The  per-centago  of  passes 
was  72  which  compares  well  with  49  per  cent.,  for 
the  whole  of  the  students  who  appeared  that  year  for 
Matriculation,  * 
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138.  For  the  First  Arts  Examination  tie  wide  of 
tie  class  (16  students)  was  sent  up  for  examination, 
and  of  tiese  10  passed  of  wiom  3  were  in  Class  I  and  7 
in  Class  II,  wiile  6  failed..  Tiis  is  a  better  result  than 
that  of  last  year  when  only  8  passed  and  all  in  Class  II. 
Of  the  10  successful  F.  A.  men,  8  are  reading  for  the 
Degrees  in  Arts ;  4  at  the  Christian  College  at  Madras ; 
2  at  the  Presidency  and  2  at  Trevandrum,  while  2  others 
have  been  employed. 

139.  The  following  are  the  names  of  old  pupils  of 
the  High  School  who  have  gained  their  B.  A.  degrees 
after  reading- at  other  Colleges  : —

The  two  last  have  obtained  posts  as  teachers  at  Calicut. 

It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  A.  M.  Muthunayakom  Pillay 
and  K..  Narayana  Marar  have  both  taken  their  B.  L. 
degrees  and  are  practising  as  pleaders. 

140.  There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  fees  owing 
to  augmented  numbers  in  the  Upper  Classes,  but  with 
our  low  scale  of  fees  the  amount  produced  from  this 
source  will  always  be  but  a  small  part  of  the  cost,  of  the' 
School.. 

141.  The  sales  from  the  Book  Depot  have  been  a 
little  less  than  those  of  last  year,  and  the  purchases  have 
been  greater  so  that  now  the  stock  is  somewhat  larger 
amounting  in  value  to  over  Rupees  3000..  The  books  are 
all  in  fair  condition. 
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DISTRICT  SCHOOLS. 

Tibchoob. — 142.  Taking  the  Schools  in  order  Trichoor 
claims  first  attention  alike  from  its  situation,  its  numbers 
and  its  improving  condition.  The  increase  in  the  number 
of  students  has  continued  and  the  general  state  of  the 
School  has  decidedly  improved.  There  is  however  much 
yet  to  be  done  to  work  it  up  to  a  thoroughly  satisfactory 
condition  as  the  classes  are  all  rather  below  the  standards 
they  should  be.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  1060 
Mr.  Cheriyan  was  the  Acting  Head  Master  and  he  conti¬ 
nued  his  superintendence  of  the  School  until  December 
1884  when,  at  his  own  wish,  he  reverted  to  his  High  School 
mastership,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  P.  A.  Subramaniya 
Iyer,  b.  a.,  who  had  been  a  pupil  at  Ernacollum  up  to  his 
F.  A.  grade.  Under  both  these  masters  the  discipline  and 
work  of  the  School  have  been  very  well  maintained.-  The 
numbers  have  risen  from  155  to  193  and  an  average  daily 
attendance  of  168  betokens  fair  regularity.  This  increase 
of  numbers  has  required  the  addition  of  two  fresh  classes ; 
one  being  a  re-opening  of  the  Lower  Vernacular  Class 
and  the  other  an  extra  Class  whose  teacher  is  paid  out  of 
School  funds.  Class  III  is  the  highest  Class,  and  though 
the  Director  has  been  petitioned  to  introduce  Lower  and 
Upper  Fourth  Classes,  he  does  not  at  present  see  that 
there  are  sufficient  grounds  to  justify  recommending  so 
costly  an  addition  to  the  expense  of  the  School  Establish¬ 
ment.  When  the  existing  classes  are  well  up  to  the 
standards  the  question  will  he  considered.  The  inspection 
results  show,  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year, 
generally  unimportant  differences,  but  there  is  a  marked 
improvement  in  History. 

Muttanchekt.  -143.  In  this  School  there  has  been 
no  change  of  establishment,  and  though  the  School  has 
become  a  little  reduced  in  numbers,  good  work  has  been 


accomplished  under  N.  Nilacanda  Putter,  the  Head 
Master,  who  bestows  much  care  on  his  work  of  teaching. 
The  numbers  have  fallen  from  160  to  140  but  this  the 
Director  expects  will  be  recovered  in  another  year.  Six 
boys  have  been  sent  up  to  tbe  High  School  and  more  would 
have  been  sent  bad  there  been  room  to  receive  them.  The 
present  classes  are  rather  below  their  standards  as  may 
be  inferred  from  tbe  falling  off  in  tbe  per-centage  of  the 
inspection  returns  which  show  slightly  decreased  results. 

Chittooe. — 144-  This  is  a  purely  Hindu  School. 
There  are  no  Christian,  Mahometan  or  Jewish  boys  in  it. 
There  has  been  no  change  in  the  establishment  in  the  year 
under  report,  but  tbe  numbers  of  the  boys  have  dropped 
from  131  to  123,  a  very  slight  decrease.  One  boy  was  sent 
up  from  this  School  to  the  High  School  during  tbe  year, 
but  as  most  of  the  students,  when  they  are  fit  to  enter 
the  Lower  Fourth  Class,  go  to  the  Palghat  School  or  to 
the  newly-opened  School  at  Peruvemba,  both  of  which 
are  so  near  their  homes,  the  High  School  cannot  expect 
any  large  supply  from  Chittoor.  The  inspection  results 
are  almost  the  same  as  last  year  and  the  School  has 
been,  working  well  under  its  Head  Master  Sirinavasa  Rao. 

Ikikjalacodat. — 145-  There  is  but  little  to  remark 
about  this  School  which  remains  under  the  charge  of  Siva- 
rama  Pillai.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  teaching 
staff  which,  is  not  a  very  strong  one.  The  numbers  have 
dropped  from  88  to  76.  The  falling  off  of  12  in  so  small  a 
school  is  a  serious  loss.  It  is  strange  that  in  a  large 
village  like  Irinjalacoday  where  there  is  a  large  Roman 
Catholic  population,  there  should  be  but  3  Christian 
boys  in  the  School  while  there  are  72  Hindus.  The 
Director  has  not  been  able  to  ascertain  that  the  Roman 
Cathjphcs  have  any  prejudice  against  the  School  bat  it  ^ 
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simply  appears  that  they  do  not  care  for  English  education-.. 
This  School  sent  up  8  of  its  pupils  to  the  High  School, 
in  the  year.  The  inspection  results  show  a  little  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  whole  over  last  year.  The  discipline  of 
the  School  is  reported  as  not  what  it  should,  he  and  the 
work  as  rather  languid. 

IfuNNEKoauiM. — 146-  The  last  School  to  review  is' 
Kuunencolum,  but  in  point  of  distinction,  in  the  inspec¬ 
tion  returns  it  stands  foremost,  as  its  boys  obtained  the 
best  averages  in  English,  Arithmetic,.  Malayalam,  and 
Geography  in  which  last  subject  it  shared  the  first  place- 
with  Chittoor.  The  School  is  working  vory  well  under- 
its  experienced  Head  Master  G.  Thariyan.  The  numbers, 
have  risen  again  a  little  from  173  to  177.  In  a  Syrian 
town  like  Kunnencolum  it  must  be  expected  that  the 
Christians  would  form  the  larger  part  of  the  School,  but 
there  are  29  Hindus  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  numbor  will 
increase.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  staff  during, 
the  year.  The  inspection  returns  show  good  and  steady 
work,  and  the  whole  condition  and  discipline  of  the 
School  are  very  satisfactory  and  encouraging. 

147-  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  grant  sanctioned 
in  aid  of  the  Wadakancherry  School  has  not  yet  been 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  Managers.  If  no  steps  be 
taken  by  them  shortly  to  avail  themselves  of  it,  the  grant 
might  be  transferred  to  some  other  Village  School.  As 
a  contrast  to  this,  there  has  been  an  excellent  movement 
made  at  Tripoonitorah  to  open,  a  good  School  there,  and 
a  grant-in-aid  of  Eupees  30  has  been  sanctioned  by  the 
Government.  The  Director  hopes  in  his  next  report  to 
be  able  to  record  that  this  School  is  not  only  in  good 
working  order  but  is  drawing  the  full  amount  of  the 
grant.  .  It  is  intended  to  bring  all  the  aided  Schools  in 
the  State  under  some  common  rules.  r- 
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148.  The  Palace  School  remains  under  the  charge 
of  P.  Sankara  Narayana  Chettiar,  if.  A.,  assisted  by  the 
same  establishment  as  before.  Sanction  for  an  additional 
teacher  for  the  elementary  class  was  given  in  June  1885, 
but  as  four  of  the  younger  Princes  were  shortly  after 
withdrawn  from  the  School  in  order  to  devote  their  whole 
time  to  Sanskrit,  there  was  no  necessity  of  filling  up  the 
■appointment.  The  Elder  Princes  now  attending  the 
School  are  Their  Highnesses  the  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth, . 
Seventh,  Eighth,  Nineth,  Tenth  and  Thirteenth  Princes. 
The  Director’s  visits  to  this  School  showed  that  steady 
progress  had  been  made  and  that  the  work  of  the  masters 
was  satisfactory.  His  Highness  the  Fourth  Prince  is 
reported  to  be  advancing  well  in  His  studies,  while  the 
other  Princes  are  getting  to  speak  English  with  fair 
fluency. 

149.  The  number  of  students  in  all  the  Schools  of 
the  State  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  1,206  against  1,152 
•at  the  end  of  1059,  showing  an  increase  of  54.  This 
increase  is  entirely  among  the  Hindus  and  Christians, 
■while  among  the  Mahometans  and  Jews<a  large  decrease 
is  recorded.  Distributed  under  the  four  chief  religions 
denominations  there  were  789  Hindus,  401  Christians, 
11  Mahometans  and  5  Jews. 

150.  The  teaching  staff  of  the. Educational  Depart¬ 
ment  consists  of  65  Masters  of  whom  5  are  Graduates, 

7  First  in  Arts,  and  28  Matriculates  ;  5  who  have  passed 
the  Fourth  and  5  the  Fifth  Grade,  and  15  who  are 
'ungraded.  The  increase  of  4  over  the  total  of  teachers 
last  year  is  made  up  by  an  increase  of  onetin  each  of  the 
graded  ranks.

151.  The  expenditure  on.  Public  Works  during  the  year 
has  been  Us.  3,64,672-6—4  against  Ps.  3,28,520—1—8  in  the 
preceding  year,  showing  an  increase  of  Bs.  36,152-4-8. 
This  increased  expenditure  has  been  chiefly  incurred  on 
the  following  accounts,  viz  :  additional  payments  for  the 
repair  of  the  Shoranore  bridge ;  the  construction  of  a 
new  bridge  accross  the  Manalay  river ;  the  Moolatoray 
Irrigation  works  and  for  the  new  Public  Offices  at  Erna-^ 
collum.  A  sum  of  ft.  10,000  was  also  expended  in  the 
year  for  the  renewal  of  old,  and  re-construction  of  other, 
buildings  attached  to  the  Residency  at  Bolghatty,  while 
upwards  of  ft.  20,000  was  the  outlay  on  Police  Stations 
newly  constructed.

As  the  estimate  was  sanctioned  only  late  in  the  year;, 
the  earthwork  was  only  partly  done  and  metal  was 
collected. 

— This  road 
connects  the  village  with  the  Is  adapoony  or  trunk  road., 
between  Colinjampara  and  Ohittoor;  part  of  the 
earthwork  was  finished,  granite  metal-  collected  and 
culverts  constructed. 

Re-metalling  Road  from  Ferry  to  Tripoonilor ah  Eastern 
Fort-Gate.— Two  and  a  half  miles  of  this  road  have 
been  re-metalled,  it  is  an  important  one  being  the 
trunk  road  between  Ernacollum  and  Tripoonitorah. 

Raising  Moolatoray  Anicut. — To  obtain  sufficient  water  in 
'the  Moolatoray  Irrigation  canal  it  was  necessary  either 
to  deepen  the  large  rock  cutting  or  to  raise  the*. level 
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<of  water  in  tlie  river  'by  increasing  the'  'height  of  the 
mnicut.  The  latter  plan,  besides  being  the  cheaper  of 
the  two,  considerably  strengthened  tbe  work,  as  an 
■entirely  new  anicut  was  built  in  front  of,  and  bonded 
into,  the  old  one  ;  the  brick  work  has  all  been  built  in 
Soonkee  morter  and  plastered  with  Portland  Cement. 
The  work  was  completed  before  the  monsoon  and  the 
water  turned  down  the  Irrigation  canal  in  the  month 
of  May,  much  to  the  satisfaetion  of  the  landowners. 

Moolatoray  'Irrigation  Canal. — Another  2f  miles  of  this 
canal  was  opened  during  the  year  and  water  distributed 
,  as  far  as  Ohumameeranpully,  the  total  length  of  canal 
now  open  being  15  miles.  The  canal  will  be  opened 
throughout  early  next  year  or  in  time  to  irrigate  the 
paddy  fields  round  about  Tattamungalom. 

Two  new  revetment  walls  have  been  constructed 
on  the  2nd  mile  and  the  Cambulathoray  Tank  bund

— Twelve  timber  piles  of  the 
Pier  were  placed  in  position  but  were  washed  away 
in  consequence  of  the  sea  encroaching.  Eight  of  the 
piles  were  recovered,  but  it  was  found  impossible  tq 
continue  the  work  as  the  sea  was  very  rough  and  the 
surf  high.  The  materials  were  transferred  to  Narrakel 
and  used  for  the  new  southern  pier  opposite  the 
British  India  Company’s  godowns. 

Narrakel  Southern  Pier. — This  work  having  been  , com¬ 
menced  late  in  the  year,  only  a  few  piles  were  driven 
owing  to  the  frequent  interruptions  consequent  on  the 
burst  of  the  S.  W.  Monsoon.  Ilhis  pier  will  be  found 
of  great  advantage  to  the  merchants  especially  at  the 
commencement  of  the  season  before  the  mud  on  the 
beach  has  been  dispersed. 

Deepening  Perinihode  Canal. — A  portion  of  this  canal  wan 
deepened,  the  remainder  had  to  stand  over  on  account 
of  objections  raised  by  the  adjoining  land  owners. 
Opening  a  new  diversion  from  Poodhenthode  Canal  to.  the 
Trichoor  Lake. — This  work  was  taken  in  hand  and 
completed  during  the  hot  weathpr.  It  forms  a  portion 
of  the  Navigation  Canal  between  Trichoor  and  Cochin. 
The  other  Miscellaneous  works  were  all  completed. 
Maintenance—  The  Moolathoray  and  Nurnee  Irrigation 
Canals  as  well  as  the  roads  were  maintained  through¬

157.  la  the  year  under  report  2,638  Teak  lugs, 
taldoms  and  saplings  measuring  2,877  candies;,  and  12G 
blackwood  logs  measuring  320  candies  wore  delivered  at 
the  depots  of  Brnacollum  and  Ponany. 

158-  A  number  of  teak  trees  of  largo  dimensions 
discovered  on  tlio  Potlioondoo  lulls  in  tbo  previous  year 
were  felled  and  logs  prepared  and  brought,  down  to  the 
river  side,  ready  to  bo  floated  down  to  Ponany, 

159-  The  amount  realised  by  tlio  sale  of  teak  and 
blackwood  logs  was  Ik  63,720-10-5  including  the  value 
of  the  timber  supplied  to  the  Public  Works  Department 
which  was  Bs.  10,424-14-3. 

160-  The  amount  received  on  account  of  the 
Chittoor  teak  forest  was  Rupees  39,33H — 5 — 5  against 
3Ek  64,932-2-3  in  the  previous  year  showing  a  doorcase 
of  Rs.  25,593-12-10  which  is  duo  to  a  smaller  quantity  of 
timber  having  been  removed  by  the  contractors.

162-  The  excess  of  receipts  oyer  expenses  amounts 
to  Es.  47,026-14-7  not  including  the  probable  value  of 
6  tuskers  and  3  female  elephants  caught,  which  may 
be  taken  at  Es.  12,000. 

163.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  Es.  4,749-5-4 
in  forest  charges  over  the  expenses  of  1059  which  is 
■  chiefly  due  to  the  special  outlay  incurred  for  cutting  and 
prepairing  timber  at  the  Paravatfcany  and  Pothundu  hills 
for  transmission  to  the  depots. 

Teak  Plantations. — Ig4.  During  the  year  14  acres 
pf  land  were  reported  to  have  been  cleared;  769  acres 
were  weeded ;  370  pruned;  and  14  planted.  Eire  traces 
were  also  drawn  in  all  necessary  directions  and  bridle 
paths  swept  clean  and  chipped  as  a  protection  from  fire- 
Plants  to  the  number  of  10,761  were  taken  from  the 
Nursery  for  planting,  but  a  greater  number  still  remains 
for  future  planting.  There  are  in  all  24  plantations 
spread  over  a  total  area  of  615  acres.  The  condition 
of  the  plants,  about  10,761  in  number,  is  reported  to  be 
good  generally.  The  plants  have  reached  an  average 
height  of  30  feet  and  an  average  girth  of  13  inches.  The 
total  expenditure  on  the  plantations  was  Es.  4,119-12-10 
against  Es.  6,878 — 13—2  in  the  previous  year.  The 
decrease  is  owing  to  no  felling  having  been  carried  on 
through  scarcity  of  labour  and  the  field  of  operations 
having  been  more  limited. 

165-  The  Cardamom  Plantations  have  for  some 
years  been  worked  at  a  loss  to  the  Sirkar  owing  to  exten¬ 
sive  smuggling  across  the  frontier  in  the  directions  of 
Coimbatore,  Malabar  and  Travancore.  Arrangements 
are  in  contemplation  to  place  the  hills  under  proper 
management. 


IITcftintL 

166.  From  the  report  submitted  by  the  Medical 
Officer  to  this  Government  the  following  particulars  are 
gathered: — 

Cmx  Hostutax,  EmroiiT.nM. — 167.  There  wore  307  in 
and  4,643  out-patients  during  the  year  against  390  and 
4,669  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  Tho  deaths  in 
hospital  were  38  chiefly  from  general  dropsy}  parturition 
and  dysentery.  Of  tho  307  iu-patients  102  dieted  them¬ 
selves  and  the  rest  were  maintained  at  the  cost  of  the 
State.  Care  was  taken  not  to  diet  patients  who  were  in 
a  position  to  support  themselves  or  who  were  not  the 
subjects  of  tho  State.  This  accounts  for  the  slight 
decrease  in  the  admissions.  Thirteen  major  and  117 
minor  operations  were  performed  during  tho  year,  and 
19  women  were  relieved  in  child  birth  in  the  hospital  and 
33  were  attended  to  out  side.  Eight  of  tho  midwifery 
oases  in  the  hospital  proved  fatal  owing  mainly  to  delay 
and  bad  treatment  before  coming  to  hospital. 

Mrs.  Mackay  resigned 'her  place  as  nurso'in  May  last 
and  the  Sirltar  is  desiring  to  obtain  a  native  Midwife  to 
take  her  place. 

In  October  1884  there  was  an  outbreak  of  cholera  at 
Ernacollum  which  caused  28  deaths  in  about  a  fort¬ 
night.  The  epidemic  ended  as  abruptly  as  -it  began. 
Great  attention  was  paid  to  tho  sanitation  of  the  place. 
The  employment  of  four  scavengers  and  an  out-door 
inspector  was  sanctioned  and  they  wore  placed  under  tho 
orders  of  Mr.  R.  Gunther.  The  Jailor  at  Ernacollum 
was  also  directed  to  place  a  small  batch  of  prisoners  at 
Mr.  Gunther’s  disposal  for  sanitary  work.  The  Public 
Works  Department,  the  Sessions  Judge  of  the  places  and 


the  Deputy  Peishkar  were  also  desired  to  render  such 
assistance  as  was  required.  The  bazaars  and  fish  market 
were  kept  as  clean  as  circumstances  permitted  by  the 
scavengers,  but  from  the  want  of  discipline  among  the 
convicts  they  were  not  found  as  useful  as  was  desired. 

Civil  Hospital  Teickoor.— 168-  There  were  239  in 
and  2,763  out-patients  during  the  year  against  258  and. 
2,879  respectively  iu  the  preceding  year.  There  were  23 
deaths  among  the  in-patients  and  16  are  known  to  have 
occurred  among  the  out-patients.  Three  capital,  132 
minor  and  6  obstetric  operations  were  performed  during 
the  year.  Small-pox  prevailed  to  a  great  extent  in  and 
about  Trichoor  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  in 
the  months  of  May  and  June  the  town  was  visited  by  an 
epidemic  of  cholera.  One  hundred  and  fifty-three  cases 
of  the  disease  were  reported  of  which  121  proved  fatal. 

Out-Door  Dispensary  Ciiittooe.— 169.  There  were 
3,823'  cases  treated  during  the  year.  The  most  common 
diseases  in  the  district  are  ague,  rheumatism  and  ophthal¬ 
mia.  Sinall-pox  and  cholera  prevailed  throughout  the 
year  in  several  parts  of  the  district. 

170-  The  large  and  spacious  Hospital  at  Erna- 
collum,  well  provided  with  drugs  and  appliances,  is  no 
doubt  a  source  of  substantial  benefit  to  those  resorting  to 
it.  The  numerous  surgical  and  obstetric  cases  that  were 
treated  tend  to  show  that  the  work  done 'therein  is 
appreciated  by  the  public  and  that  the  hospital  is  answer¬ 
ing  its  purpose. 

171.  At  Trichoor  there  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  any  noticeable  improvement  in  the  class  of  cases, 
the  patients  coming  for  treatment  consisting  chiefly  of 
infirn*  paupers. 
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The  out-door  dispensary  at  Cliittoor  lias  not  been 
inspected  since  it  was  opened  in  May  1883,  but  fair  work 
appears  to  have  been  done,  as  may  be  seen  from  the 
monthly  and  yearly  returns  of  the,  sick. 

Vaccination. — 172.  The  returns  of  tho  vaccine 
department  show  a  total  of  12,537  operations,  of  which 
11,778  are  reported  successful  and  759  unsuccessful.

Postal. — 173-  During  tho  year  65,138  official  com¬ 
munications,  348  books,  1,887  banghy  parcels  and  3,374 
news-papers  were  carried  by  the  Sirkar  Post  on  the 
Public  Service,  and  23,095  letters,  3  books,  92  banghy 
parcels  and  9,130  newspapers  on  private  account.  The 
amount  of  postage  collected  was  Pa.  969-7-7  against 
fis.  893-1-8  in  the  preceding  year. 

Military. — 174-  The  Sirkar  maintains  a  small  force 
of  infantry  consisting  of  about  330  men  which  is  chiefly 
employed  as  military  guards.  There  are  4  guns  used  for 
firing  salutes  and  a  small  detachment  of  artillery  com¬ 
posed  of  2  non-commissioned  officers  and  18  gunners. 
The  Body-guards  in  attendance  on  His  Highness  tho 
Eajah  consists  of  1  Jemadar,  1  Havildar,  1  Naiguo 
and  9  troopers.  _ 

Press.— 175.  The  value  of  the  work  executed  at  tho. 
Sirkar  Press  during  the  year  is  estimated  at  fis.  5,542-6-0 
against  Eupees  5,788-8-0  in  the  previous  year.  The 
contingent  charges  including  cost  of  printing  materials 
amounted  to  fis.  292-8-4.  r 


Population. — 176,  According  to  the  last  census 
taken  on  the  17th  February  1881  the  population  was 
returned  at  6,00,278  persons;  consisting  of  4,29,324 
Hindus^  1,36,361  Christians,  33,344  Mahometans,  and 
1,249  Jews.

177-  The  following  table  exhibits  the  income  and 
expenditure  of  the  State  for  the  year  under  report  and 
the  one  preceding,  as  well  as  the  cash  balances  at  the 
close  of  each  year ■« 
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178-  The  causes  of  the  increase  or  decrease  in  the 
first  7  items  of  Revenue  have  already  been  explained 
tinder  their  proper  heads. 

179.  There  is  an  increase  in  the  receipts  on  account 
of  interest  on  Government  Securities  of  Ks.  8,130 -0- 0 
which  is  owing  to  only  a  part  of  the  interest  on  the 
previous  year’s  investment,  having  fallen  due  in  that  year, 
•while  the  remainder  was  recovered  in  the  year  under 
report.  .  A  further  investment  was  made  in  1060  and  a 
half  year’s  interest  upon  it  drawn  in  the  same  year. 

180-  The  Miscellaneous  Kevenue  shows  a  decrease 
of  Rs.  12,757  -14-5  which  is  chiefly  under  the  heads  of 
“Sundry  goods”  and  “Extra  revenue.”  The  royalties 
levied  On  jungle  wood  and  bamboos  removed  from  the 
forest  were  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  while  the 
double  duty  recovered  in  1059  for  unauthorised  felling  of 
timber  is  not  present  in  the  accounts  of  the  year  under 
report.  Moreover  the  refunds  fr'om  the  Public  Works 
Department  on  works  executed  below  the  estimates  and 
the  repayments  on  account  of  advances  made  for  substi¬ 
tuting  tiled  for  thatched  roofs  to  houses  in  crowded 
localities  as  a  precaution  against  fire,  were  less  chan  fn 
the  year  previous. 

181-  In  Disbursements  there  is  an  increase  of 
Ks.  6,005-0-1  due  to  the  allowance  to  Her  Highness  the 
Walia  Amah  Rajah  -  having  been,  raised  by  Bs.'500  per 
mensem  during  the  last  five  months  of  the  year,  and 
stipends  settled  on  the  13th  and  14fch  Princes. 

182-  The  expenditure  on  Religions  Institutions  , 

was  increased  by  Ks.  3,457-2-10  and  that  on  Charitable 
Institutions  by  Ks.  1,658-9-11.  In  both  cases  the  result 
was  caused  by  the  higher  prices  of  provisions  ruling  in 
the  market.  ■ 
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183.  The  increase  of  Bs.  1,890-2-11  in  tie 
Administrative  Establishment  is  accounted  for  chiefly 
by  the  enhanced  salaries  granted  to  the  Peishkars,  some 
of  the  Tahsildars  and  other  public  servants. 

184-  The  small  decrease  of  Rs.  411-9-4  in  the 
Judicial  Establishment  calls  for  no  remark. 

185-  Under  the  hoad  of  Education  an  increased 
expenditure  appears  of  Rs.  8,888-0-2,  but  this  increase 
is  more  apparent  than  real,  the  expenses  on  account  of 
the  Palace  School  -which  were  formerly  included  in  the 
Administrative  Establishment  having  been  transferred  to 
that  of  Education.  Increases  of  pay  were  also  given  to 
certain  teachers  of  the  High  School  and  the  District 
Schools. 

186-  The  new  Police  having  taken  up  during 
the  year  all  the  taluqs  in  which  the  system  had  not 
been  previously  introduced,  the  additional  establishment 
required  explains  the  increase  of  Bs.  3,764-14-11  in 
Police  expenditure. 

187.  There  is  hardly  any  perceptible  difference  in 
the  Military  charges. 

188.  The  amount  of  pensions  paid  has  been 
enhanced  by  Rs.  159-6-2  owing  to  a  few  minor  grants 
having  been  made  to  retired  public  servants. 

189-  The  increased  expenditure  of  Rs,  36,152-4-8 
on  Public  Works  has  already  been  explained  in  para  151. 

•  190-  The  Charges  Extraordinary,  showing  an  in¬ 
crease  of  Rs.  20,849-3-2,  were  partly  incurred  on  account 
of  the  visit  of  H.  E.  the  Governor  in  September  1884 
and  of  Their  Highnesses  the  Eliah  Rajah  and  the  First 
Prince  of  Travancore  at  a  later  period.  Large  advances 
were  also  made  during  the  year  to  enable  owners  of 
thatched  buildings  to  provide  tiled  roofing. 
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191.  The  Miscellaneous  expenses  stow  an  increase 
of  Rs,  7,804-10-1  which  is  chiefly  under  the  heads  of 
Forest  charges,  dieting  prisoners  in  Jails,  thatching  public 
buildings  and  cost  of  stationery  for  different  departments. 

192-  The  revenue  of  the  year  under  report  amounted 
to  Bs.  16,28,881-12-5  as  against  Bs.  15,99,009-9-5  in 
the  previous  year;  and  the  disbursements  to  Rupees 
15,28,493-15-1  against  Rupees  14,33,285-7-6. 

193.  The  year  1060  opened  with  a  cash  balance  in 
the  Treasury  of  Bs,  5,69,188-5-11  brought  over  to  credit 
from  the  preceding  year;  and  the  receipts  of  the  year 
having  exceeded  the  expenditure  by  Bs.  1,04,887-13-4, 
the  balance  at  the  end  of  the  year  should  have  been 
Bs,  6,74,076-3-3 ;  hut  as  Government  Secnrities  to  the 
amount  of  Bs.  1,00,000  were  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
Bs.  95,125-5-9  the  balance  stands  at  Bs.  5,78,950-13-6. 

194-  Besides  the  above  cash  balance  the  State 
holds  Government  Securities  of  the  aggregate  value  of 
Bs.  29,07,000  and  goods  in  stock  of  the  estimated  value 
of  Bs.  1,10,820-4-3,  making  a  total  to  its  credit  of 
Rupees  36,16,771-1-9. 

195-  The  revenue  for  the  current  year  has  been 
estimated  at  Bs.  15,71,269-11-6  and  the  expenditure  at 
Bs.  14,63,840-2-0,  so  that  a  surplus  of  Bs.  1,07,429-9-6 
is  anticipated  at  the  close  of  1061.

X>heinq  the  j^ear  two  important  Eegulations  were  passed 
by  His  Highness  the  Bajah.  The  first,  ei  Begulation  1 
of  1061,”  Was  enacted  fo'r  the  purpose  of  controlling 
the  export,  import,  inanufacture  and  sale  of  all  kinds  Of 
Military  'Stores,  Arms  and  Ammunition,  as  well  as  such 
articles  as  .Dynamite  and  other  Explosive  substances^ 
It  was  passed  on  the  2Sth  Medam  1061,  corresponding 
with  9th  May  1886,  and  came  into  force  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  under  report.  Under  this  Regulation  the 
importation  by  sea  into  Cochin  of  Arms;  Ammunition  or 
Military  Stores,  except  from  Bombay  under  a  license 
granted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Police  of  that  Presidency,- 
is  prohibited.  Aarrakel  and  Malipooram  are  declared  to 
be  the  only  Cochin  Ports  at  which  the  import  or  export 
by  sea  of  the  before-mentioned  articles  will  be  permitted, 
subject  however  to'  the  prescribed  rules  and  the  payment 
of  th®  regulated  duty.  Ho  person  will  be  allowed  to 


export,  import,  manufacture  or  deal  in  Arms,  Ammu¬ 
nition  or  Military  Stores,  -without  the  knowledge  and 
permission  of  His  Highness’  Government.  Application 
for  permission  to  import,  export  or  manufacture  any  of 
the  articles  coming  under  the  denomination  of  Arms, 
Ammunition  or  Military  Stores,  is  required  to  be  made 
to  the  Dewan  according  to  the  form  laid  down  in  this 
Regulation  and  the  necessary  permission  obtained  in 
writing.  Almost  the  same  course  must  bo  persucd  in 
respect  of  the  manufacture  and  sale,  in  Cochin,  of  the 
articles  in  question.'  Nothing  in  this  Regulation  will 
apply  to  sales  made  by  private  individuals,  -inter  no  and 
bona,  fide  for  no  unlawful  purpose. 

2-  The  second  is  “  Rtpulation  II  of  1061.”  The 
object  of  this  enactment,  which  was  passed  on  the  29th 
IMavom  1061,  corresponding  with  10th  Juno  1886,  is  to 
legalize  the  execution  by  the  Courts  of  this  State  of  all 
judgments  given  by  the  Civil  Courts  in  British  India,  or 
by  the  Civil  Courts  of  the  Travancoro  State,  in  the  same 
way  as  if  they  were  Decrees  passed  by ’the  Civil  Courts 
of  Cochin.  To  this  Regulation  is  appended  certain  Rules 
framed  by  the  Appeal  Court  of  Cochin  with  the  sanction 
of  His  Highness  the  Rajah,  which  are  intended  for 
the  guidance  of  the  Subordinate  Courts  hero  in  the 
execution  of  Decrees  of  the  Courts  of  British  India  and 
those  of  the  Travancore  State,  in  this  country.

125,  All  the  classes  shew  pretty  full  numbers,  the 
divisions  of  class  Y  excepted,  whioh  are  smaller  owing 
probably  to  the  diminished  number  of  boys  from  the 
Cochin  Schools,  and  to  the  severity  of  the  Middle  School 
Examination.  The  augmented  numbers  in  class  IY  made 
necessary  a  split  of  the  Lower  Fourth  into  two  divisions 
A.  and  B,,  and  a  like  course  will  have  to  be  pursued  with 
the  Upper  Fourth  in  the  coming  year,  as  the  number 
beoomes  too  great  for  a  single  division, 

126.  The  average  age  of  all  the  boys  was  over 
14  years,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  was  90  per 
cent,  jfr  2  per  cent,  higher  than  last  year’s  average.

.  128-  In  all  the  classes  or  divisions  the  usual  half- 
yearly  school  examinations  have  been  held  in  the  middle 
and  the  end  of  the  year  1885 ;  and  also  the  special 
examination  in  January  1886  of  all  the  divisions  of  the 
classes  taken  together  to  decide  the  promotions  for  the 
year.  The  result  was  that  an  unusually  large  number  of 
promotions,  many  of  them  double,  were  made.

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130-  Of  the  Public  Examination!?,  the  Middle 
School  Examination  is  the  lowest  for  which  students  are 
sent  up  from  the  High  School,  and  in  this  the  sixth  year, 
30  were  submitted  to  the  test.  The  examination  was 
a  severer  one  than  in  previous  years,  and.  the  result 
shows  that  a  smaller  percentage  passed  than  usual. 

131'  To  ensure  a  correspondence  between  the 
standard  of  the  Fifth  Classes  with  that  of  similar  classes 
in  British  Schools,  the  Pre-matriculation  Class  of  the 
High  School  was  submitted  for  the  third  time,  to  the 
Fifth  Comparative  Examination  held  under  the  orders  of 
the  Madras  Director  of  Instruction.  Of  42  boys  sent 
up,  32  passed  the  required  tests-;  of  the  latter,  only  3 
were  graded  in  the  First  Glass.  This  is  however  a  fairly 
satisfactory  and  encouraging  result. 

132.  For  the  University  Matriculation  Examin¬ 
ation  27  of  the  High  School  students  were  sent  up  and 
19  passed  ;  4  being  placed  in  the  First  Class.  This 
shows  that  70  per  cent,  of  the  candidates  were  successful 
and  compares  favourably  with  the  general  result  for  the 
whole  Presidency,  only  33  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
having  passed.  Of  the  19  Matriculates  13  entered  the 
Junior  F.  A.  Class,  some  obtained  employment,  and  one 
is  studying  in  the  Medical  College-  The  stipendiary 
scholarship  of  Bs.  5  a  month  was  awarded  to  Kuriyan 
Eapen,  who  stood  first  from  the  High  School,  among 
those  who  were  placed  in  Glass  I;  and  a  free  scholarship 
in  the  F.  A,  Class  was  bestowed  upon  P.  Strinivassa  Pai 
whose  name  appeared  as  second  in  the  Matriculation  list. 
The  name  of  Maman  Verghese,  one  of  the  most  hopeful 
of  the  candidates,  was  absent  in  the  .first  published  list 
of  Matriculates,  but  it  was  afterwards-discovered  that 
all  the  marks  gained  by  him  in  one-of  the-Bnglish  papers 
had  h^»n,  by  accident,  omitted  in  the  tabulation.  The 
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addition  of  these  mirks  changed  him  from  a  failed 
candidate  to  a  Matriculate  of  the  First  Class  and  placed 
him  second  in  the  school.  He  was  therefore  awarded 
an  extra  free  scholarship. 

133.  Fifteen  students  went  up  for  the  First  Arts 
Examinations  and  of  these,  10  passed,  one  only  John 
'Kuriyan  securing  a  place  in  Class  I  as  No.  49.  Nine  were 
placed  in  the  Second  Class  and  5  failed.  The  stipendiary 
scholarship  of  Bs.  7  was  awarded  to  John  Kuriyan  to 
aid  him  in  his  B.  A.  course  which  he  is  pursuing  at  the 
Christian  College,  Madras.  Of  the  remaining  9  success-* 
ful  students,  7  are  reading  for  their  degrees  either  at  the 
Christian  College  or  at  Trivandrum,  and  the  2  others  have 
obtained  employment,  The  passes  in  the  F.  A.  from  the 
High  School  were  over  66  per  Cent.,  while  the  general 
result  for  the  Presidency  was  below  84  per  cent. 

134-  In  the  report  for  1059  it  Was  recorded  that 
six  of  the  F.  A.  students  from  this  school  were  studying 
-at  Madras  for  their  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  It  is  now 
gratifying  to  note  three  of  these  gained  the  B.  A.  degree 
and  were  placed : —

136-  There  are  increases  on  the  Credit  side,  as 
'compared  with  the  previous  year,  under  Fees,  Fines, 
and  sale  of  books  &C.,  due  to  the  larger  number  of 
boys  and  more  extensive  sale  of  books  and  stationery. 
On  the  side  of  expenditure  the  very  large  increase-  of 
33s.  2,657 — 12 — 6  is  apparent  under  the  head  of  Books 
and  stationery,  as  against  the  charges  incurred  in  1060, 
•which  is  owing  to  large  purchases  for  the  Depdt  and  to 
ive  consignments  of  supplies  from  England,  and  also  to 
■a  sum  of  33s.  500  paid  for  an  edition  of  a  pictorial  Mala- 
.yalatffl  Alphabet  which  will  shortly  be  received  and  offered 
for  -sale  in  the  schools.  The  sum  of  33s.  807-4-10  under 
Furniture  and  repairs  is  accounted  for  by  the  new  School 
furniture  provided  for  the  additional  classes  and  the 
'Gymnasium  shed  and  apparatus*  while  the  33s.  1,505-5-9 
debited  to  pay  and  scholarships  is  caused  by  the  pay  of 
four  extra  teachers-,  the  4  Sirkar  Scholarships  and  a 
gardener’s  pay,  which  have  for  6  months  of  the  year 
been  borne  by  the  school  funds.  These  charges  will 
from  the  current  year  be  transferred  to  the  general 
'establishment. 


U^'i’SICT  SCHOOLS. 

137.  W.itli  the  exception  of  Muttancherry  where 
there  has  J>een  a  reduction  of  three,  all  the  schools 
show  increases  in  the  number  of  boys.  The  number  .  at 
Trichur  has  risen 'by  31,  and  the  Director  notices  with 
much  satisfaction  the  large  rise  of  53  at  Irinjalaoudnh. 
The  year  1060  closed  with  700  boys  in  the  five  District 
Schools,  while  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  the 
number  was  806,  being  an  increase,  of  07.  The  progress 
of  education  in  the  Districts  appears  to  have  been  more 
rapid  than  was  anticipated.  The  increasing  numbers  in 
the  District  Schools  gave  additional  weight  to  the  appli¬ 
cations  received  for  the  establishment  ol.  Middle  School 
Classes  in  the  three  largest  of  these  schools,  while  at 
the  same  time  the  crowded  state  of  the  Middle  School 
Classes  at  the  High  School,  Brnaoollum,  rendered  it 
almost  impossible  to  accommodate  boys  if  sent  up  there. 
Under  these  circumstances,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  the  Sirkar  accorded  sanction  for  the  opening  of 
Middle  School  Glasses  in  Trichur,  Chittnr,  and  Kunan- 
kulam,  if  there  were  sufficient  hoys  and  if  the  people 
Were  prepared  to  pay  higher  fees.  The  carrying  out  of 
this  step  is  left  for  the  current  year  1062;  but  a  slight 
enhancement  of  the  fees  in  all  the  upper  classes  of  the 
District  Schools  was  approved  of  to  come  into  effect 
from  the  beginning  of  1062. 

TRtCHUR.“-138.  Referring  to  each  of  these  schools 
in  turn,  Trichur  stands  foremost  in  point  of  numbers; 
For  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year  the  number  of  boys 
varied  a  little  below  or  above  200;  but  after  Bdavum 
it  steadily  rose,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
224  boys,  giving  an  average  for  the  whole  year  of  208, 
In  this  flourishing  schooT'tlib.,attcndanco  has  been  good, 
averaging  188  out  of  20$,  Of^Wor  90  per  cent,  of  tlrn 
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scholars. '  The  average  age  in  this  school  is  11  years. 
Although  there  has  been  so  large  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  boys  as  31,  these  have  been  distributed 
among  the  existing  classes,  and  no  addition  either  to 
classes  or  to  the  establishment  has  been  made  this  year. 
This  school  sent  up  9  boys  during  the  year  to  study  in 
the  High  School,  and  the  existing  classes  are  full  and 
promise  well  for  the  prospect  of  the  opening  of  a  Fourth 
Class  next  year.  The  work  of  the  school  has  been  very 
satisfactory  under  the  careful  management  of  its  Head 
Master  Mr.  A.  P.  Subramaniya  Aiyan  andhis  Assistants. 

Mattanchebi. — 139-  There  is  very  little  to  remark 
regarding  this  school  except  to  record  that  it  has  been 
worked  very  well  and  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 
The  number  varied  from  140  to  137,  there  being  three 
boys  less  at  the  end  of  the  year  than  at  the  beginning. 
The  average  age  is  13  years  and  the  average  daily  attend¬ 
ance  120  which  gives  a  percentage  of  over  90.  The 
school  sent  rip  four  boys  to  the  High  S  oh  ool  classes  in 
the  year.  Last  year  there  was  a  slight  falling  off  below 
the  standard,  but  this  appears  to  have  been  retrieved 
this  year  as  the  inspection  examination  marks  show  an 
improvement  in  all  the^ubjocts.  The  Director  considers 
the  school  has  done  g-fwwork,  and  that  much  credit  is 
due  to  the  Head  -Master  Mr.  H.  Nilacanda  Pattar  and 
his  Assistants.  ■/There  is  no  need  to  have  Fourth  Glasses 
opened  here,  as  the  proximity  of  the  High  School  and  the 
ease  with  which  boys  can  cross  over  to  Ernacollum 
renders  it  unnecessary  to  have  Sirkar  Middle  School 
Classes  on  both,  sides  of  the  backwater.  The  fees, 
however  y  are  to  be  slightly  raised  as  in  all  other  District 
Schools. 

Chittur.— 140-  ThereHp  WTj"|an  increase  of  boys 
l^re,  the  number  havifi^risen  fron*  123  to  10'’  The 
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boys  are  all  Hindus  and  their  average  age  10.  The  daily 
attendance  has  been  remarkably  good  (119)  shewing  a 
percentage  of  nearly  93.  This  year  two  boys  were  sent 
up  to  the  High  School.  No  increase  of  classes  has  been 
made,  and  only  one  change  in  the  staff  occurred  by  the 
retirement  of  0.  Nanu  Aiyan  who  left  with  a  Sirkar 
gratuity  of  Bs.  30,  and  was  succeeded  by  V.  Anantha 
Subba  Aiyan  who  had  Matriculated  in  1883  from  the 
High  School  and  had  studied  one  year  in  the  F.  A.  Class. 
The  Inspection  results  in  this  school  were  very  fair  being 
nearly  the  same  as  in  last  year.  The  school  has  made 
good  progress  and  has  been  well  managed  by  its  Head 
Master -Mr.  K.  Strinivassa  Rao. 

Kotnankijia.m'. — 141.  In  this  school' there  has  been 
the  slight  increase  of  four  boys.  The  number  now  on  the 
roll  is  3  83  with  an  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year 
of  162,  which  is  89  per  cent.  The  average  age  of  the 
boys  is  11,  One  student  came  to  the  High  School  from 
this  district  Bchool.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the 
staff  of  roasters,  and  the  school  is  reported  to  work  well 
under  its  Head  Master  Mr.  O.  Tharyan.  An  inspection 
was  made  of  this  school  by  the  Deputy  Inspector,  lasting 
two  days,  and  the  result  was  jpund  to  be  satisfactory. 
This  is  another  school  in  whicF'it  is  hoped  next  year 
to  «pen  a  Lower  Fourth  Class. 

Ieixjalacudah.' — 142-  Regarding  this  school  the 
Director  had  last  year  to  record  a  falling  off  in  the  attend¬ 
ance  and  to  express  his  surprise  that  in  so  large  a  town, 
with  a  considerable  Roman  Catholic  population,  there 
should  he  hut  three  Christian  hoys  against  72  Hindus. 
A  very  great  improvement  is  now  reported,  the  number 
of  Christians  having  risen  from  3  to  49  and  the  Hindus 
from  72  to  79.  Th|Tjr>o"trable  change  is  stated  by  the 
Director  to  be  alm<^c  entlrcdyNlue  to  the  good  offices 
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of  the  Reverend  Father  Poulose,  the  priest  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  church  near  Irinjalacudah,  who  has  used  his 
strong  influence  over  the  Roman  Catholic  community 
and  has  urged  them  to  take  advantage  of  the  education 
offered  by  the  Government,  and  the  result  of  his  counsel 
has  been  as  noticed  above.  This  clergyman  has  further 
shown  his  interest  in  education,  not  only  by  having 
primary  schools  attached  to  his  own  church,  but  by  fre¬ 
quently  visiting  the  Sirkar  school  and  by  his  words  and 
example  encouraging  the  boys  to  diligence  in  their 
studies.  Mr.  Sealy  records  his  high  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  aid  afforded  by  this  Reverend  gentleman.  This 
school  was  twice  visited  during  the  year,  and  the  results 
of  the  examination  are  declared  to  be  somewhat  better 
than  those  of  last  year ;  but  the  Director  was  not  satisfied 
with  the  work,  the  Upper  Class  being  reported  as  very 
weak  both  in  number  and  attainments.  There  have  been 
two  changes  in  the  minor  posts  of  the  establishment,  hut 
the  senior  teachers  are  unchanged  and  the  school  is  still 
under  Mr.  Sivarama  Pillai,  the  Head  Master. 

Aided  Schools.— 143-  The  Grant-in-aid  School  at 
Tripoonatorah  was  opened  in  the  second  month  of  1061, 
with  101  hoys  on  the  rolls.  There  are  five  classes ,  and 
a  fair  staff  of  teachers  and  good  work;  is  being  done. 
Several  ^oys  from  this  school  sought  admission  to  the 
High  School  and  were  found  well  prepared.  The  Sirkar 
grant  sanctioned  is  Rs.  30,  but,  on  account  of  the  low 
salaries  given  to  the  teachers  the  managers  are  able  to 
draw;  only  Ex.  22-4-8  out  of  the  grant.  Ho  effort  has  yet 
.been  made  by  the  managers  of  the  proposed  school  at 
Wadakau cherry  to  avail  themselves  of  the  grant  offered 
by  the  Government,  and  it  is  feared  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  rescind  the  sanction  already  given  and  allot 
the^sum  for  other  purposes.:  , 
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Palace  School. — 144.  The  establishment  of  this 
School  at  Tripoonatorah  has  been  slightly  changed. 
Mr.  P.  Sankara  Narayana  Ohettiar,  M.  A.,  continues  as 
Senior  Tutor,  Mr.  N.  Narayana  Menone,  B.  A.,  was 
transferred  to  the  Huzoor  Office  and  has  been  succeeded 
by  Mr.  0,  Achutha  Menone,  b.  a:  A  fifth  teacher  has 
also  been  appointed,  but  his  services  are  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  First  Prince  to  teach  elementary  English 
in  the  classes  of  His  Highness’  Sanscrit  School.  This 
appointment  does  not  really  add  to  the  teaching  staff 
which  numbers  four  masters  who  have  charge  of  the  four 
classes  in  the  school.  His  Highness  the  Third  Prince  is 
the  most  advanced  student  and  the  senior  tutor  devotes 
most  of  his  time  to  his  education.  H.  IT.  the  Sixth  Prince 
is  next  in  his  studies  and  is  reading  the  ordinary  subjects 
for  the  Matriculation  Class.  The  third  class  included 
this  year  Their  Highnesses  the  4th,  8th  and  9tli  Princes, 
and  their  studies  were  about  the  same  as  those  of  the 
High  School  fifth  classes.  The  fourth  division  comprised 
H.  H.  the  Fifth  and  H.  H.  the  Seventh  Princes  who  were  ’ 
studying  less  advanced  subjects.  Most  of  those  Princes . 
speak  English  with  sufficient  fluency  to  keep  up  a  con¬ 
versation,  are  fairly  correct  in  their  pronunciation  and 
evince  much  interest  in  their  studies. 

Sansobit  Palace  School. — 145-  This  School  which 
has  been  instituted  by  H.  IT.  the  present  First  Prince 
forms  a  very  valuable  adjunct  to  the  education  of  tha 
Princes  of  Cochin.  It  is  now  attended  by  about  15  of  the 
Junior  Princes  and  10  of  the  Princesses,  and  serves  to 
give  very  useful  elementary  instruction  to  those  members 
of  the  Eoyal  Family  who  cannot  attend  the  Palace 
School.  Much  praise  is  due  to  His  Highness  for  having 
undertaken  and  car r ied-op^hi s  work  with  so  much  cate 
and  assiduity.  '  -  ^ 
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146-  The' number  of  students  in  all  the  schools  of 
the  State  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  1,342  against  1,206 
at  the  end  of  1060,  shewing  an  increase  of  136.  This 
increase  is  chiefly  among  the  Hindus  and  Christians,  but 
it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  Mahomedan  boys  have 
risen  from  11  to  21.  On  the  other  hand  the  number 
of  Jews  has  dwindled  to  four  although  there  is  a  pretty- 
largo  community  in  the  Jewish  colony  at  Mattancherry 
as  well  as  in  Ernacollum.  Distributed  under  the  four 
chief  religious  denominations  the  total  number  of  boys 
consisted  of  860  Hindus,  457  Christians,  21  Maho¬ 
medan  s  and  4  Jews. 

147.  The  teaching  staff  of  the  Educational  De¬ 
partment  was  composed  of  68  Masters  of  whom  5  are 
Graduates,  7  First  in  Arts,  30  Matriculates,  11  who  have 
passed  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  Grades,  and  15  who  are 
ungraded.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  three  over  the 
number  of  teachers  in  1060,  which  is  made  up  of  two 
Matriculates  and  one  Graded  man  who  is  also  a  trained 
teacher. 


148-  It  appears  from  the  accounts  submitted  that 
the  State  lias  paid  in  salaries  and  up-keep  expenses  of 
the  public  schools,  exclusive  of  building  charges  and 
repairs,  a  sum, of  about  Es,  40,788  and  that. fees,  fines, 
sales  of  books,  &c.,  have  produced  a  little  over  Es.  8,100 
shewing  that  the  proportion  borne  by  the  public  has 
been  only  about  one-fifth  of  the  expenses  incurred.  It 
will  be  many  years  before  the  educational  burden  can 
be  considered  as  fairly  alloted  between  the  State  and  the 
people.

149-  The  expenditure  on  public  works  during  the 
year  has  been  fis.  3,55,139-4-4  against  Bs.  3,64,672-6-4 
in  the  preceding  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  fis.9, 533-2-0. 
A  considerable  expenditure  was  incurred  for  the  repair 
of  the  Shoranoor  Bridge  in  the  previous  year,  while  the 
outlay  on  that  account  was  comparatively  small  in  the 
year  under  report.  In  like  manner  the  expenditure  on 
.  newly  constructed  Police  Stations  has  greatly  diminished. .

*  That  the  Works  are  appreciated  by  the  ryots  may 
be  judged  from  the  following  extract  from  a  petition 
addressed  to  the  Dewan  by  several  of  the  landowners 
applying  for  branch  or  distributing  channels 
“  The  construction  of  the  anicut  and  the  opening  of  the  Moola- 
“thuray  canal. marks,  as  we  all  believe,  an  important  era  in  the 
“  history  of  Cliittoor.  The  whole  scheme  has  proved  a  splendid 
“  success.  The  height  to  which  it  has  advanced  the  ■material 
“  prosperity  of  the  country  can  only  he  fully  realised  when  we 
“  consider  the  vast  extent  of  land  that  has  beep  cleared  and  brought 
“  under  new  cultivation,  and  the  still  greater  extent  that  has  been 
“  brought  into  such  a  stage  of  fertility  as  to  yield  twice  its  former 
“product.” 

j Wrnacollum  Reclamation  Works.— 2, 785  square  yards  of 
ground  have  been  reclaimed  from  the  backwater  during 
the  year,  along  the  Ernacollum  shore,  and  a  portion 
of  Basin  No.  3  completed  for  the  accommodation  of 
boats.  The  embankment  and  reclamation  received 
considerable  damage  during  the  S.  W.  Monsoon ;  the 
worst  portions  were  at  once  repaired  and  the  works 
■  maintained.  'The  sheet  piling  to  the  Basins  having 
been  found  to  require  constant  repairs,  it  is  intended 
in  future  to  substitute  rough  stone  (granite)  revetment  r 
with  laterite  backing.  . 
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Narakal  Canal. — The  canal  leading  from  the  backwater 
to  Narakal  having  been  repaired  and  deepened  last 
year,  cargo  boats  could  make  use  of  the  canal  daring 
high  and  low  tides. 

The  large  pier  is  in  good  order  and  is  chiefly  used 
for  shipping  casks  of  cocoanut  oil  and  other  heavy  pack¬ 
ages.  There  was  less  mud  exposed  this  year  and  conse¬ 
quently,  the  boats  could  be  hauled  up  on  the  beach,  thus 
facilitating  landing  and  shipping  operations.

up  with  laterite  stone  in  Ckunam,  with  a  damp  course 
of  asphulte  throughout  the  walls.  ■  m 
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Wadakcmeherry  new  Mumijf’s  Gourt : — As  there  was  some 
difficulty  about  the  site  for  the  building,  the  work 
was  only  taken|in  hand  late  in  the  year ;  the  walls  of 
the  main  building  were,  however,  brought  up  to  base¬ 
ment  level  and  the  verandah  foundations  commenced. 
New  Police-Station  at  Pattikad;.— The  Masonry  of  this 
building  was  completed  and  the  roof  timbers  prepare^ 
ready  to  be  fixed  in  position. 

Two  Bridges  on  the  VettoUkamo  or  Ponnany  Road— -New 
Masonry  piers  were  built  to  the  Bridges  and  masonry 
arches  substituted  for  the  timber  platforms. 

Renewing' the  woodwork  of  the  Payoor  Bridge  across  the 
Chenanchira  Canal . — This  work  was  delayed  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  difficulty  of  procuring  sound  timber  in 
|  long  lengths  for  the  girders ;  the  work  was  however 
{  completed  before  the  commencement  jof  the  S.  W. 
Monsoon. 

Narakkal  Western  Bridge.' — In  consequence  of  there  being 
no  timber  of  sufficient  length  procurable  until  after 
the  S.  W.  Monsoon,  the  whole  of  the  materials  were 
not  readypor  commencing  the  work. 

New  Iron  Girders  for  the 1  Shoriar  and}  West  Arattupoya 
Bridges— The  Iron  Girders  and  flooring  plates  for 
these  Bridges  were  landed  at  Cochin  in  the  month  of 
'  May  and  brought  to  Trichoor ;  the  work  of  fixing 
them  will  be  taken  in  hand  after  the  monsoon.

— The  earth-work  of  the  1st 
mile  was  completed,  but  all  work  had  to  be  stopped 
during  S.  W.  Monsoon. 

Metalling  5  Miles  of  the  Vaniampara  Road. — As  this 
road  has  never  been  properly  metalled,  sanction 
was  obtained,  for  metalling  the  worst  portions  with 
granite  9  inches  thick ;  about  2  miles  of  the  work  was 
completed  before  the  close  of  the  year.  This  is  the 
trunk  road  from  Trichoor  to  Palghat  and  Coimbatore 
via  the  Kutheran  Ghat,  and  there  is  considerable  traffic 
over  it  since  the  new  road  across  the  Ghat  was  opened. 

Puthanthode  Canal : — The  deepening  of  this  canal  was 
completed,  with  the  exception  of  about  700  feet  in 
length ;  the  Monsoon  having  set  in  early,  the  bunds 
had  to  be  removed  and  the  work  stopped. 

Moonayam  and  Ohenanchira  Canals. — These  canals  were 
deepened  for  the  free  passage  of  boats  as  they  form 
part  of  the  Navigation  Canal  between  Trichoor  and 
Cochin.  Water  communication  between  Trichoor  and 
Cochin  was  however  closed  for  about  2  months  in  the 
hot  weather,  in  consequence  of  the  water  being  taken 
out  of  the  canals  for  irrigating  the  paddy  cultivation 
in  the  Trichoor  and  Enamakkal  Lakes. 

Extension  of  Moolaihuray  Irrigation  Canal  from  ValaJca- 
nanltode  to  Tathamangalam. — This  work  was  taken  in 
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hand  and  completed  during  the  year,  in  order  to  irrigate 
the  paddy  fields  at  a  higher  level  than  formerly. 

Widening  Moolathumy  Irrigation  Ganalfro m  Valakkapara 
to  Pattikulam. — 'Three-fourths  of  the  work  were  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year,  but  operations  had  to  be  stopped 
when  water  was  required  in  the  canal  for  irrigation 
purposes. 

Opening  a  branch  Irrigation  Canal  on  the  Moolathway 
Canal  from  Canwimarthek  to  Oalianapettah  and  Calun- 
thode. — The  length  of  this  branch  channel  will  be  3-J 
miles.  A  sum  of  Bs.  7,704  was  sanctioned  for  its 
construction  as  it  will  irrigate  a  large  area  of  land. 
The  earth-work  was  all  completed,  but  owing  to  some 
rock  requiring  blasting,  the  work  was  delayed  and  the 
channel  could  not  be  opened  before  the  close  of  the 
year. 

Cuipilly  Bund. — By  the  construction  of  this  Bund  to 
keep  out  the  salt  water  &c.,  a  large  area  of  the  land 
will  be  cultivated  with  paddy.  A  length  of  270  feet 
of  Bund  was  completed  with  rough  stone  (granite) 
revetment  wall  on  the  Northern  or  more  exposed  face 
of  the  embankment.  The  stone  has  to  be  brought  in 
boats  from  a  long  distance  which  tends  to  retard  the 
progress  of  the  work.* 

All  the  Miscellaneous  "Works  were  completed  during 
the  year  with  the  exception  of  the  Yiyoor  Arbour  which 
had  to  be  stopped  during  the  S.  W.  Monsoon. 
Maintenance, — The  Moolathuray  and  Nurnee  Irrigation 
Canals  as  well  as  the  Itoads  in  charge  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  were  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Old  Iron 
Rails  (purchased  from  the  Madras  Railway  Company) 
are  being  used  to  replace  the  Timber  Girders  of 
several  of  the  small  Bridges.

160-  The  excess  of  receipts  over  expenses  amount 
to  Bs.  40,870—6 — 9  not  including  the  probable  value  oF 
two  Elephants  caught. 

161-  There  has  been  an  increase  of  Bs.  3,186-6-3 
in  forest  charges  over  the  expenses  of  1060  -which  is 
accounted  for  by  the  special  outlay  for  cutting  and  pre¬ 
paring  timber  on  the  Paravattaui  and  Pothoondoo  Hills 
for  transmission  to  the  local  depbts. 

Teak  Plantations  : — 162-  During  the  year  no  land 
was  cleared  but  1,522  acres  were  weeded ;  598  acres 
pruned  and  94  thinned.  Eire  traces  were  drawn  in  all 
necessary  quarters,  and  bridle  paths  swept  clean  and 
chipped  as  a  protection  from  fire.  There  are  in  all 
24  plantations  spread  over  a  total  area  of  626  acres. 
The  plants  have  reached  an  average  height  of  36 
feet,  and  an  average  girth  of  20  inches.  The  total 
expenditure  on  the  plantations  was  Ks.  5,404-9-0  against 
Bs.,4, 119-12-10  in  the  year  previous  showing  an  increase 
of  Bs.  1,284-12-2.  This  increase  is  owing  chiefly  to  the 
weeding  and  pruning  of  last  year  having  been  com¬ 
pleted  in  the  year  under  report  besides  the  filling  up  of 
the  vacancy  of  a  writer  on  Bs.  12  a  month. 

Cardamom  Hills. —  163-  These  Eorests  have  for  some 
years  been  worked  at  a  loss  to  the  Sirkar  owing  to 
smuggling  across  the  frontier  to  Cdimbatore,  Malabar 
and  Travancore.  Arrangements  have  been  made  in  the 
course  of  the  current  year  with  a  view  to  the  increased 
production  of  the  spice  and  to  its  being  rendered  an 
actual  source  of  revenue. 
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Ifitoual.  ' 

164-  Brigade  Surgeon  Morgan,  who  for  eight 
years  was  at  the  head  .of  the  Sirkar  Medical  Department, 
resigned  his  place  in  Edavom  last  on  his  retiring  on 
pension  from  the  Indian  Medical  Service.  This  Govern¬ 
ment  notes  with  regret  the  death  of  this^Offioer  at  sea  on' 
his  way  to  Europe. 

165-  On  Doctor  Morgan’s  departure  from  Cochin 
Sub- Assistant  Surgeon  Gunther  was  placed  in  charge  of 
the  Department  till  relieved  by  Surgeon  Major  Spencer, 
whose  short  tenure  of  office  concluded  with  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  new  year  when  Mr.  Gunther  was  again  asked 
to  assume  charge  of  the  Department. 

166.  The  Hospital  buildings  at  Ernacollum,  Tri- 
choor  and  Chitioor  were  in  good  order  and  required  no 
repairs  during  the  past  year. 

Civil  Hospital  Ebnacolltjm. — 167-  There  were  367 
admissions  into  hospital  during  the  year  against  307  in 
the  year  preceding.  Of  these  95  dieted  themselves  and 
the  rest  were  maintained  at  the  cost  of  the  Sirkar.  The 
deaths  in  the  hospital  were  41  in  number  principally 
from  ascites,  general  dropsy  and  parturition  and  affections 
connected  with  and  consequent  on  it.  - 

168.  The  out-patients  numbered  4,968  against 
4,643  in  1060.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  among 
these  is  not  known. 

169-  Six  major  and  325  minor  operations  were  per¬ 
formed  during  the  year  and  21  women  were  relieved  in 
child-birth  in  Hospital  and  47  were  attended  to  outside. 
As  usual  all  the  midwifery  cases  brought  to  Hospital  and 
most  of  those  attended  to  outside  were  seen  under  the 
most  unfavourable  conditions  and  required  instrumental 
assistance. 
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170-  In  Thulam  last  the  services  of  a  trained 
native  midwife  were  secured  for  tlie  Ernacollum  hospital 
at  a  monthly  cost  of  Bs,  15. 

Civil  Hospital  Trichoor.-— 171.  There  were  213  in 
and  2,345  out-patients  during  the  year  against  239  and 
£,763  respectively  in  the  year  preceding.  There  were 
29  deaths  among  the  in-patients  and  10  aro  known  to 
have  occurred  among  the  out-patients. 

'  One  capital,  6  obstetric  and  131  minor  operations 
were  performed  during  the  year. 

Out-door  Dispensary  Chittook. — 172-  During  the 
year  3,513  cases  were  treated.  The  diseases  most  com¬ 
mon  in  the  district  were  ague,  rheumatism,  ulcers, 
ophthalmia  and  itch.

174.  The  whole  State  was  singularly  free  from 
epidemics  during  the  past  year. 

Vaccination. — 175.  The  returns  from  the  Vaccine 
Department  show  a  total  of  9,844  operations  of  which 
9,001  were  reported  successful  and  843  unsuccessful. 
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176-  The  amount  of  work  executed  ,at  the  Sirkar 
Press  during  the  year  under  report  is  valued  at -Rupees 
5,985-12-0  against  Rs.  5,542-6-0  in  the  previous  year. 
The  increase  of  Rs.  443-6-0  was  due  to  the  substitution 
of  printed  paper  forms  for  cadjan  leaves  in  writing  the 
Proverty  Jamah  accounts  and  also  to  a  greater  number 
of  forms,  &c.  having  been  printed  than  in  the  previous 
year  chiefly  for  the  Magistracy  and  the  Police. 

177.  The  principal  change  that  was  effected  in  the 
establishment  during  the  year  was  the  appointment  of  a 
separate  Superintendent  with  a  vie  w  to  ensure  direct  and 
immediate  supervision.  Four  new  Compositors  were  also 
appointed  owing  to  increase  of  work.  The  establishment 
as  it  stood  at  the  close  of  the  year  consisted 'of  1  Super¬ 
intendent,  1  Head  Printer,  9  Compositors,  1  Book-binder, 
2  Pressmen,  2  Ballmen,  and  1  Type-caster.  The  pay  of 
the  establishment  including  that  of  the  Superintendent 
and  of  the  newly  appointed  Compositors  amounted  to 
Rs.  2,696  and  the  contingent  charges,  including  cost  of 
printing  paper  and  other  materials,  to  Rs.  302-4-0 
against  Rs.  292  -  8  ~  4  in  the  year  preceding.

Postal. — 179-  During  the  year  67,989  official  com¬ 
munications,  431  books,  1,654  bangby  parcels  and  1,664 
news-papers  were  carried  by  the  Sirkar  Post  on  the 
Public  Service,  and  21,074  letters,  15  books,  85  banghy 
parcels  and  13,525  newspapers  on  privato  account.  The 
amount  of  postage  collected  was  fis.  1,087-4-8  against 
Bs.  969—7—7  in  the  preceding  year. 

Military. — 180-  The  Sirkar  maintains  a  small 
force  of  infantry  consisting  of  329  men  which  is  chiefly 
employed  as  military  guards.  There  are  4  guns  used  for 
firing  salutes  and  a  small  detachment  of  artillery  com¬ 
posed  of  2  non-commissioned  officers  and  18  gunners. 
The  Body-guards  in  attendance  on  His  Highness  the 
Rajah  consists  of  1  Jemadar,  1  Havildar,  1  Naiguo  and 
13  troopers. 

Population.— 181-  According  to  the  last  census

185.  There  is  an  increase  of  11s.  536-5-3  in  the 
amount  drawn  as  interest  on  Government  Securities.

186.  The  Miscellaneous  Revenue  shows  a  decrease 
of  Rs.  1,202-7-6,  owing  to  diminished  receipts  under 
the  heads  of  Sundry  goods  and  arrears  of  revenue.

.189.  TJ?e  increase  of  Rs.  6,289-3-10  in  the 
Administrative  Establishment  has  been  produced  chiefly 
by  the  enhanced  salaries  and  establishments  sanctioned 
in  the  Educational  and  Public  Works  Departments, 
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190.  The  small  decrease  of  33s.  782 — 7 — 4  in  the 
Judicial  Establishment  calls  for  no  special  remark. 

191.  An  increased  sum  of  Bs.  1,245-7-1  was 
expended  on  Education  in  consequence  of  the  opening 
of  new  classes  and  the  employment  of  additional  teachers 
in  the  High  School  and  District  Schools. 

192-  The  new  Police  system  was  not  uniformly- 
introduced  into  all  the  Taluqs  of  the  State  till  the  close 
of  1060,  and  consequently  the  establishment  did  not 
stand  at  its  full  strength  during  the  whole  of  that  year ; 
but  throughout  the  year  under  report  the  complete 
establishment  was  maintained,  and  hence  the  increase  of 
fis.

193.  Some  minor  Pensions  having  lapsed  during 
the  year,  there  is  a  decrease  under  this  head  of 
Bs.  242-4-8. 

194*  The  decreased  expenditure  on  Public  Works 
of  Es.  9,833-2-0  has  been  already  explained  above  in 
para :  149. 

195-  The  Charges  Extraordinary  show  a  decrease 
of  Bs.  11,121—12—3,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the 
expenses  incurred  on  account  of  the  visits  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  and  their  Highnesses  the  Eliah 
Rajah  and  the  First  Prince  of  Travancore,  which  entered 
into,  the  accounts  of  1060,  not  being  present  in  those 
of  the  year  under  report. 

196-  Under  Miscellaneous  Expenses  there  is  an 
increase  of  Bs.  6,719-8-7,  chiefly  due  to  the  higher 
price  paid  for  the  purchase  of  salt  and  the  increased 
charges  incurred  under_  the  heads  of  Forest  expenses 
and  Forest  Establishment. 
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J97.  The  revenue  of  the  year  under  report  amounted 
to  Ks.

Regulation  I  of  1062  was  passed  by  His  Highness 
fche<sEtajah  on  the  20  th  Medom  1062  corresponding  with 
the  1st  May  1887,  in  order  to  restrict  and  control  the 
erection  of  Religious  Buildings  and  the  appropriation  of 
ground  for  burial  purposes.  The  unauthorized  action  in 
this  respect  on  the  part  of  individuals  and  communities 
was  found  by  experience  to  engender  religious  antagonism 
and  sectarian  disputes  among  people  of  different  creeds, 
besides  affecting-  the  sanitation  of  places,  where  burial 
grounds  were  formed.  It  wag,  therefore,  deemed  neces¬ 
sary  to  prohibit  the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  purpose 
of  public  worship  or  the  enclosing’  of  ground  for  public 
burial,  without  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Government, 
under  a  penalty  of  simple  imprisonment  not  exceeding- 
one  year,  or  fine  which  may  extend  to  Bs.  500.  Ho 
prosecution,  however,  is  allowed  under  this  Regulation 
except  under  the  authority  of  the  Government,  conveyed 
under  the  hand  of  the  Dewan.  ■

115-  The  Coffee  Estates  18  in  number  on  the 
Nelliampathy  Hills  extend  over  an  area  of  7,890  acres  of 
which  3,014  acres  are  under  cultivation.  The  quit  rent 
derived  from  these  estates  amounts  to  Rs.  9,201 — 9 — 2 
annually.  Erom  the  returns  received,  it  appears  that  the 
out-turn  of  Coffee  for  the  year  1886  was  Tbs.  252^  per 
acre  against  tbs.  334-|-  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  total

131.  The  number  of  unclaimed  documents  at  the 
©nd  of  the  year  was  936. 
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132.  A  great  progressive  movement  has  been 
made  during  the  year  to  meet  the  demand  for  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  Middle  School  education,  by  opening  in  the  High 
School  an  additional  division  of  the  Upper  Fourth 
Class,  and  by  adding  to  each  of  the  three  District 
Schools  of  Trichoor,  Clnttoor  and  Kunnamkubun  Lower 
Fourth  Classes,  as  tho  first  step  towards  raising  those 
institutions  to  the  Middle  School  Standard.  The  atten¬ 
dance  in  these  three  newly  opened  classes  is  not  as  great 
as  was  expected,  there  being  only  49  boys  in  all.  In 
another  School,  namely  that  at  Irinjalakuda,  an  advance 
has  been  made  by  the  opening  of  a  Third  Class,  thus 
raising  the  school  to  the  same  standard  as  that  at 
Mattancherry.  ^ 

133-  On  the  register  of1  this  institution,  there 
The  High  School.  were  636  hoys  at  the  end  of  1061 ; 

112  admissions  and  45  re-admissions 
in  1062,  making  a  total  of  693,  of  whom  157  removals 
being  deducted,  there  remained,  at  the  end  of  the  year 
under  report,  536  boys.  This  is  exactly  the  same 
number  as  last  year;  more  cannot  be  accommodated 
conveniently  and  in  fact  many  of  the  classes  arc  already 
over-crowded.  The  alternative  of  establishing  a  District 
School  at  Ernakulam  will  soon  force  itself  upon  the 
attention  of  this  Government. 

134-  Of  the  112  new  admissions,  73  were  begin¬ 
ners,  from  Ernakulam ;  8  came  from  the  Sirlcar  District 
Schools ;  4  from  Sirkar  Aided  Schools ;  2  from  Cochin 
Town  Schools;  21  from  distant  schools  and  Colleges  and 
4  students  have  pursued  private  study.  It  will  be 
observed  that  the  District  Schools  which  formerly  sent 
about  20,  now  send  only  8.  Tho  boys  who  would,  have

189-  The  usual  School  examinations  in  all  tho 
classes  and  divisions  took  place  at  tho  end  of  1886,  to 
decide  the  prizes  in  the  various  classes  for  that  year,  and 
the  corresponding  half  yearly  examination  was  also  held 
in  January  1887.  On  tho  re-opening  of  the  school  in 
January  1887,  the  special  class  examinations  were  held, 
in  which  the  divisions  of  the  main  classes  were  taken 
together  in  order  to  regulate  the  promotions. 
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140-  The  public  examinations  .have  next  to  •bo 
.Middle  School  noted-  Thirty-three  students  went, 

Examination.  up  for  the  M»  S.  Examination,  or 

whom  5  passed  in  the  first  class,  13  in  the  second  and  5 
in  the  third;  while  there  were  10  failures.  This  result 
is  better  than  that  of  the  previous  year-,  69  per  cent, 
having  passed  out  of  the  total  number  that  appeared. 

141.  Thirty  boys  appeared  for  this  Examination* 
Fifth  Class  Comparative  whom  2  passed  in  tne  first  class 
Examination.  and  21  in  the  second,  and  7  failed. 

The  percentage  of  passes  in  this  caso  was  70,  which 
shows  that  our  Fifth  Class  keeps  up  fairly  with  the  Fifth 
Classes  in  the  Schools  of  the  Presidency. 


149.  Thirty -one  students  were  sent  up  for  this 
Matriculation-  Examination.  Nine  passed  in  tho 

first  class  and  10  in  the  second ; 
and  G  failed.  The  percentage  of  tho  successful  candidates 
was  80'6 — a  result  which  is  favourable  as  compared  with 
the  general  out-turn  which  was  34  per  cent,  for  the 
whole  Presidency.  Of  the  students  who  passed,  15 
entered  the  College  Class,  9  ceased  their  studies  and  left 
the  school,  and  those  who  failed,  remained  in  Class  VI 
for  another  year’s  work. 

143.  For  this  Examination,  20  students  went  mp 
F.  A.  Examination.  from  fche  Senior  Class  of  whom  8 
passed  in  the  second  class,  and  12 
failed.  The  examination  was  very  severe,  and  the  High 
School  fared  badly  in  common  with  many  other  kindred 
institutions.  However,  the  percentage  of  passes  hero 
was  40,  while  tho  general  average  of  the  Presidency  was 
36.  The  Stipendiary  Scholarship  was  not  allotted,  as  no 
F.  A.  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  first  class  pass.  Five  of 
those  who  succeeded  joined  the  B.  A.  Classes  in  Madras 
and  3  obtained  employment.

Finances.  change  was  made  in  the  financial 

arrangements  of  the  High  School. 
In  former  years,  the  sums  accruing  from  fees,  fines  and 
sales  of  books  or  stationery  were  carried  to  the  School 
account  and  the  money  was  employed  in  re-stocking  the 
Book  Dep'&t  or  providing  School  requisites.  How  the 
whole  proceeds  from  fees,  fines  and  sales  are  paid 
monthly  direct  into' the  Treasury.  But  to  meet  contin¬ 
gent  expenses,  a  sum  of  Rs.  500  is  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Director  as  a  floating  balance.

147.  A  comparison  of  the  totals  of  these  statements 
shows  that  the  State  pays  about  three-fourths  and  the 
public  about  one-fourth  of  the  expenses  of  the  High 
School.  Three  years  ago,  the  public  contribution  was 
one-seventh ;  last  year  it  was  one-fifth  and  this  year  it  is 
about  one-fourth. 

148.  A  very  large  increase  is  noticeable  under  the 
head  of  fees,  which  has  arisen  partly  from  a  larger 
number  of  pupils  in  the  upper  classes,  but  chiefly  from 
the  enhanced  fees  charged. 

149.  The  Sales  of  books  amount  to  about  a  third 
of  the  whole  stock  and  the  opening  of  new  classes  in  the 
District  Schools  will  most  likely  increase  the  sales.  The 
depreciation  in  the  value  of  the  rupee  greatly  increases 
the  expense  of  books  obtained  from  England,  and  when¬ 
ever  practicable,  books  purchased  in  India,  have  been 
substituted;  but  this  can  at  present  be  done  only  to  a 
small  extent. 
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r  District  Schools. 

150-  The  year.  1062  has  been  marked  •  by  the 
opening  in  the  District  Schools  at  Trichoor,  Chittoor  and 
ICunnmnkulam  of  Lower  Fourth  Glasses  as  the  first  step 
towards  raising  these  three  Schools  to  the  Middle  School 
Standard ;  and  by  the  addition,  at  Irinjalakuda,  of  a 
Third  Class  thereby  raising  that  School  to  an  equality 
■with  Mattancherry.  The  state  of  the  several  District 
Schools,  as  reported  on  by  the  Director,  is  given  below : — 

151.  Trichoor  This  School  has  made  the  greatest 
advance  numerically ;  and  it  stands  also  well  in  discipline, 
and  in  the  Inspector’s  returns.  The  attendance  has  been 
regular  and  steady  showing  an  average  of  91  per  cent,  of 
the  scholars  in  daily  attendance,  which  is  better  by  one 
point  than  last  year’s  percentage.  The  lower  classes  afe 
full  and  the  large  number  of  little  boys  makes  the  average 
age  of  the  whole  school  only  10  years.  Next  year,  in 
consequence  of  the  intended  opening  of  an  Upper.  Fourth 
Glass,  it  will  probably  rise  a  little  higher.  No  boys 
were  sent  up  in  this  year  to  the  High  School,  as  all  who 
were  able  to  continue  their  studies  beyond  the  Third 
Class  entered  tbe  newly  formed  Lower  Fourth  there,  and 
it  will  not  be  until  these  boys  pass  their  Middlfe  School 
Examination  in'  1888-89  that  Trichoor  will  again  be  a 
feeder  to  the  Ernakulam  School  Classes.  The  results  of 
the  inspection  were  good.  ' 

152.  Chittitr: — Here  too  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  numbers  of  16,  and  the  staff  of  Masters  has  been 
strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  C.  Y.  Subramanya 
Iyer,  a  B.  A.  of  1886,  who  was  appointed  to  Class  III. 
The  Lower  Fourth  Class  was  opened  with  only  13  boys, 
a  number  too  small  to  make  the  class  even  approximately 
remunerative,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  time  the  numbers 


■will  increase.  The  attendance  of  the  boys  appears  to  ba 
unusually  good  as  the  returns  show  over  95  per  cent,  as 
attending  daily,  a  percentage  which  exceeds  that  of  last 
year.  The  average  age  of  the  149  boys  is  11  years.  No 
boys  were  sent  up  to  the  High  School  in  consequence  of 
the  opening  of  the  Lower  Fourth  Glass.  The  marks 
gained  at  the  inspection  examination  were,  on  the  whole, 
better  than  those  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  Inspector 
reports  that  the  school  is  in  fair  order. 

'  153-  Kotnamkulah  : — In  this  school  there  is  a 
decrease  of  B  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  number  of  boys 
being  180.  The  average  attendance  too  has  a  little 
fallen  off,  being  85  per  cent,  of  the  boys,  while  last  year 
it  was  89.  The  average  age  is  IB.  The  Lower  Fourth 
OMss  was  opened  with  only  12  boys,  a  much  smaller 
number  than  was  promised  when  the  opening  of  the 
classes  was  under  consideration.  Both  in  this  school 
and  in  Ohittoor  the  opening^of  Fourth  Glasses  must  be 
considered  as  an  experiment,  which  must  fairly  be  tried 
for  two  years  at  least,  and  it  will  then  be  seen  whether 
the  people  are  both  able  and  willing  to  support  these, 
classes  which  they  so  urgently  asked  for.  This  school 
stands  highest  in  the  inspection  examination. 

154-  Mattancheeet: — Of  the  two  second  grade  Dis¬ 
trict  Schools,  Mattancherry  claims  first  attention, as  it  is 
both  larger  and  also  shows  better  results  than  the  other. 
The  numbers  have  risen  from  137  to  144,  and  the  average 
daily  attendance  is  120  which  is  nearly  86  per  cent,  of 
the  boys  on  the  rolls.  The  average  age  is  12.  This  school 
has  sent  up  7  to  the  High  School  in  the  year ;  of  these  2 
were  able  to  enter  the  Lower  Fourth,  4  were  fit  for-  Class 
III,  and  the  other  for  a  lower  class.  The  classes  are  still 
a  little  below  the  standard,  but  the  Inspection  returns 
show  a  decided  improvement  over  those  of  last  year. 
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*"155-  Irinjalaktjda  : — In  this  school  the  large  rise  of 
numbers,  viz.,  53  which  was  recorded  last  year  has  been 
succeeded  by  a  decrease  of  30,  notwithstanding  the 
opening  of  a  higher  class,  class  III ;  and  there  were  only 
8  boys  ready  to  take  advantage  of  this  extension  of  the 
school.  The  numbers  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  were 
129  and  at  the  end  99,  with  an  average  daily  attendance 
off>97  which  gives  87  per  cent,  nearly.  The  result  of  the 
Inspection  examination  is  unfavourable,  and  the  percent¬ 
ages  secured  by  the  classes  are  the  lowest  in  the  record. 

156.  Aided  Schools: — The  Grant-in-aid  School  at 
Tripooniturah  continues  its  useful  work  affording  instruc¬ 
tion  to  a  little  under  100  boys  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of 
only  Es.  284-8-0.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year 
there  were  five  classes,  Class  III  being  the  highest  |nd 
a  Vernacular  Class  the  lowest.  The  Yernacular  Class 
having  since  decreased  in  numbers  it  was  incorporated 
with  the  Preparatory  and  the  Sirkar  grant  was  slightly 
diminished.  At  present  the  Manager  draws  only  Bs.  22  J 
out  of  the  sanctioned  maximum  of  Us.  30  per  mensem. 
At  the  close  of  1062  there  were  84  boys  in  the  four 
classes.  Four  pupils  from  this  School  were  admitted  to 
the  High  School. 

157-  Palacb  School:— This  small  but  very  important 
School  has  still  Mr.  P.  Sankaranarayana  Chettiar  M.  a., 
as  its  Head  Master  who  is  assisted  by  three  other  Masters. 
There  are  two  junior  assistants  in  the  establishment,  but 
the  services  of  both  of  them  are  lent  to  the  “  Patasala,  ” 
Sanskrit  School,  to  assist  there  under  the  directions  of 
H.  H.  the  First  Prince.  Seven  of  the  Prince3  now  attend 
the  Palace  School ,  namely  H.  H.  the  Third  Prince  in 
Class  A ;  H.  H.  the  Sixth  Prince  in  Class  B  ;  Their  High¬ 
nesses  the  8th  and  9th  Princes  in  Class  C ;  and  Their 
Highnesses  the  4th,  5th  and  7th  Princes  in  Class  D.  The 
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Senior  Tutor’s  report  shows  that  a  considerable  amsunfc 
of  reading  has  been  completed  during  the  year  in  all  the 
Classes.  The  studies  of  H.  H.  the  Third  Prince  in  Class 
A  have  included  a  play  of  Shakespeare  (the  Merchant  of 
Venice),  one  of  Forster’s  Essays,  a  work  of  De  Quincey 
and  other  studies  in  English,  Ancient  History,  Physical 
Geography,  Physics  and  Physiology  have  also  been 
studied ;  a  course  in  fact  pretty  nearly  on  a  level  with 
that  of  an  F.  A.  student.  His  Highness’  health  has  not 
allowed  very  continuous  application.  H.  H. .the  Sixth 
Prince,  in  Class  B,  has  been  reading  two  of  Macaulay’s 
Essays;  Poems  by  Cowper,  Goldsmith  and  Gray,  together 
with  Physics,  History  and  Mathematics,  a  course  which 
is  about  equal  to  the  Matriculation  Curriculum.  Their 
Highnesses  the  8th  and  9th  Princes  were  studying  the 
Matriculation  Text  for  1887  and  other  selected  English 
writings,  with  History,  Science  and  Mathematics  nearly 
up  to  the  level  of  the  Matriculation  Class.  It  is  hoped 
that  next  year  H.  H.  the  9th  Prince  will  easily  master 
the  subjects  for  the  Matriculation  Examination.  In  Class 
D,  Their  Highnesses  the  4th,  5th  and  7th  Princes  are 
working  at  a  course  nearly  concurrent  with  that  of  our 
Fourth  Classes  and  the  Tutor  reports  that  the  progress 
of  these  Princes  has  been  satisfactory. 

158.  Sanskbit  Palace  School  ob  “Patasala.” — The 
younger  Princes  of  the  .Royal  Family,  some  of  whom 
once  attended  the  Palace  School  are  now  taught  in  the 
“Patasala”  where,  under  the  guidance  of  H.  H.  the 
First  Prince,  they  study  not  only  Sanskrit,  but  receive 
elementary  instruction  in  English  also.  The  numerical 
strength  of  the  School  has  increased  from  21  last  year  to 
25  during  the  year  under  report,  and  the  average  daily 
attendance  has  been  28.  Two  Examinations,  one  balf 
yearly  and  another  annual,  were  held  during  the  year 
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botfi.  in  English  and  Sanskrit;  and  two  additional 
English  classes  had  to  be  opened  owing  to  the  difference 
of  standard  which  was  found  to  exist  among  the 
students.  To  meet  the  increase  of  work  owing  to  the 
addition  of  classes  a  new  teacher  has  been  added  to  the 
Establishment. 

159-  Sanskrit. —  The  Sanskrit  Pandit  has  been 
working  in  the  High  School  now  for  one  year  and  a  half, 
and  the  study  of  the  language  is  certainly  making  pro¬ 
gress,  though  slowly.  There  are  57  students  of  Sanskrit 
in  the  High  School  40  of  whom  are  in  the  Fourth  Classes 
and  11  in  the  High  School  and  College  Class.  In  the 
Higher  Classes,  only  those  boys  who  had  previously 
made  Sanskrit  a  subject  of  study  would  have  any  chance 
of  passing  the  University  Examinations  in  Sanskrit; 
and  these  were  but  few.  As  years  pass  on,  a  much 
larger  number  of  Sanskrit  students  will  be  found  in  the 
Upper  Classes.  In  the  District  Schools  too  it  is  intended 
to  introduce  Sanskrit. 

160.  Total  Strength  or  the  Schools. — The  number 
of  students  in  all  the  Schools  of  the  State,  exclusive  of 
the  Palace  and  aided  Schools,  at  the  close  of  the  year 
was  1,886  against  1,842  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 
This  increase  is  chiefly  among  the  Hindus  who  sent  78 
boys  above  the  number  in  1061.  The  increase  of  Maho- 
rnedans  was  only  8,  and  of  Jews  8,  while  there  was  a 
falling  off  of  45  among  the  Christians.  Distributed  under 
the  four  chief  religious  denominations  the  total  number 
consisted  of : — ■

29  Mahomedans,  and 
7  Jews.

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161.  Teaching  Staff. — The  teaching  staff  of*the 
Educational  Department  -was  composed  of  71  Masters, 
of  whom  6  are  Graduates;  11  First  in  Arts;  SO  Matri¬ 
culates;  11  who  have  passed  the  Fourth  and  Fifth 
Grades;  1  otherwise  specially  qualified  ;  and  12  ungraded. 

It  will  he  seen  that  there  is  an  increase  to  the  number  . 
of  Graduates  and  F.  A.s  and  a  decrease  in  the  ungraded 
teachers. 

162-  Other  Schools. — Besides  the  High  School  and 
District  Schools  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Director 
of  Education,  there  are  in  every  Taluq,  Ashans  or  native 
teachers  appointed  for  imparting  Elementary  Sanskrit 
and  Malayalam  Education  ;  Sanskrit  Pandits-  at  Trichoor 
for*  giving  instruction  in  the  higher  branches  of  study  ; 
and  a  Hebrew  teacher  for  the  special  use  of  the  Jews  at 
Cochin.  The  mode  of  instruction  is  somewhat  on  the  old 
pyal  school  system  and  cannot  be  said  to  be  satisfactory. 
The  subject  of  introducing  an  improved  method  and 
extending  elementary  education  to  the  Proverthies  and 
Villages  under  more  efficient  management,  is  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  Government.  A  Convent  School 
under  a  Carmalite  Missionary,  for  secular  education,  was 
established  at  Ernakulam  during  the  year  and  receives 
a  Sirkar  Grant-in-aid  of  Es.  60  per  mensem.  The  total 
number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  was  77  and  the  average 
daily  attendance  49.  Considering  the  short  period  it  lias 
been  in  existence,  the  school  must  be  said  to  be  working 
very  .satisfactorily. 

163.  Libraries. — The  following  Public  Libraries 
and  Reading  Rooms  receive  Grants-in-aid  from  "the 
Sirkar  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Direcfcor_ji^ 
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Education  or  of  the  local  District  Officers,  the  maximum 
grant  being  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  private  sub¬ 
scriptions  : — '

164.  A  Reference  Library  was  opened  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  High  School  and  various  standard  and 
•useful  worts  of  reference  which  were  selected  by  Mr, 
D.  M.  Oruikshankj  were  purchased  and  placed  in  the 
School  in  charge  of  a  Librarian. 

165.  It  is  intended  to  pass  a  set  of  Rules  for 
Gran ts-in -aid  and  publish  them  in  the  Government 
Gazette,  in  order  that  the  publio  may  avail  themselves  of 
the  concession  offered,  more  freely  and  extensively. 

166-  Scholarship  : — Since  the  opening  of  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  College  at  Madras  the  Sirkar  has  been  willing  to 
grant  a  scholarship  to  any  student  desirous  to  join  it ; 
but  none  came  forward  to  claim  it.  This  year,  (1063) 
one  Ramalinga  Vadhyar  volunteered  to  enter  the  College 
and  was  sent  as  a  Sirkar  stipendiary  student. 
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fuMk  marks, 

167-  In  the  year  under  report,  works  of  consider¬ 
able  magnitude  and  importance  were  undertaken  and 
completed.  Upwards  of  Bs.  55,000  was  expended  in 
extending  and  perfecting  the  Irrigation  works  at  Moola- 
thurai  in  the  Chittoor  District,  which  have  tended  greatly 
to  advance  the  prosperity  of  the  country  and  have 
proved  an  inestimable  boon  to  the  agricultural  population. 
The  important  Ghaut  Road  leading  to  the  Helliampathy 
Hills  was  extended  and  great  progress  was  made  in  the 
outright  repair  of  the  Road  from  Trichoor  to  Vaniaxnpara. 
About  295  miles  of  Road  were  maintained  throughout  the 
year  in  fair  order,  at  an  average  cost  of  Bs.  112  per  mile. 

168.  The  total  expenditure  on  Public  Works 
amounted  to  Rs.  3,79,764-4-10  against  fis.  3,55,139-4-4 
in  the  previous  year,  showing  an  excess  of  fis.  24,625-0 -6. 
Of  this  amount,  fis.  2,12,143-10-1  was  on  works  executed 
by  the  D.  P.  W. ;  and  the  balance  of  Bs.  1,67,620-10-9 
on  those  carried  out  through  the  agency  of  the  District 
Officers.

'170 •  Tlie  following  new  or  original  works  were, 
mnler  progress  at  tlie  beginning  of  tlio  year : — 
Buildings: — 

Ccrlml  portion  of  the-  'new  (Ilumr)  Government  Public 
Of  ices,  Ernakulmn  : — The  doors  and  windows  bare 
been  placed  in  position  and  the  masonary  of  tlie 
lower  floor  completed  to  the  level  of  the  wall  plates. 

r  The  greater  part  of  the  woodwork  for  the  roof 
(Teak),  the  joists  for  the  upper  floor  and  the  door 
and  window  shutters  have  been  prepared. 

Wadaltanchervy  new  Munsijjfs  Court : — The  whole  of 
the  masonry  was  completed,  and  the  wood-work  of 
the  roof  fitted  up.  Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  the 
Basel  Mission  tiles,  the  order  could  not  be  executed 
until  the  end  of  August.  In  the  meantime,  a|  a 
protection  from  the  rain  of  the  S.  W.  Monsoon,  tlie 
building  had  to  bo  thatched  with  cadjans,  when  the 
plastering  work  was  commenced. 

New  Police  Station  at  Pattikad  : — The  building  was 
completed  and  handed  over  for  occupation. 

Assistant  Resident's  Bungalow,  Bolghatty  : — Although 
this  Bungalow  was  completed  last  year,  some  extra 
works  have  been  undertaken  including  an  extra  back 
"staircase  and  boarding  to  the  Verandah  roof,  etc. 
Communications  : — 

Road  from  Kuipallam  junction  to  Vellum  road,  Erna- 
hdara. — The  length  of  this  road  is  4  miles,  5 
furlongs  and  55  yards.  The  bridges  and  culverts 
were  completed  and  the  road  opened  for  traffic) 
during  the  year. 

Malayatoor  Road,  1st  section.  Length  2  miles,  3  furlongs 
and  33  yards.— About  two-thirds  of  this  road  have 
been  completed  with  the  bridges  and  culverts.  All 
}  work  had  to  be  stopped  during  the  S.  W.  Monsoon. 
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Irrigation  Works: — 

Widening  Moolathuray  Irrigation  Ganal  from  Valaka- 
para  to  Pattihulam. — Tlie  work  of  widening  this 
portion  of  the  canal  (7  miles,  6  furlongs)  was  resumed 
during  the  hot  weather  and  the  work  completed 
before  the  commencement  of  the  S.  W.  Monsoon. 
Cutpully  Bund  : — 

By  the  construction  of  this  bund  to  keep  out  salt 
water  &c,,  a  large  area  of  land  will  be  cultivated  with 
paddy.  A  length  of  600  feet  of  bund  was  completed 
with  rough  stone  revetment  wall  on  the  northern  or 
more  exposed  face  of  the  Embankment,  and  the  whole 
of  the  bund  widened  by  5  feet  and  raised  an  extra 
foot  in  height.  All  work  had  to  be  stopped  during 
4he  monsoon  months. 

171-  The  following  new  works  were  commenced 
during  the  year  under  report  : — 

Bridges  : — 

Constructing  eleven  bridges  on  the  Bandythavalam  road 
across  the  Moolathuray  Irrigation  Ganal. — Ten  of 
these  Bridges  were  completed  with  old  Iron  rails  for 
Girders  and  Teak  timber  platforms.  The  remaining 
one  could  not  be  finished  before  water  was  required 
in  the  Canal  for  Irrigation. 

A  similar  bridge  was  constructed  across  the  Canal 
on  the  Branch  Road  leading  to  Pattancherry  Village. 
New  Iron  Girders  and  flooring  plates  for  the  West  Arattu- 
pola  Bridge  on  the  Kunnamhilam  Road — Trichoor 
Bistrict : — A  bund  was  placed  across  the  river 
during  the  dry  months,  the  water  baled'  out  and  the 
foundations  of  this  Bridge  thoroughly  examined. 
One  of  the  masonry  piers  was  found  to  be  defective 
and  bad  to  be  partly  pulled  down  and  re-buittTVPhe 
old  timber  platform  was  then  removed,  -the  large 
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r  granite  girder  stones  fixed  and  the  Iron  girders  and 
flooring  placed  in  position  and  rivetted.  The  Bridge 
was  completed  and  opened  for  traffic  before  the 
commencement  of  the  S.  W.  Monsoon. 

New  Iron  Girders  for  the  Shoriar  River  Bridge— Trichoor 
District : — Owing  to  the  Vaniampara  Road  being 
under  outright  repair  there  was  some  difficulty 

r  experienced  in  dragging  these  heavy  girders  to  the 
site  of  the  work  which  is  situated  on  the  eastern 
side  of  the  Kutlieran  G-haut.  In  consequence  of  the 
delay,  the  girders  could  not  be  fixed  in  position 
before  the  commencement  of  the  S.  W.  Monsoon. 
The  granite  girder  stones  were  got  ready  and  the 
girders  will  be  fitted  up  as  soon  as  there  is  a  break 
in  the  monsoon  or  early  in  the  ensuing  year. 

New  Bridge  on  the  Luckady  Road  of  SO  feet  span — ■ 
TalapiUy  District4. — This  bridge  was  taken  in  hand 
and  completed  before  the  commencement  of  the 
S.W.  Monsoon. 

New  Padoor  Bridge  on  the  14th  mile  of  the  Palayanoor 
Road — TalapiUy  District : — This  bridge  was  com¬ 
pleted  with  old  Iron  rails  for  girders  and  timber 
platforms. 

Comituhioations  : — . 

Triprayar  Road — Trichoor  District : — The  estimate 
for  this  road  amounting  to  Bs.  20,000  sanctioned  in 
February  includes  an  18  feet  unmetalled  road  from 
Triprayar  Boundary  (British  Frontier)  to  Cherpu 
Village  joining  the  Kaniamangalam  Road  at  the  5th 
Mile  from  Trichoor  (length  of  road  7  miles  56-92 
chains),  also  a  16  feet  road  from  Payoor  Bridge 
(across  the  navigation  canal)  to  the  Chenanchira 
Bund  (length  65'5  chains),  and  a  9  feet  road  intended 
for  the  annual  religious  processions,  branching  from 


Cochavalloor  to  tie  9th  mile  of  the  Karupadnam 
Trunk  Road — length  2  miles,  35’7  chains. 

Most  of  the  earthwork  in  the  embankments  haa 
been  completed  and  the  existing  lanes  on  the  high 
ground  widened  by  cutting  out  the  bamboo  clumps, 
and  setting  back  the  fences.  None  of  the  bridges  and 
culverts  could  be  commenced  as  the  laterite  stone 
had  to  be  brought  in  boats  from  a  distance  early  in 
the  year  when  there  is  water  communication.  All 
the  low  lands  on  this  road  are  submerged  during  the 
monsoon  months  forming  part  of  the  Trichoor  Lake, 

This  Road  will  connect  Trichoor  with  the  villages 
near  the  sea  coast  and  enable  goods  and  passengers 
^rom  Cochin  to  land  at  the  Chenanchira  Bund,  as 
during  the  prevalence  of  the  land  wind  (December  to 
February)  it  is  sometimes  very  difficult  for  boats  to 
got  up  to  Trichoor.  The  same  remark  applies  during 
the  hot  weather  months  (from  March  to  June)  as  the 
canal  is  then  used  for  Irrigation.  The  Chenanchira 
Bund  is  placed  across  the  canal  (from  December  to 
June  when  passengers  and  cargo  boats  have  to  be 
hauled  over  the  Bund)  to  keep  out  the  Tidal  or  salt 
water  from  the  cultivation  in  the  Trichoor  and 
Yenamakkal  Lakes.  The  area  of  land  under  this 
head  in  this  State  is  about  15,000  acres. 

New  Wallenghy  Ghat  Road  leading  to  the  Nelliarngoathy 
Coffee  Estates. — At  the  urgent  request  of  the  pro¬ 
prietors  of  the  Estates  and  others  interested  in  the 
Cultivation  of  Tea,  Coffee,  and  Cinchona  on  these 
Hills  an  estimate  amounting  to  fis.  49,880  was 
sanctioned  for  the  completion  of  this  work  as  a  Road 
for  Pack  Bullocks  and  passengers.  The  trace  wqs 
laid  out  for  a  Cart  Road  with  a  gradient  of  1:  in  18, 
the  estimate  for  which  amounted  to  Rs.  1,17,395. 
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r  But  as  this  was  fconsidered  to  bo  too  high  if.  was 
decided  to  complete  the  earthwork,  build  the  Bridges 
and  Culverts  and  make  the  Road  only  10  feet  wide 
where  rock  had  to  be  blasted.  The  length  of  the  road 
to  the  head  of  the  Ghat  will  bo  12  miles  and  can  be 
converted  into  an  excellent  Cart  Road  at  any  time. 
The  work  was  taken  in  hand  in  January ;  most 
part  of  tho  rock  on -the  first  throe  miles  was  blasted 
and  five  bridges  and  two  culverts  were  completed. 
Owing  to  the  failure  of.  the  N.E.  Monsoon  no  water 
could  be  had  on  the  Ghat  during  the  hot  weather  ; 
this  with  the  frequent  fires  in  the  jungle  tended  to 
retard  the  progress  of  the  work,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  during  next  year,  the  greater  part  of  the  road 
will  be  completed  and  opened  for  traffic. 

Diver  don  of  the  Shoranoor  Road  at  Mulloorhara  : — The 
Shoranoor  Road  being  very  steep  between  tho  14th 
and  15th  miles,  an  estimate  amounting  to  T:s,  43,000 
was  submitted  towards  the  close  of  the  year  for 
making  a  diversion  round  the  Hills,  and  preliminary 
sanction  obtained  for  the  commencement  of  the 
work.  The  length  of  the  diversion  is  miles  and 
has  been  set  out  with  curves  and  gradients  so  that  it 
may  be  utilized,  at  any  time  for  a  Railway  between 
Shoranoor  and  Trichoor.  The  sharpest  curve  is  20 
chains  radius  and  the  steepest  1  in  71*09. 

The  line  was  set  out,  lockspitted  and  drains  cut 
to  prevent  the  land  being  cultivated,  but  notwith¬ 
standing  this,  the  land  in  several  places  was  ploughed 
and  some  of  the  centre  line  pegs  removed.  Trial 
,  holes  have  been  sunk  in  the  cuttings  at  intervals 
■  to  ascertain  if  there  was  rock. 

It  is  proposed  to  make  a  similar'  diversion  at  the 
/  mile  of  this  road, 
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Road  from  Munioor  Police  Station  on  the  Kunndrm - 
hulam  road  to  Krishna  Menon’s  Athany  on  the 
Shoranoor  Roach — This  cross  road  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  paddy  fields  is  all  on  high  ground  with  hard 
laterita  soil. 

The  earthwork  in  the  embankment  across  the 
paddy  fields  was  completed  and  masonry  work  of  a 
30  feet  Bridge  partly  finished,  * 

Iseigation  Works  r — 

Moolaimira  Irrigation  Canal — Ohittoor  District : —  An 
estimate  amounting  to  fis.  20,249  was  sanctioned  for 
widening  the  1st  mile  of  this  canal  and  constructing 
an  additional  opening  to  the  Head  Sluice,  One- 
fourth  of  a  milo  of  the  widening  is  through  hard 
ijock.  The  additional  opening  to  the  Head  Sluice 
was  completed  and  part  of  the  widening  of  the 
canal  finished.  The  work  had  to  be  stopped  early  in 
May  as  water  was  then  required  in  the  canal  for 
Irrigation  purposes.  Tho  work  will  be  resumed 
after  the  distribution  of  water  in  January  and  can 
be  completed  by  the  end  of  April. 

Diversion  of  Moolathum  Canal  between  stream  leading 
to  Kaloo  Menon’s  Channel  and  Kenatuvara An 
estimate  amounting  to  Bs.  11,905  was  sanctioned 
for  this  work.  The  length  of  the  diversion  will  bo 

*  one  mile;  the  work  is  very  heavy,  the  cuttings 
varying  from  three  to  sixteen  feet  in  depth  through 
hard  soil  and  rock.  By  this  diversion  two  miles  of 
the  main  canal  by  the  side  of  the  Anamalay  River 
will  be  abandoned,  but  can  bo  used  as  a  branch. 
Irrigation  channel. 

Widening  portion  of  Moolathuvay  Canal  from  Patti- 
l-ul&m  to  Mangode.  Length  6  miles,  dfm'Jowjs  and 
4  chains. -r-As  the  estimate  for  this  work  amounting 


to  Bs.  9,955  was  sanctioned  late  in  the  season  much 
r  progress  could  not  be  made  as  water  was  required 
for  Irrigation  purposes. 

Widening  portion  of  the  Moolathuray  Canal  from 
Kenatuvara  to  Valukapara.  Lengh  1  mile,  1  furlong 
and  4  chains. — A  sum  of  fis.  2,290  was  sanctioned 
for  widening  this  portion  of  the  Canal,  The  work 
was  taken  in  band  and  completed. 

172.  The  following  New  Branch  Irrigation  channels 
were  taken  in  hand  and  completed  during  the  year  : — ■

Vavapodechulla.  Length  2  miles,  5  furlongs  and 
7  chains. 

5.  Do.  Do.  Do.  from  Mangode  to  Ararn- 
padam.  Length  1  mile,  6  furlongs  and  -8  chains. 

Deepening  portion  of  Moolathuray  Irrigation  Canal  from 
Kambalathuray  Reservoir  to  Pattikulam : — At  tho 
request  of  the  landowners  an  estimate  amounting* 
to  Rupees  8,431  was  sanctioned  for  deepening 
this  portion  of  the  canal  another  2  feet  to  enable 
them  to  utilise  more  of  the  water  in  the  Reservoir 
for  Irrigation  purposes.  As  much  of  the  work  as 
possible  was  done  before  water  was  required  in  tho 
Canal  for  Irrigation.  The  works  will  be  resumed 
aad^completed  during  the  hot  weather. 


Owing  to  the  failure  of  the  N.  E.  Monsoo®  the 
water  wars  very  low  in  the  Anamslay  Eiver.  The 
anicut  proved  to  be  thoroughly  watertight  and  all 
the  water  was  utilized  for  Irrigation,  preference 
being  given  to  the  landowners  under  what  is  known 
as  the  Nurnee  Canal,  the  wants  of  the  others  being 
attended  to  as  far  as  possible.  The  Cambalathuray 
■Reservoir  by  holding  a  three  days  supply  served  to. 
irrigate  the  lands  under  about  8  or  10  miles  of  tke 
Moolathuray  Canal. 

It  is  intended  to  have  a  similar  Reservoir  at 
Bandythavalam  to  serve  the  remaining  ten  miles 
of  the  canal. 

Alathingal  Ohira  inHyal  Proverthy,  Talapilly 
District. — The  whole  of  the  masonry  work  was 
*  completed  before  the  commencement  of  the  S.  W. 
Monsoon,  but  disputes  having  arisen  between  the 
ryots  as  to  the  method  of  fixing  the  wooden  shutters 
of  the  anicut,  the  case  had  to  be  referred  to  the 
Tahsildar  and  was  not  settled  before  the  close 
of  the  year. 

173.  MlSCElDANEOTTS  AND  EMERGENT  WORKS 
Dmahalam  Reclamation  works. — Parts  of  the  sunken 
portions  were  raised  one  foot.  A  laterite  stone 
backing  was  constructed  to  about  two-thirds  of  the 
Revetment  wall.  Rough  stones  were  arranged  on 
three  sides  of  Basin  No.  3  and  the  damage  to  the 
works  during  the  S.  W.  Monsoon  made  good. 

New  Jetty  opposite  the  Zillah  Oourt  House ,  Hmalculam. 
In  consequence  of  the  great  destruction  to  timber 
in  salt  water  by  the  Toredo  or  sea  worm,  old  iron 
rails  purchased  from  the  Madras  Railway  Company 
were  used  as  screw  piles,  by  having  wooden  blades 


fitted  to  thorn  and  screwed  into  the  sand  and  mud 
to  a  depth  of  15  feet.  Small  Cast  Iron  Caps  were 
manufactured  for  the  top  ends  of  the  rails  and 
longitudinal  rails  fitted  into  them  to  act  as  girders. 
The  iron  rails  have  been  found  to  answer  admirably 
in  this  case  as  screw  piles. 

Viyyoor  Arbour. — The  laterite  masonry  and  the  brick 
,dome  of  this  structure  was  finished  as  well  as  the 
greater  portion  of  the  ornamental  plastering. 

New  Police  Station  at  Kadavallore: — The  masonry  of 
this  Police  Station  was  completed  and  the  building 
roofed  in  with  Basel  Mission  Tiles. 

New  Armourer’s  Shop — Triehoor  Cantonment: — When 
the  masonry  pillars  and  a  portion  of  the  roof  were 
completed,  orders  were  issued  to  stop  the  worfe 
pending  a  reference  to  the  Military  authorities. 

New  Archway  or  Entrance  to  the  Triehoor  Palace: — The 
masonry  work  has  been  completed;  the  S.  W. 
Monsoon  having  set  in  no  plastering  work  could 
be  done. 

A  new  Pai’apet  wall  was  constructed  on  the 
northern  side  of  the  Paramekavu  Tank  in  Triehoor.

The  floors  of  the  Mattancherry  School  and  Verandahs 
were  laid  with  Portland  cement. 

Tho  pan  tiles  of  the  IrinjalaJcuda  School  were  removed 
and  Basel  Mission  Tiles  substituted  and  other  repairs 
and  additions  made  to  the  Building.  . 
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Bridges  : — 

Panankutty  Bridge  on  the  Tripoonitnrah  Trunk 
Road. — This  Bridge  of  270  feet  span  on  Iron  Screw- 
piles  and  girders  had  the  whole  of  the  woodwork 
in  the  joists  and  planking  renewed. 

The  Narakkal  eastern  and  western  Timber  Bridges 
across  the  Canal:—- These  as  well  as  fonr  timber  foot 

r  Bridges  in  the  neighbourhood  were  repaired. 

Ten  now  culverts  on  the  Brnakulam  Town  Roads 
were  sanctioned  during  the  year.  Of  this,  three 
were  completed. 

Repairs  to  Bridges  and  Culverts  on  the  Bhalahudy 
Road. —  The  timber  platform  of  the  20  feet  bridge 
on  the  7th  mile  was  renewed.  The  masonry  was 
repaired  and  the  timber  platforms,  renewed  with  ol£ 
iron  rails  for  girders  to  three  bridges  on  the  8th, 
9th  and  10th  miles.  A  six  feet  arched  culvert  was 
reconstructed  on  the  Sth  mile.  A  30  feet  Bridge 
was  converted  into  2  openings  by  building  a  pier  on 
the  12th  mile.  Iron  rails  used  for  girders  and  the. 
woodwork  .were  renewed.  Two  Bridges  on  the 
14th  and  18th  miles  had  the  woodwork  renewed. 
Old  Iron  rails  were  used  as  girders. 

Metalling  6  miles  of  the  Vaniamjgara  Road. — This  is 
the  Trunk  Road  from  Trichoor  to  Palghat  and 
Coimbatore  via  the  Kutheran  Ghat.  The  greater 
portion  of  these  5  miles  was  metalled  with  granite 
cubes  9  inches  thick.  A  new  Irrigation  Culvert 
was  constructed  on  the  8th  mile. 

Metalling  10th ,  11th  and  12th  miles  of  the  same  Road. — 
The  10th  mile  has  been  completed  and  some  portions 
of  the  11th  and  12th.  The  other  parts  of  the  road 
have  to  be  raised,  the  adjoining  lands  being  under 
cultivation.  The  old  20  feet  Bridge  on  the  10th  mile 
|  was  pulled  down  and  reconstructed  with  old  Iron 
--rails  for  girders  and  new  timber  platforms, 


liaising  the  Arathqnda  causeway  on  tie  Trichoor  to 
Kunnanihulam  Road. — As  this  causeway  was  sub¬ 
merged  during  the  monsoon  months,  the  road  was 
raised  from  three  to  four  feet.  The  road  was  metal¬ 
led  and  a  large  new  culvert  constructed. 

The  causeways  of  the  following  roads  were 
metalled 

Triparat  Road ; 

Cuipallam  Road ; 

Vallam  Road ;  and  the  sandy  portions  of  the 
Tiruvankulam  Road. 

Outright  repairs  to  the  branch  road  from  the  Moongil- 
mada  Road  to  the  Anicut  and  Moolathuray  Village. — 
The  length  of  this  road  is  2  miles,  3  furlongs.  The 
'road  was  raised  and  metalled.  4  culverts  and  a 
bridge  of  10  feet  span  were  constructed. 

Canals,  (Navigation)  : — 

Puthanthode  Canal. — The  remaining  portion  of  this 
canal  was  deepened  during  the  year. 

CheUanam  Canal.-— About  a  mile  of  this  canal  was 
deepened;  the  S.W.  Monsoon  having  set  in,  the 
bunds  had  to  be  removed  and  the  work  stopped. 

Ooloor  Canal. — This  canal  was  deepened  and  a  new 
Basin  for  boats  constructed  at  Ooloor. 

Moondyam  and  Chenanchira  Canals. — These  canals 
were  deepened  for  the  free  passage  of  boats,  as  they 
form  part  of  the  navigation  canal  between  Trichoor 
and  Cochin.  The  Chenanchira  canal  is  also  used 
for  irrigation  purposes. 

Water  communication  between  Trichoor  and 
Cochin  was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  the 
rains  having  commenced  early  in  April.  ^ — ' 
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Canals,  (Irrigation)  : — 

Irrigation  Canal  from  Patrayhal  Bridge  on  Shoranoor 
Road  to  Andy  Amhcdam  on  the  Kunnamkulam  Road. — 
The  work  of  deepening  this  canal  was  taken  in  hand 
and  completed  during  the  year. 

The  Moolathuray  and  Nurnee  Canals. — These  canals 
were  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  water 
distributed  at  a  cost  of  Ks.  1,424-13-10. 

Valulcali  Chira,  Muhundajpiiram  District. — The  sluices 
of  this  Ohira  not  having  been  opened  in  time,  the 
bund  which  is  6  feet  broad  at  the  top  with  a  masonry 
revetment  wall  in  front  breached  to  a  length  of 
about  70  feet.  Temporary  repairs  were  made  at  the 
time,  and  after  the  cultivation  was  over,  the  masonry 
work  was  rebuilt  and  the  bund  made  good. 

Kallaye  Chira,  Trichoor  District. — The  laterite  masonry 
walls  of  this  structure  on  the  up  stream  side  having 
become  honeycombed  by  exposure  to  the  weather, 
the  walls  were  plastered  with  Portland  cement. 
Repairs  were  also  executed  to  the  granite  stone 
work  of  the  anicut. 

Paranoor  Chira,  Talapilly  Dist: — The  laterite  masonry 
walls  of  this  Chira  were  also  plastered  with  Portland 
cement  and  a  small  revetment  wall  constructed. 

Extension  of  the  east  and  west  revetment  walls  of  the 
Attathode  Chira,  Trichoor  District. — The  laterite  . 
masonry  walls  of  this  Ohira  were  extended  and  the 
space  between  them  filled  with  stono. 

176.  Emergent  and  Miscellaneous  Repairs: — ■ 
Repairs  were  executed  to  the  Pier  at  Narakkal. 
Teak  railings  were  constructed  to  the  Edayar  Tank 
in  Chittoor ;  also  to  the  Neelikad  Tank  in  Tatha- 
mangalam.  Teak  Palisading  was  provided  and  fixed 
^s-round  the  compound  of  the  Wallen gby  Traveller’s 
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Bungalow  and  to  the  Chittoor,  Kolinjanpara,  Batha- 
mangalam  and  Meenachipuram  Police  Stations ;  and 
jungle  wood  Palisading  to  the  Wadakancherry  and 
Kodungalore  Police  Stations.  The  wells  of  the 
Trichoor  and  Shoranoor  Traveller’s  Bungalows  and 
the  village  wells  of  Kolinjanpara  and  Pattikad  were 
cleaned  out  and  deepened  and  a  new  well  was  sunk 
in  the  compound  of  the  Irinjalakuda  School. 

Several  other  minor  repairs  were  also  executed. 
177-  Maintenance 

295  miles  of  Eoads  (exclusive  of  the.  Trichoor 
Town  Eoads  which  are  maintained  by  the  prisoners) 
were  maintained  throughout  the  year  in  fair  order 
at  an  average  cost  of  Es.  112  per  mile. 

A  few  words  regarding  the  state  of  the  British 
Eoads  bordering  on  this  State  will  not  be  out  of 
•  place.  The  Presidents  of  the  Malabar  and  Coim¬ 
batore  Local  Fund  Boards  have  been  addressed  on 
the  subject  through  the  British  Eesident ;  but  little 
or  nothing  has  been  done  to  put  the  roads  in  a 
proper  state  of  repair. 

The  short  length  of  the  British  road  connecting  the  Shora - 
noor  Bridge  with  the  Bailway  Station.-^—  This  road  is 
very  bad  during  the  monsoon  months;  quite  unfit  for  , 
vehicles  on  springs.  It  is  under  one  mile  in  length 
and  connects  the  trunk  roads  of  Cochin  and  Travan- 
core  with  the  Madras  Bail  way  Station  at  Shoranoor. 
Tanimnpara  Road.— This  is  the  trunk  road  from  Tri¬ 
choor  to  Palghat,  Coimbatore,  Pollachy  and  Dindigal 
and  connects  Trichoor  with  the  outlying  District  of 
Chittoor  belonging  to  this  State.  There  is  very 
heavy  traffic  over  it.  But  the  British  portion  of  the 
road  beyond  the  Cochin  frontier  for  about  5  miles  is 
.  almost  impassable  during  the  monsoon  months. 


Moongihnada  Road. — This  road  forms  part  of  the  trunk 
road  between  Palgliat  and  Pollachy  via  Kolinjan- 
para.  Eleven  miles  of  the  road  is  in  Malabar  and 
is  almost  impassable  during  the  monsoon  months. 

Bandythavalam  Road . — The  length  of  this  road  in 
Cochin  is  12  miles.  It  connects  Palghat  and  other 
places  with  Pollachy  and  is  the  route  generally  taken 
by  carts  when  the  .British  roads  connecting  the 
Moongilmada  Boad  become  almost  impassable.  But 
the  Coimbatore  portion  beyond  the  Cochin  frontier  is 
generally  in  a  bad  state  during  the  monsoon  months. 

The  two  other  roads  in  the  Coimbatore  District 
connecting  the  Nadapoony  and  Velanthavalam  Trunk 
Boads  in  Cochin  are  mere  bandy  tracks  and  are  not 
thought  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  repaired.

179.  It  lias  hitherto  not  been  found  convenient  to 
organize  special  departments  for  the  improvement  and 
conservancy  of  towns  and  'villages  or  to  levy  a  local  or 
Municipal  cess  for  the  purpose.  The  ordinary  principles 
of  sanitation  have,  however,  never  been  lost  sight  of, 
drainage  works,  the  sinking  and  cleaning  of  tanks  and 
wells  and  other  undertakings  which  have  a  tendency  to 
improve  the  general  sanitary  condition  being  executed 
every  year  either  through  the  agency  of  the  P,  W,  D. 
or  of  the  District  Revenue  Officers  and  the  expenditure 
on  these  accounts  is  charged  under  the  general  head  of 
"  Public  works  ”.  Convict  gangs  are  also  employed  for 
the  improvement  of  towns.  It  is  not  quite  practicable  to 
exhibit  in  a  separate  statement,  even  approximately,  the 
expense  incurred  in  conservancy.  The  time  is  not  yet 
arrived  when  a  local  rate  could  be  conveniently  introduced 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  special  organization,  and  the 
work  of  sanitation  has,  therefore,,  to  he  carried  out 
unaided  by  the  state  itself.  It  is,  however,  satisfactory 
to  notice  a  small  independent  beginning  in  the  town  of 
Mattancherry,  Cochin  Taluq.  The  resident  merchants 
have  lately  formed  a  committee  under  the  presidency  of 
the  local  Tahsildar  and  have  commenced  to  light  and 
clean  the  town,  the  expense  being  met  out  of  subscriptions 
raised  among  themselves.  The  Sirkar  is  giving  every 
reasonable  assistance  and  encouragement  in  furtherance 
of  this  good  attempt  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  imitated 
by  other  towns. 
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o  greets . 

180-  In  the  year  under  report  1,212  Teak  logs 
taldoms  and  saplings  measuring  2,013  candies  and  2 
Blackwood  logs  measuring  4  candies  were  delivered 
at  the  depdts  of  Ernakularai  and  Ponany. 

181.  The  amount  realized  by  the  sale  of  Teak  and 
Blackwood  logs  was  Bs.23, 263-8-7  including  the  value 
of  the  timber  supplied  to  the  Public  Works  department 
which  was  Bs.  9,938-10-9. 

182.  The  amount  received  on  account  of  the 
Chittoor  Teak  Forest  was  Es.  37,866-14-4  against 
Bs.  46,432-1-0  in  the  previous  year  showing  a  decrease 
of  Es.  8565-2-8. 

183.  The  revenue  and  expenditure  of  the  forest 
Department  are  given  in  the  following  abstract.

184-  The  excess  of  expenses  over  receipts  amount 
to  Es.  4,669 — 1 — 1.  The  decrease  under  this  head  is 
•  more  apparent  than  real.  A  large  portion  of  the  income 
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credited  to  the  preceding  year  consisted  of  the  vain©  of 
timber  supplied  to  the  Maraffiut  Department  at  Trichoor 
during,  previous  years,  but  whioh  was  only  brought  to 
.account  in  that  year;  and  moreover,  the  bulk  of  the 
Sirkar  -timber  received  at  the  Depdts  during  1062  was 
held- over  unsold,  in  consequence  of  the  unfavourable 
prices  offered. 

185-  Id  Forest  yvorking  charges  including  contin¬ 
gencies,  there  is  a  decrease  of  Es.  828 — 2 — 3  which  is 
accounted  for  by  the  circumstance  that  the  operations  of 
cutting  and  preparing  timber  on  the  Hills  for  transmission 
to  the  local  Dep6ts  were  carried  on  to  a  somewhat  less 
extent  than  in  the  previous  year. 

186-  Teak  Plantation. — During  the  year  96  acres 
of  land  were  cleared,  1,220  acres  weeded  and  331  acres 
were  pruned.  Fire  traces  were  drawn  up  in  all  neces¬ 
sary  quarters  and  extra  bridle  paths  were  cut  in  the  new 
clearings.  The  total  outlay  on  the  Teak  Plantations 
aggregates  Es.  7,510 — 2 — 0  against  Es.  5,404 — 9 — 0 
showing  an  increase  of  Es.  2,105-9-0  over  the  previous 
year,  which  is  attributable  to  a  large  area  of  land  having 
been  brought  under  cultivation  and  planted  with  teak. 


187-  Surgeon  Major  T.  0.  H.  Spencer  made  over 
charge  of  the  Department  to  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon 
D.  Gunther  on  the  16th  September  1886,  and  Mr.  Gunther 
remained  in  charge  of  the  department  from  that  date. 

188-  The  hospital  buildings  at  Ernakulam,  Trichoor 
and  Ohittoor  were  in  good  order,  and  required  no  repairs 
of  any  consequence  during  the  year. 

189-  Civil  Hospital  Ernaxdxam.— There  were  378 
admissions  into  hospital  during  the  year  against  367  in 
the  year  preceding.  Of  these,  133  dieted  themselves  and 
the  rest  were  maintained  at  the  cost  of  the  Sirkar.  The 
deaths  in  hospital  were  21  in  number  principally  among 
broken  down  dropsical  patients  and  parturient  women  who 
are  as  a  rule  brought  to  hospital  only  as  a  last  resource. 

190.  The  out-patients  numbered  5,483  against 
4,968  in  1061.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  among 
theBe  is  not  known. 

191.  Five  major  and  387  minor  operations  were 
performed  during  the  year,  and  14  women  were  delivered 
in  hospital  and  42  attended  to  outside. 

192.  Civil  Hospital  Teichooe.— -There  were  218 
in  and  2,664  out-patients  admitted  during  the  year 
against  213  and  2,345  respectively  in  the  year  preceding. 
There  were  27  deaths  among  the  in,  and  8  are  known 
to  have  occurred  among  the  out-patients. 

193.  Five  capital,  10  obstetric  and  101  minor 
operations  were  performed  during  the  year. 

194.  Civil  Dispensaby  Chittoob. — Five  thousand 
one  hundred  and  one  cases  were  treated  during  the  year. 
The  diseases  most  common  in  the  district  were  ague, 
rheumatism,  ophthalmia  and  skin  diseases,  •

200-  Postal. — During  the  year,  71,936  official 
communications,  271  books,  1,627  banghy  parcels  and 
2,066  Newspapers  were  carried  by  the  Sirkar  Post  on 
the  Public  Service,  and  20,943  letters,  13  books,  118 
banghy  parcels  and  9,908  Newspapers  on  private  account. 
The  amount  of  postage  collected  was  Rupees  976 — 0 — 6 
against  Ss.  1,087 — 4 — 8  in  the  preceding  year.  * 

201-  The  reorganization  of  the  Anjel  or  Postal 
Department  and  placing  it  on  a  more  efficient  footing  is 
engaging  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Sirkar. 

202-  Military. — The  small  force  of  infantry  and 
artillery  maintained  by  the  Sirkar  remains  as  stated  in 
tKfe  last  report,  and  the  .Body-Guard  of  His  Highness 
the  Rajah  is  also  unchanged. 

203.  Population. — At  the  last  census  of  17th 
February  1881,  the  population  was ’returned  at  4,29,324 
Hindus,  1.36.361  Christians,  33,344  Mahomedans  and 
1,249  Jews  making  a  total  of  6,00,278  persons.

204*  The  following  table  exhibits  the  income  and 
expenditure  of  the  State  for  the  year  under  report  and 
the  one  preceding  as  well  as  the  cash  balances  at  the 
close  of  each  year;-— 
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205-  In  the  prospective  estimate  of  1061,  a  su?plus 
■was  anticipated  of  Rs.  1,42,364-5-8  at  the  close  of  the 
year  under  report,  hut  the  actual  surplus  fell  short  of 
this  expectation  by  Rs.  1,03,882-14-5. 

206-  The  sources  of  income  in  this  State  are  far 
from  elastic  and  progressive,  except  perhaps  the  Land 
Revenue  aud  Customs,  and  are  liable  to  be  adversely 
affected  at  any  time  by  circumstances  over  -which  Ohe 
Government  have  no  control.  In  view  of  these  fluctuations 
.  and  uncertainties,  as  well  as  the  growing  public  demands, 
which  must  necessarily  enhance  the  existing  expenditure 
year  after  year,  it  has  been  considered  expedient  to 
secure  a  sufficiently  large  margin  to  meet  contingencies. 

207*  Bor  the  safety  of  its  financial  position,  the 
Sfrkar  has  adopted  the  system  of  investing  its  surplus 
funds  in  Government  Securities;  the  advantage  of  which 
course  will  be  apparent  when  it  is  considered  that  were 
it  not  for  the  interest  drawn  on  these  Securities,  the 
expenditure  of  the  State  for  the  year  would  have  exceeded 
the  income,  or  in  other  words,  instead  of  a  surplus,  a 
deficit  of  Rs.  37,331 — 6 — 0  would  have  been  the  result. 
At  the  same  time,  the  administration  is  not  unmindful  of 
the  importance  of  expenditure  on  reproductive  and  other 
public  works  of  general  utility,  and  these  are  by  no 
means  disregarded  on  the  score  of  a  false  economy. 

208.  The  changes  in  the  principal  items  of  revenue, 
namely,  Land,  Customs,  Abkary,  Opium,  Salt  aud  Forests 
have  already  been  explained  under  those  heads. 

209.  The  Judicial  Bees  show  a  decrease  of 
Rs.  1,793-1-0,  the  chief  falling  off  is  in  Stamp  Penalties 
the  amount  of  which  has  been  gradually  declining  since 
the  introduction  of  the  Registration  Regulation  in  this 
State,  The  number  of  original  suits  filed  was  more  than 
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jn  the  previous  year  and  hence  an  increase  in  the  Insti¬ 
tution  fees  levied ;  whereas  the  number  of  appeals  received 
during  the  year  was  smaller  than  in  1061,  causing  a 
corresponding  decrease  in  the  receipts. 

210-  The  increased  amount  (Rs.  3,176)  drawn  as 
interest  on  Government  Securities  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  has  been  caused  by  additional  investments 
made  in  Government  Securities  during  the  year. 

211.  The  Miscellaneous  Revenue  shows  an  increase 
of  Rs.  42,202  — 9 — 8  which  is  due  to  increased  receipts 
on  account  of  arrears  of  revenue  and  from  the  sale  of 
forest  produce. 

212.  In  disbursements,  there  has  been  a  decrease 
of  Rs.  1,108 — 5 — 5  under  the  head  of  Palace  Establish¬ 
ments.  This  has  arisen  from  the  demise  of  H.  H.  the 
First  Prince  during  the  year. 

213-  The  difference  (Rs.  825 — 4 — 11 )  under  the 
'head  of  Religious  Institutions  is  too  small  to  call  for 
remark,  being  due  to  ordinary  fluctuations.  The  ex¬ 
penditure  on  Charitable  Institutions  has  decreased  by 
Rs.  1,707 — 10 — 7,  owing  to  more  favourable  rates  at. 
which  provisions  were  purchased. 

214-  The  increase  of  Rs.  3,129 — 11 — 2  under  the 
head  of  Administrative  Establishment  is  chiefly  due  to 
the  emoluments  of  the  ministerial  officers  of  the  Taluq 
and  Proverthy  Cutcherries  having  been  thoroughly 
revised. 

215-  The  increase  in  the  Judicial  Establishment 
is  accounted  for  by  the  appointment  of  an  Acting  Judge 
in  the  Appeal  Court  in  the  place  of  the  2nd  Judge 


Mr.  Locke,  who  proceeded  to  Europe  on  furlough,  and 
by  the  payment  to  the  latter  of  half  his  salary  during 
the  period  of  his  absence. 

216-  The  Establishments  of  the  High  School  and 
District  Schools  were  extended  during  the  year,  and  the 
increases  of  salary  granted  in  the  Educational  Depart¬ 
ment  during  a  part  of  the  previous  year  were  drawn, 
during  the  whole  of  the  year  under  report.  These 
circumstances  have  resulted  in  a  net  increase  of 
Rs.  1,127-1-7. 

217.  The  Police  Expenditure  has  increased  by 
Rupees  6,730-12-1  owing  to  an  addition  to  the  Force 
which  has  been  explained  in  para  70  under  the  head  of 
51  Police.  ” 

218-  The  small  difference  of  Rupees  50-11-2  in 
Pension  calls  for  no  remark. 

219.  The  enhanced  expenditure  on  Public  Works 
has  been  already  detailed  in  the  Chapter  relating  to  that 
Department. 

220.  The  Extraordinary  charges  which  show  an 
increase  of  Rs.  10,677-11-6  are  chiefly  due  to  the  visits 
of  H.  H.  the  Eliah  Rajah  to  Trevandrum  and  of  the  late 
First  Prince  to  Benares  and  the  expenses  incident  to  'the 
celebration  of  Her  Majesty’s  Jubilee. 

221.  Hnder  Miscellaneous  Expenses  there  is  a  de¬ 
crease  of  Rs.  15,709-6-10  which  is  chiefly  due  to  savings 
in  the  carriage  of  Salt,  Forest  expenses,  the  charges  for 
thatching  public  buildings,  and  the  cost  of  stationery. 

222*  The  revenue  of  the  year  under  report  amount¬ 
ed  to  Rs,  16,16,328-2-1  as  against  Rs.  16,18,336-12-3  in 
the  preceding  year  showing  a  decrease  of  Rs.  2,008-10-i5 


and  the  disbursements  to  Es.'  15,77,846-10-10  against 
Es.  15,28,089-12-6  which  were  greater  than,  those  of 
1061  by  Es.  49,756-14-4 

223.  The  cash  balance  in  the  Treasury  at  the 
beginning  of  1062  was  Es.  6,69,197-13-3  and  the  receipts 
of  the  year  under  review  having  exceeded  the  expendi¬ 
ture  by  Es.  38,481-7-3,  the  balance  at  the  end  of  the 
year  should  have  been  Es.  7,07,679-4-6 ;  but  as  a  sum 
of  Es.  1,00,500  was  invested  in  Government  Securities 
at  a  charge  of  Kupees  98,960-11-9,  the  balance  stood 
at  Es.  6,08,718-8-9. 

224.  Besides  the  above  balance  the  State  holds 
Government  Securities  amounting  to  Es.  30,51,000  and 
goods  in  store  of  the  estimated  value  of  Es.  1,24,667^-7-8 
giving  a  total  to  its  credit  of  Es.  37,84,386-0-5.

Read — tlie  following  paper : — ■ 

From  J.  C.  HANNYNGTON,  Esq,,  Resident  in 
Travancore  and  Cochin,  to  the  Chief  Secretary  to 
Government,  dated  Trevandrum,  7th  June  1888, 
No.  03. 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  Report  of  Cochin  for  the  Malayalam  year  10G3 
ending  the  15th  August  1887. 

Legislation. 

"  Ono  enactment  only  was  passed  during  the  year 
under  review. 

This  was  for  the  purpose  of  oontrolling.theorection 
of  religious  edifices  and  the  utilization  of  ground  for  burial 
purposes.  The  necessity  for  legislation  arose  from  the 
occasional  unauthorized  erection  of  religious  buildinga 
in  offensive  proximity  to  those  of  other  religious  sects, 
and  the  creation  of  burial-grounds  in  places  objectionable 
on  sanitary  grounds. 

Civil  Justice. 

2.  Tho  cases  pending  and  filed  in  the  Munsiffs* 
Courts  amounted  in  number  to  8,495,  being  198  in 
excess  of  the  last  year. 

Tho  decisions  were  7,652  a3  compared  with  7,532 
in  tho  previous  year. 

No  distinction  is  made  by  the  Dewan  in  his  report 
between  the  Regular  and  Small  Cause  suits ;  this  should 
bo  done  in  following  reports,  as  it  facilitates  an  appre¬ 
hension  of  the  actual  labor  of  the  Munsiffs,  Speaking. 
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rofighly,  a  Munsiff  in  Cochin  disposes  of  3  total  of  1,430' 
cases  in  the  year,  whilst  a  Travancore  Munsiff  disposes 
of  about  1,G40.  Of  these  totals,  the  Cochin  Munsiff 
disposes  of  about  550  disputed  cases  and  a  Travancore 
Munsiff  of  about  595. 

Tho  work  of  the  Cochin  Munsiff  is  somewhat  lighter 
therefore  than  that  of  the  Travancore  Munsiff,  and  inas- 
.  much  as  tho  Cochin  Munsiff’s  Small  Causo  powers  aro 
greater  than  those  of  Travancore  Munsiff,  his  work  is 
probably  much  lighter. 

The  average  time  taken  for  disposal  of  suits  by  tho 
Cochin  Munsiffs  is  less  than  that  taken  by  the)  Tra- 
vancoro  Munsiff. 

On  the  whole  tho  work  of  tho  Munsiffs  is  fajjrly 
good.. 

The  duration  of  suits  in  Ernacollum  and  Chittoor  is 
unsatisfactory.  The  Ernacollum  Court’s  work  is  how¬ 
ever  very  heavy  and  requires  assistance. 

The  Chittoor-  Munsiff’s  Court  has  a  very  light  file 
and  the  presiding  Munsiff  must  be  kept  up  to  his  work. 

,  ZlLLAH  COUBTS. 

3.  The  work  of  tho  Judges  of  tho  Zillah  Courts  is 
very  light.  Speaking  roughly,  a  Travancoro  Zillah  Court 
has  to  dispose  of  about  213  original  cases  and  491  appeals 
in  the  year,  whilst  a  Cochin  Zillah  Court  has  to  dispose 
of  only  126  original  cases  and  266  appeals;  so  that  a 
Cochin  Zillah  Judgo  has  about  half  the  work  of  a  Tra¬ 
vancore  Zillah  Judge.  With  this  light  work  to  do,  wo 
:  should  expect  a  rapid  disposal.  But  such  is  not  the 
case.  The  duration  of  suits  in  tho  Trichoor  Court 
amounts  to  5  months  and  8  days,  which  is  quite  long 
enough  considering  the  light  file  of  the  Court. 


s 


Tlic  duration  of  cases  in  the  Anjikaimal  Ocurt 
amounts  to  20  months  and  22  days,  which  may  bo  duo 
as  the  Dcwan  says  to  the  heavy  arrears  in  that  Court  ; 
but  it  must  be  borno  in  mind  that  the  arrears  and  all  tho 
consequent  delays  are  due  to  tho  incapacity  of  the  Presid¬ 
ing  Judge  Mr.  T.  0.  Pooncn,  whose  shortcomings  I  have 
moro  than  once  commented  on.  An  additional  Judge 
has  had  to  bo  appointed  to  clear  off  the  arrears,  and  I 
think  it  would  bo  well  if  Mr.  Poonon  were  made  to  defray 
a  portion  of  the  expenso  thus  thrown  on  the  public. 

The  duration  of  appeals  in  the  Trichoor  Court 
haa  been  reduced  to  23  days  which  is'  satisfactory.  In 
Anjikaimal  it  amounts  to  15  months  and  12  days. 

*  Appeal  Cotjut. 

4.  The  work  of  the  Appeal  Court  is  very  light.  It 
disposed  of  62  regular  appeals  and  88  special  appeals— a 
total  of  150  cases— being  about  one-fifth  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Travancore  High  Court. 

I  exceedingly  regret  to  find  that  there  were  35 
special  appeals  pending  in  His  Highness  the  Rajah’s 
Court  of  Appeal  .at  the  close  of  the  year.  It  is  of  the 
highest  importance  that  these  appeals  (which  are  many 
'of  them  of  very  long  standing)  should  bo  cleared  off,  and 
I  -would  call  tho  special  attention  of  the  Dewan  to  these 
appeals  in  the  disposal  of  which  he  takes  a  direct  part. 

Criminal  Justice. 

5.  The  Magistracy  dealt  with  1,922  cases  involving 
4,220  persons.  The  acquittals  amounted  to  43-08  per 
cent.  The  Second  and  Third  Class  Magistracy  had  at 
the  end  of  the  year  a  balance  remaining  on  their  file  of 
80  cases  involving  300  persons. 


r  It  would  bo  satisfactory  that  in  future  reports  the 
duration  of  cases  in  tho  Magistrates’  Courts  should  be 
noted  separately,  noticing  the -time  taken  up  in  Police 
and  in  Magisterial  inquiry. 

Of  a  total  of  .133  criminal  appeals  affecting  225 
persons,  tho  District  Magistrates  disposed  of  127  appeals 
affecting  210  persons. 

n  Tho  balance  of  6  cases  involving  15  persons  remains 
in  the  Anjikaimal  Magistrate’s  Court,  which  took  an 
average  of  80  days  to  dispose  of  its  criminal  appeals, 
whilst  tho  Trichoor  Magistrate,  with  a  greater  number 
of  appeals  to  deal  with,  took  an  average  of  7  days  only. 

Sessions  Courts. 

5.  Twonty-cigkt  cases  were  committed  to  fch° 
Sessions  Courts  which  with  the  balance  of  last  year 
amounted  to  30  cases  affecting.  65  persons.  Those  were 
all  disposed  of.  The  average  duration  of  trials  being  3 
days  in  the  Anjikaimal  and  2  days  in  the  Trichoor  Court. 

Five  appeals  were  preferred  to  the  Sessions  Courts 
against  the  decisions  of  the  Magistrates  and  were 
disposed  of  without  undue  delay. 

The  Appeal  Court  disposod  of  8  criminal  appeals,  tho 
average  duration  being  66  days,  whiclris  a  slow  disposal. 

It  revised  215  qalondars  and  disposod  of  15  criminal 
miscellaneous  petitions. 

,  Jails. 

7.  Six  hundred  and  fifty  prisoners  were  received 
into  tho  jails  of  Trichoor-  and  Ernacollum.  Of  theso, 
450  wore  judicially  released,  8  were  released  for  good 
conduct,  2  on  account  of  sickness,  1  escaped  and  4  died. 

■Tho  cost  of  jails  amounted,  to  Ka.  19,837,  being 
Bs.  3,400  in  excess  of  the  previous  year. 


Police. 


8.  The  force  numbers  8  inspectors,  2  sub-inspcctors,  ■ 
57  head  constables,  317  constables,  and  19  recruits, 
being  a  total  of  403  of  9,11.  ranks,  and  an  increase  of  38 
over  the  previous  year,  but  of  this  total  the  executive 
force  amounts  to  326  only,  and  the  proportion  to  popu¬ 
lation  is  therefore  as  1  to  1,741*3  and  to  area  as  1  to4'l. 
Thero  are  only  23  men  in  the  force  who  cannot  readier 
write,  and  of  these  21  are  Muhammadans. 

Of  1,318  cases  reported  to  the  Police,  532  or  nearly 
ono-half  wore  found  to  be  false. 

The  work  of  detection  and  recovery  of -lost  property 
i^very  fairly  good.  Thus  of  786  cases  reported,  419 
were  detected,  being  53*3  per  cent.  Of  1,092  persons 
arrested,  629  were  convicted,  being  57 ‘6  per  cent,  and 
of  Rs.  31,645  property  lost,  Rs.,  13, 545' or  42-7  per  cent, 
was  recovered. 

Regarding  the  working  of  the  Police  in  reference 
to  graver  crimes,  it  may  be  remarked  that  in  murder 
and  homicide  cases  they  have ,  been ,  very  successful ;  in 
dacoity  eases  they  have  not  been  very  successful.  In 
robbery  cases  there  has  boon  success  in  obtaining  con¬ 
victions,  but  very  poor  success  in  recovery  of  property. 
Of  89  cases  reported  as  robbery,  no  less  than  51  were 
struck  off  as  false,  and  11  referred  as  false.  ' 

In  house-breaking  the  Police  have  been  successful 
both  in  detection  and  recovery  of  property. 

On  the  whole  the  working  of  the  Police  has  been 
satisfactory,  and  the  organization  and  working  of  the 
young  department  reflects  credit  on  Mr.  G.  Gunther,  the 
Superintendent. 


Sources  of  Revenue, 


9.  The  land  revenue  amounted  to  Rs.  6,51,294. 
There  was  a  smallloss  owing  to  an  unfavourable  season 
for  the  cultivation  in  the  Trichoor  lake. 

The  quit-rent  derived  from  the  18  coffee  estates 
existing  in  the  State  amounts  to  Rs.  9,201.  The  yield 
frojn  theso  estates  amounted  to  only  252  fb.  of  coffee  per 
acre  cultivated,  whilst  the  cost  of  cultivation  amounts  to 
Rs.  76-12-2  per  acre. 

10.  The  customs  revenue  is  governed  by  tho  Inter-  . 
portal  Trade  Convention,  the  amount  paid  in  the  year  by 
the  British  Government  being  Rs.  1,06,929-8-0.  The 
receipts  at  the  Cochin  Ports  amounted  to  Rs.  4,257. 

11.  Port  dues  amounted  to  Rs.  5,859. 

Abkari  and  Opium. 

12.  The  sale  of  the  abkari  farm  produced  Rupees 
74,915,  being  an  increase  of  Rs.  10,050  over  the  previous 
year. 

13.  Opium  realized  Rs.  19,390. 

Salt. 

14.  The  revenue  derived  from  salt  amounted  to 
Rs.  3,03,270. 

Registration. 

15.  The  total  value  of ,  deeds  registered  amounted 
to  Rs.  61,95,509,  the  average  value  being  Rs.  349. 

The  number  of  documents  registered  was,  17,746, 
of  which  19  were  wills,  17,209  (96’97  per  cent.)  related 
to  immoveable  property,  and  519  to  moveable  property. 


Education.  ' 


16.  To  meet  the  demand  for  an  extension  of  middle 
school  education  an  additional  division  of  the  upper 
fourth  class  in  the  High  School  has  been  opened,  and  in 
the  District  Schools  of  Trichoor,  Chittoor  and  Ktmnan- 
kulam,  lower  fourth  classes  have  been  opened. 

The  High  School  entertains  536  boys  and  is  as  Jull 
as  it  can  hold,  so  that  the  establishment  of  a  District 
School  at  Ernacollum  is  contemplated. 

The  returns  of  the  examinations  are  most  satis¬ 
factory,  and  speak  well  for  the  attention  paid  to  the 
scholars,  and  attest  to  the  energy  and  ability  of 
!\£r.  Sealy  and  his  staff  of  teachers. 

The  cost  of  the  High  School  to  the  State  amounted 
to  Rs.  26,917,  from  which,  deducting  Rs.  7,064  realized 
by  fees,  fines  and  sale  of  books,  we  have  an  outlay  of 
1  Rs.  19,853  and  a  cost  to  Government  of  Rs.  37  for  each 
student. 

I  should  myself  advocate  the  further  increase  of 
fees  for  higher  education  and  the  devotion  of  more 
attention  to  elementary  education. 

So  far  as  this  report  shows,  no  attention  whatever 
appears  to  have  been  paid  to  the  remarks  of  the  Madras 
Government  in  regard  to  the  subject  of  primary  educa¬ 
tion  in  their  review  of  last  year’s  Administration  Report, 
beyond  a  note  that  the  subject  of  elementary  education 
.is  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Government,  and  that 
it  is  intended  to  publish  a  set  of  rules  for  grants-in-aid 
in  order  that  the  public  may  avail  themselves  of  the 
concession  offered. 


Public  Works. 

17.  The  total  expenditure  on  Public  "Works  during 
the  year  was  Rs.  3,79,764,  being  Rs.  24,625  in  excess  of 
the  previous  year. 

The  most  important  works  to  the  advancement  of 
which  this  sum  was  devoted  wore  the  further  improve¬ 
ment  of  tho  irrigation  works  at  Moolatliurai,  .  the 
extension  of  the  ghat  road  to  the  coffeo  cultivation  on 
tho  Nolliampathy  Hills,  and  the  improvement  of  the  road 
between  Trichoor  and  Yaniampara. 

Of  tho  total  expenditure,  tho  Public  Works 
Department  accounted  for  Rs.  2,12,143  and  the  District 
Officers  for  Rs.  1,67,620. 

Another  important  work,  which  I  should  notice,  is 
the  improvement  of  tho  road  between  Shoranur  and 
Trichoor,  with  the  aim  of  finally  converting  the  road  into 
a  railway. 

I  am  aware  that  the  carrying  out  of  the  improve¬ 
ments  in  this  direction  is  impeded  by  the  objections  of 
landholders  on  the  line  to  a  diversion  of  tho  existing 
road ;  still,  I  think,  more  might  be  done  than  is  being 
done,  in  view  to  establishing  a  railway  connection 
between  tho  navigable  canal  8  miles  south  of  Trichoor 
and  tho  Madras  Railway  line  at  Shoranur. 

The  Tr  a  van  core  State  is  now  improving  the  canals 
between  Quilon  and  the  Cochin  frontier,  and  contem¬ 
plates  steam  communication  over  this  portion  of  the 
backwaters  and  canals,  at  an  early  date,  and  if  the 
British  and  Cochin  authorities  improve  the  canal  between 
Karupadanam  and  the  Trichoor  lake,  it  seems  to  me 
probable  that  a  Railway  line  to  connect  the  canals  with 
the  Madras  lino,  is  likely  to  be  directly  remunerative. 


I  should  advocate  a  lino  of  the  same  gauge  as*  the 
Madras  line,  and  that  arrangements  he  made  with  the 
Madras  Railway  Company  to  run  their  stock  upon  it, 
even  though  the  branch  be  constructed  by  the  Cochin 
State,  and  by  the  Cochin  Engineers. 

I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Madras  Govern¬ 
ment  to  the  remarks  of  the  Dewan  in  paragraph  177 
respecting  the  condition  of.  the  roads  in  the  Malabar  ajid 
Coimbatore  Districts  which  are  in  connection  with  the 
Cochin  roads. 

The  Malabar  portion  of  the  Trichoor-Shoranur  road 
lying  between  the  Shoranur  bridge  and  the  railway 
station,  is  invariably  in  a  worse  condition  than  any  part 
of  the  road  in  the  Native  State,  and  the  same  remarks 
wjjl  apply  to  the  other  roads  noticed  by  the  Dewan. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-five  miles  of  road  have 
been  maintained  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  112 
per  mile,  and  the  wants  of  the  public  have  been  well 
attended  to  in  this  respect,  whilst  the  attention,  being 
paid  to  irrigation  works  shows  that  the  interests  of 
the  agricultural  population  have  not  been  neglected. 

CoNSEEVANCY  AND  SANITATION. 

18.  The  Dewan  points  out  that  the  general  sanitary 
condition  of  the  towns  and  villages,  though  not  entrusted 
to  special  departments,  has  not  been  overlooked,  but  is 
charged  under  the  general  head  of  Public  "Works. 

In  Muttancherry,  near  British  Cochin,  the  local 
merchants  (presided  over  by  the  Tabsildar)  have  formed 
a  committee  for  the  better  conservancy  of  the  place,  and 
such  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  all  towns 
and  villages  will  be  fostered  and  aided  by  the  Sirkar. 

The  local  authorities  should  be  directed  by  the 
Dewan  to  suggest  such  movements  and  encourage  them 
as  much  as  possible. 


Forests. 

19.  The  result  of  forest  operations  cannot  be  said 
to  be  very  successful,  the  expenditure  exceeding  the 
receipts  by  Rs.  4,669. 

No  remark  is  made  as  to  the  result  of  the  cardamom 
operations.  This  however  is  always  an  uncortain  source 
of  revenue.  The  teak  plantations  have  been  extended. 
The  cost  of  these  plantations  during  tko  year  being 
Bs,  7,510  as  compared  with  Bs.  5,404  in  the  last  yoar. 

Medical. 

20.  There  were  3  Government  hospitals  in  the 
State,  1  at  Ernacollnm,  1  at  Trickoor,  and  1  at  Cliittoor. 
The  total  number  of  in-patients  treated  was  596  and  of 
out-patients  13,248. 

Twelve  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-five  persons 
were  vaccinated,  giving  a  result  of  11,288  successful 
operations. 

On  the  oft’-repeated  desire  of  the  inhabitants  a  new 
hospital  is  being  opened  at  Kunnankulam. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  a  dispensary  at  least  is  urgently 
needed  at  Muttancherry  near  Jews’  town. 

Financial. 

21.  In  paragraphs  206  and  207  the  Dewau  points 
out  the  grounds  upon  which  the  State  considers  it  to  be 
advisable  to  invest  large  sums  in  Government  securities. 
Regarding  this  there  may  of  course  be  differences  of 
opinion.  There  is  a  good  deal  to  be  said  on  both  sides. 

Tho  State  now  holds  Government  securities  to  the 
amount  of  Rs.  30,51,000  and  might,  I  think,  well  devote 
this  money  to  the  opening  of  the  State  Railway  alluded 
to  under  the  head  of  Public  Works, 
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The  interest  on  Government  securities  amounted 
during  the  year  to  Rs.  1,18,622  and  a  sum  of  Rs.  1,00,500 
was  further  invested  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  98,960. 

The  receipts  of  the  State  amounted  to  Rs.  16,16,328 
and  the  expenditure  to  Rs.  16,76,807.  The  balance  at 
the  close  of  the  year  standing  to  the  credit  of  the 
State  was  Rs.  37,84,386,  the  actual  cash  balance  being 
Rs.  6,08,718.  a 

The  financial  condition  of  the  State  is  very  satis¬ 
factory  and  the  administration  appears  to  me  to  be  sound. 


Okdee — dated  19th  July  1888,  No.  490,  Political. 

With  his  letters  above  recorded,  the  Resident 
m  Cochin  submits  the  reports  on  the  finances  and 
administration  of  that  State  for  the  Malayalam  year 
1062  (1886-87.) 

2.  Finances. — The  revenue  amounted  to  Rupees 
16,16,328,  and  the  expenditure  (excluding  an  invest¬ 
ment  in  Government  securities)  to  Rs.  15,77,846. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  cash  balance  stood  at 
Rs.  6,08,719;  the  stock  ^(almost  entirely  salt  and  timber) 
was  estimated  to  be  worth  Rs.  1,24,667 ;  and  Rupees 
30,51,000  were  held  in  Government  paper.  The  total 
sum  to  credit  amounted,  therefore,  to  Rs.  37,84,386. 

Revenue. — On  the  receipt  side,  the  income  from 
forests  was  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year  by  Rupees 
55,000,  and  there  was  a  slight  decrease  under  the  heads 
Opium  (Rs.  6,000),  Judicial  receipts  (Rs.  2,000),  and 
Land  Revenue  (Ra.  1,000).  On  the  other  hand,  Mis¬ 
cellaneous  receipts  (Rs.  42,000),  Ableari  (Rs.  10,000), 
Salt  (Rs.  0,000),  and  Interest  (Rs.  4,000)  were  more 
productive. 
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* Charges . — Under  seven  heads — viz.,  Public  Works 
(Rupees  25,000),  Extraordinaries  (Rs.  11,000),  Police 
(Rs.  7,000),  Miscellaneous  (Rs.  4,000),  Administrative 
establishments ,  (Rupees  8,000),  Judicial  establishments , 
Education  and  Religious  institutions,  Rupees  1,000 
each — there  was  increased  expenditure;  and  under 
two — viz.,  Charitable  institutions  (Rs.  2,000),  and  Palace 
(Rupees  1,000) — a  decrease. 

3.  In  reviewing  the  administration  report  for  the 
previous  twelve-month,  tho  Government  advised  the 
then  Raja  (of  whose  demise  they  regret  to  have  received 
intelligence  since  the  report  now  under  notico  reached 
them)  to  consider  whether  too  much  thought  was  not 
being  given  to  investments  and  too  little  to  the  necessities 
of  the  people  of  his  State;  and  directions  in  whi<?£i 
a  more  liberal  outlay  seemed  to  be  demanded  were 
indicated. 

4.  The  remarks  made  by  tho  Dewan  in  the  205th 
•and  two  following  paragraphs  of  his  report  may  be 
regarded  as  conveying  the  result  of  the  deliberations  of 
the  Cochin  Sarkar  on  the  advice  tendered  to  them. 

It  is  argued  that  the  sources  of  income  are,  with 
two  exceptions,  precarious ;  that  there  must  be  a  large 
margin  to  meet  contingencies ;  that  the  system  of  invest¬ 
ing  surpluses  has  been  adopted  for  the  safety  of  the 
financial  position  of  the  State;  and,  in  proof  of  the 
soundness  of  his  policy,  the  Dewan  observes  that  it  was 
only  the  interest  from  the  securities  that  saved  Cochin 
from  a  deficit  of  Rs.  37,000  in  the  year  under  review. 

5.  His  Excellency  the  Governor  in  Council  does 
not  consider  these  arguments  well  founded.  The 
revenues  are  not  precarious  to  such  a  degree  as  to 
demand  so  great  caution,  and  the  State  is  not  exposed 
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to  any  risks  external  or  internal.  Outlay  on  reproductive 
■works  and  administrative  improvements,  and,  above  all, 
on  education,  must  tend,  directly  and  indirectly,  not 
only  to  the  well-being  of  the  people,  but  also  to  increase 
of  revenue.  The  accumulated  surplus,  as  well  as  that 
annually  accruing  might  well  be  drawn  upon  to  meet 
the  cost  of  new  works  which  represent  capital  outlay ; 
and  the  income  thus  set  free  devoted  to  improvements 
which,  notwithstanding  that  much  has  been  done,  are 
still  required. 

6.  The  financial  results  of  1886-87  do  not  lend 
support  to  the  Dewan's  conclusions.  Although  the 
revenue  foil  below  anticipation,  an  examination  of  the 
details  at  once  shows  that  this  was  due  to  the  postpone- 
nlfrnt  of  the  sale  of  timber  in  the  depots  and  to  the 
small  removals  of  teak  from  the  Chittur  forests  by  the 
contractor.  If  only  half  of  the  difference  between  the 
estimated  and  the  actual  receipts  from  this  one  head  of 
revenue  had  been  realized,  the  total  income  of  the  year 
would  have  exactly  corresponded  with  the  estimate 
(Es.  16,33,000). 

Nor  have  the  charges  advanced  all  along  the  line, 
as  the  difference  of  Es.  86,000  between  estimate  and 
actuals  is  also  accounted  for  within  a  few  thousand  rupees 
by  the  increased  expenditure  under  a  single  head — Public 
Works — over  which  the  Administration  has  complete 
control. 

7 .  There  is,  in  short,  nothing  in  the  present  reports 
to  induce  Government  to  qualify  the  opinions  expressed 
last  year.  They  observe  with  satisfaction  that  a  large 
sum  was  spent  on  the  Mulatharai  irrigation  works,  and 
trust  that  the  crying  needs  of  the  servioes  of  Eduoation, 
Justice,  Medicine  and  Sanitation  will  hereafter  be  res¬ 
ponded  to  by  liberal  grants.

S.  Budget  Estimates. — The  estimates  for  1063  do 
not  differ  much  from  the  actuals  of  1062. 

On  the  receipt  side,  the  estimates  of  timber  sales 
and  revenue  arrears  have  been  fixed  at  Rs.  45,000  and 
Rs.  21,000,  against  Rs.  23,000  and  Es.  10,000,  while 
that  of  extra  revenue  is  less  by  Es.  22,000.  The  other 
differences  do  not  call  for  notice,  and  the  total  (if  an 
extraordinary  receipt  and  investment  from  the  funds  of 
His  Highness  the  Raja  and  from  public  subscriptions  for 
religious,  &c.,  purposes  be  excluded  from  the  accounts  of 
1062)  stands  at  Rs.  16,17,000  as  compared  with  actual 
receipts  amounting  to  Es.  16,16,000. 

On  the  side  of  expenditure,  the  total  (an  investment 
in  Government  paper  being  again  excluded)  exceeds  the 
actual  charges  by  Rs.  8,000.  The  grants  for  the  Palace , 
for  Eoetraordinaries ,  for  Salt  purchases,  and  for  Public 
service  are  higher  by  Rs.  16,000,  10,000,  9,000  and 
6,000,  respectively;  while  those  for  Public  Works  and 
Forests  are  lower  by  Rs.  80,000  and  8,000. 

9.  Accounts . — Four  years  ago  the  Resident  was 
desired  to  suggest  an  alteration  in  the  mode  of  exhibiting 
the  accounts,  but  no  attention  seems  to  have  been  paid 
to  his  advice  on  this  subject.  The  Government  think 
that  it  would  be  much  to  the  benefit  of  the  Cochin 
Administration  to  simplify  and  reclassify  their  financial 
statements,  and  to  bring  them  into  closer  conformity 
with  those  of  the  British  Indian  Finance  accounts.  The 
present  forms  are  antiquated,  and  open  to  objection 
in  many  respects. 

10.  General  Administration  —  Legislation.  —  An 
Act  for  controlling  the  erection  of  religious  buildings 
and  the  appropriation  of  land  for  cemeteries  was  passed. 
This  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  prevaleht.  antagonism 
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of  sects  and  the  danger  at  times  to  the  public  healfJh  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  places  of  burial.  The  Act 
cannot  be  set  in  motion  -without  the  consent  of  the 
Government  of  Cochin,  and  its  provisions  should  be 
worked  with  caution.  No  other  legislation  was  under¬ 
taken. 

11.  Judicial  Statistics — Civil  Justice. — The  year 
opened  with  765  undecided  original  suits  on  the  filesof 
the  Zilla  and  Munsifa’  Courts,  of  which  198  belonged  to 
the  former  and  567  to  the  latter.  Two  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  suits  were  instituted  in  the  Zilla  Courts  during 
the  twelve-month,  and  253  disposed  of,  leaving  a  balance 
of  203  suits.  In  the  Munsifs'  Courts,  7,472  fresh  suits 
wei’e  filed  and  7,399  decided;  the  arrears  being  thus 
increased  by  73.  On  the  whole,  although  there  was  a 
slight  increase  in  the  business  done,  the  work  of  the  year  . 
cannot  be  regarded  with  satisfaction,  as  arrears  increased 
in  4  out  of  the  7  courts,  those  at  Trichoor  (Zillah), 
Vadakancheri,  and  Irinjalakuda,  having  alone  succeeded 
in  reducing  the  number  of  pending  suits.  The  unsatis¬ 
factory  state  of  the  Anjikaimal  Zillah  Court  was  specially 
noticed  by  Government  in  their  review  of  1887,  and  it 
has  deteriorated  further  in  the  year  now  under  notice. 
The  Dewan  observes  that  an  additional  Judge  has  since 
been  attached  to  the  court,  in  order  to  clear  off  the  arrears. 
If,  however,  as  the  Resident  states,  the  incapacity  of  the 
presiding  Judge  has  brought  about  the  state  of  affairs 
which  exists,  other  remedies  than  this  temporary  one  are 
imperatively  required.  The  attention  of  the  Sarkar  will 
also  be  requested  to  the  increasing  arrears  in  the  Erna- 
kulam  Munsif’s  Court. 

The  contested  original  suits  were  fewer  by  300  than 
in  1061;  their  average  -duration  in  the  Anjikaimal  Zillah 
Court  was  not  far  from  2  years  (20  months  and  22  days); 
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in  tffe  Munsifs’  Courts  it  stood  at  2  months  and  7  days, 
but  three  out  of  the  five  courts  were  much  below  this 
average. 

12.  Appeal  Court. — Turning  to  the  Appeals,  the 
Government  observe  that  these  numbered  249,  of  which 
148  were  filed  during  the  year.  There  were  150  disposals, 
leaving  99  (64  regular  and  35  special)  appeals  on  hand. 
The  average  duration  rose  from  4  months  and  29  days 
to  5  months  and  22  days.  These  figures  cannot  bo 
considered  satisfactory. 

13.  Baja’s  Court  of  Appeal. — Including  2  appeals 
dismissed  in  default,  His  Highness’  Court  dealt  with 
only  7  cases.  The  year  began  with  86  special  appeals 
pending,  and  ended  with  35.  Many  of  these  are  said#o 
be  of  long  standing,  and  the  Resident  rightly  insists  on 
the  importance  of  clearing  off  the  arrears.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  invite  His  Highness’  special  attention  to  this  matter. 

14.  The  administration  of  criminal  justice  appears 
more  satisfactory. 

Magistrates. — 1,922  cases  involving  4,220  persons 
were  disposed  of  by  the  Magistracy.  The  persons 
convicted  numbered  1,046  and  those  acquitted  1,818. 
The  Resident’s  remarks  in  regard  to  the  preparation  of 
future  returns  will,  no  doubt,  receive  the  Dewan’s 
consideration. 

1 5.  Sessions  Cotorts. — The  only  feature  in  the  work 
of  the  Sessions  Courts  and  Appeal  Court  calling  for 
special  notice  is  the  long  time  taken  (2  months  and  6 
days)  to  dispose  of  the  appeals  preferred  to  the  latter. 

16.  Jails. — 224  prisoners  were  in  confinement  at

cost  o.f  diet  is  decidedly  high.  The 
health  of  the  prisoners  was  good,  the  mortality  being 
only  19'4  per  mille.  The  average  daily  sick  is  not  given, . 
but  the  admissions  to  hospital  were  not  high.  The 
convicts  were  ohiefly  employed  on  the  repair  of  roads. 
Their  labor  does  not  seem  to  have  been  valued,  and  the 
net  cost  per  head  cannot  be  stated, 

17-  Police. — The  strength  of  the  police  employed 
otherwise  than  as  reserve,  treasury  guards,  orderlies, 
&c.,  was  326,  of  which  number  57  were  officers  and  head^ 
constables.  The  proportion  to  population  was  1  to  1,741, 
ami  to  area  1  to  4' 1  square  miles,  The  working  of  the 
Police  has  been  carefully  analysed  by  the  Dewan,  and 
the  Government  agree  with  the  Resident  in  considering 
that  the  results  indicate  an  improving  department,  and 
are  very  satisfactory,  especially  considering  how  lately 
the  force  was  organised.  The  cost  of  the  Police  was 
Es.  46,424, 

18.  Registration. — The  operations  of  the  Regis¬ 
tration  Department  were  not  so  active,  the  number  of 
documents  presented  having  been  less  than  in  the 
preceding  year  by  543  and  their  value  by  Rs.  5,65,000, 
The  fees  came  to  Rs.  25,826,  or  an  average  of  Rs.  1-7-3 
for  each  document.  There  are  six  offices  and  a  District 
Registrar,  who  cost  Rs.  ,10,704.  It  would  be  well  to 
give  some  information  as  to  the  average  time  taken  to 
register  documents. 
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19.  Education. — There  is  much  of  interest  in  the 
review  of  the  department  over  which  Mr.  Sealy  presides; 
but,  while  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  demands  for 
extended  middle  school  instruction  and  while  the 
examination  results  bear  testimony  to  the  efficient  way 
in  which  higher  education  is  imparted,  elementary 
teaching  is  still  much  neglected,  and  the  neglect  is  a 
serous  blot  on  the  administration.  The  Government 
hope  that  no  further  time  will  he  lost  in  getting  out  the 
contemplated  Grant-in-aid  Code.  The  recommendations 
of  the  Resident  in  regard  to  increasing  the  fees  for 
higher  education  deserve  the  Sarkar’s  early  attention. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  schools  under  the 
Director’s  supervision  was  1,386,  or  44  more  than  j# 
1061.  On  a  population  of  upwards  of  6,00,000  this  is  a 
miserable  result.

20.  Public  Wobks. — The  Public  Works  outlay  was 
Es  Rs.  3,79,764,  or  24  per  cent.

'  445  extension  of  the  Mulatharai 

3-'r9’7e4  irrigation  works  previously 
referred  to,  the  task  of  open¬ 
ing  out  tho  ghat  road  to  the  KTelliampati  hills  was  in 
progress.  This  work  will  benefit  the  planters  in  its 
neighbourhood.  Of  the  total  expenditure  under  this  head, 
Rs.  2,12,000  was  on  works  executed  by  the  professional 
department,  Rs.  95,393  being  on  new  works,  and 
Rs.  1,68,000  on  those  supervised  by  the  civil  officers. 
The  cost  of  the  Public  Works  establishment  is  not 
separately  given.  It  is  apparently  included  in  the  sum 
of  Rs,  12,062  charged  as  “  Contingencies.” 
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21.  0 onsbbvan err  and  Sanxtation. — Expenditure  on 
these  heads  is  (erroneously)  lumped  up  with  Public 
Works,  and,  as  far  as  can  be  gathered  from  details  of 
works,  the  sum  devoted  to  these  important  matters  was 
trifling  in  the  extreme.  The  incident  of  the  formation 
■of  a  local  committee  in  one  town  having  for  its  object 
the  lighting  and  cleansing  of  the  place  indicates,  in  the 
opinion  of  this  Government,  how  great  and  urgent  the 
need  is  for  the  interference  of  the  State,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  His  Highness  the  Raja  and  his  advisers  will  recon-_ 
eider  the  position. 

22.  Medical. — The  department  of  Medicine  is  at 
present  obscured  by  the  inclusion  of  the  accounts  relat- 

to  it  under  a  miscellaneous  head  of  expenditure. 
The  amount  is  only  Rs.  10,124.  -  There  are  two  civil 
hospitals  in  the  State  and  one  dispensary.  Of  the  staffs 
employed,  the  report  and  its  appendices  give  no  parti¬ 
culars,  but  the  Government  cannot  think  that,  even 
allowing  for  a  third  hospital,  whioh,  after  long  pressure 
from  the  people  of  Kunnankulam,  is  about  to  be  opened, 
the  provision  is  at  all  adequate  for  a  population  which 
numbered  6,00,000  seven  years  ago.  Judging  from  the 
increase  in  numbers  attending  existing  institutions,  the 
people  of  the  State  appear  prepared  to  accept,  and 
appreciate  enlightened  medical  treatment.  The  Resident 
observes  that  at  Muttancheri  at  least  a  dispensary  is 
urgently  needed.  The  Government  would  be  glad  to 
hear  that  the  Sarkar  had  seen  their  way  to  open  several 
more  dispensaries  at  suitable  centres. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  there  has  been  a 
marked  advance  in  the  number  of  vaccinations,  but  it  is 
a  matter  for  regret  that  the  number  of  cases  of  child¬ 
birth  treated  shows  a  decline  upon  the  figures  of  the 
previous  year. 
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r23.  Other  departments  do  not  call  for  special 
notice. 

24.  Geneeal. — On  the  whole,  the  condition,  of  the 
Cochin  State  may  justly  be  considered  satisfactory,  but 
there  is  undoubtedly  much  room  for  improvement  in  the 
administration  of  civil  justice,  from  the  highest  to  the 
lowest  courts,  and  the  financial  system  appears  to, 
Government  to  be  more  safe  than  sound..  The  report, 
however*  like  its  predecessors,  leaves,  no  doubt  in  the 
mind  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  in  Council  as  to. 
the  earnest  desire  of  the  late  Raja,  acting  under-  the 
Be  wan’s  advice,  to  rule  his  people  well  and  to  promote 
their  happiness  and  comfort.  In  many  respects,  hia 
endeavours  have  been  crowned  with  success.
